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Brutality Series Called One-Sided And Unbalanced 



Capt M.E. Beane 
Says Reports May 
Mislead The Public

The Virginia Beach Police De- 
partment is calling it 
"unprofessional journalism." 

According to Captain M.E. 
Beane, the department's com- 
manding officer for personnel and 
training, the Virginian-Pi- 
oltlLedger-Star's series of articles 
on police brutality in Virginia 
Beach was one-sided and unbal- 
anced. 

"We were very upset in regard 
to the way it was presented," said 
Beane. "It could certainly mislead 
the public into thinking that 
there's police brutality. It was 
very slanted and it misinformed 



the public." 

Despite the many brutality re- 
ports published in the newspaper, 
Police Chief Charles R. Wall in- 
sisted at a recent news conference 
that the reports were dramatized. 
Beane said that the department is 
asking citizens to report all 
wrong doings to the chief.

Chief Wall could not be 
reached for comment. 

"From a standpoint, we've al- 
ways encouraged the public to 
make us aware of any problems 
or infractions," Beane said. "If we 



have someone who has abused 
authority, we take proper action." 
Beane added that an officer can 
not be fired because of allega- 
tions; he must first be 
thoroughly investigated. He 
added that officers have been ter- 
minated in the past, but were re- 
instated after they appealed their 
cases. 

Beane said that the police 
department doesn't know what 
prompted the newspaper to re- 
search and print such articles; 
possibly the police brutality case . 
in Los Angeles, he said. Beane 
added that there's something un- 
derlying in the reasoning behind 
the articles because the reporters 
failed to print important 
information given to them during 
interviews with Chief Wall. 

"It's too disturbing to see two 
reporters be so unethical with 
their reporting," he said.

Beane said that the police de- 
partment is taking the negative 
publicity in stride and that it 
knows that ihc newspaper is in 
error. Beane compared the articles 
to those found in a tabloid gossip 
column. 

"It's frustrating to the officers 
on the street to see this type of

W.W. Davis Recalls Brutality Charges In His Day 



Former Police 
Chief Says Charges 
Did Exist, But Didn't 
Receive Bad Press 

Things haven't changed much 
since W.W. Davis was Virginia 
Beach's police chief. Charges of 
excessive violence and abusive 
language by police officers ex- 
isted then and still do now. 

The one difference, however, is 
that the charges from 1969 to 
1982, when Davis led the police 
department, never received as 
much notoriety as thc*dD now. 

According to Davis, aggres- 
siveness and mistreatment by 
city employees is prevalent in 
many city departments in one 
way or another. The problem, he 
said, is that supervisors can't de- 
tect that side of a person's behav- 



ior when they are being screened 
for the job. 

"One of the problems a police 
chief faces is that he's got to 
make sure he's got good supervi- 
sors. You've got to hope they'll 
be the ones to detect this," he 
said. 

Davis said he was greatly con- 
cerned when he read the Vir-

ginian-PibtlLedger-Star's recent 
series of articles on police 
brutality at the beach. 

"I hate to see the image of the 
department damaged by this lypc 



of publicity," he said. "As a for- 
mer police chief, I know you've 
got people who overreact, abuse 
authority and use excessive force 
and that's expected." 

While he was chief, Davis said 
if an officer was charged with us- 
ing excessive force, he or she was 
put on report and investigated. 
Usually, the patrolman would 
appeal the disciplinary action to 
his supervisor. The supervisor 
would make a decision and if the 
patrolman still wasn't satisfied he 
would appeal it to the police 
chief. 

Once the chief responded, if the 
patrolman was still not satisfied, 
he would appeal it to the city 
manager. The city manager, in 
turn, could either undo or uphold 
any decisions that the chief made. 
The appeal could then be taken to 
a personnel grievance board, 
which was appointed by City

John Parmele was just helping 
his son deliver newspapers at the 
Oceanfront one early morning in 
September 1989. 

What Parmele didn't know was 
that he would soon be placed un- 
der arrest and harrassed by police 
for no reason, he said. 

Parmele and his wife were fin- 
ishing up a newspaper route 
when he was stopped by three 
police officers. It hadn't been the 
first time that morning; officers 
were stopping him left and right, 
he said, wondering why he was at 
the Oceantront in the midst of 
Greekfest'89. 



While Parmele was attempting 
to lift a stack of newspapers out 
of his car, he said, the police 
blocked him in and asked what he 
was doing. Parmele again ex- 
plained and reached into the trunk 
of his car for the papers. The po- 
lice officers moved quickly and 
slammed the hatchback of 
Parmele's car on his hands, he 
said.

The next thing he knew, 
Parmele said, an officer had 



knocked him into the back of the 
car and pulled his right arm be- 
hind his back. Parmele said that 
his left arm was supporting his 
neck, which was twisted. 
Eventually the officer released his 
left arm. During the entire inci- 
dent, Parmele's wife was standing 
beside the car. 

"They could have paralyzed 
me," said Parmele, a Laurel Cove 
resident who ran for City Council 
during the last election. 

Parmele was then taken to jail 
where he spent four hours. His 
wife was told by police officers 
to deliver the newspapers and 
meet her husband at the second 
precinct. 

"I saw all sorts of people in 
there, black and white, but no 
one had seemed to be a looter. 
They were just normal people," 
Parmele said.

He added that he saw Melvin 
Moore, a black Hampton man 
who unsuccessfully tried to sue 
the city on police brutality 
charges, laying on the precinct 
floor with his "head bashed

Amy Fleming, sales director at 
the Days Inn - Virginia Beach Ex- 
pressway,, said she hopes that at 
least 100 seniors attend the fair.

No Cases So Far In 
Virginia Beach; Rabies 
Awareness Week Set

Virginia Beach has been lucky in 
the past; it has never had a problem 
with rabies. 

But, according to the Virginia 
Beach Health Department, the 
problem will most likely arise in 
the near future. 

"The state of Virginia is in the 
midst of an epidemic of raccoon ra- 
bies," said Frank Scanlon, Envi- 
ronmental Health's program man- 
ager. 

Scanlon said that rabies has not 
been prevalent south of the James 
River, except for rare cases in 
Chesapeake and Suffolk. But, 
Scanlon added, there seems to be a 
steady stream of rabies heading to- 
wards southeastern Virginia, via 
Maryland and Washington, D.C 

In 1990, there were a total of 
2,172 rabid rabies animals reported 
in the United States. One hundred 
and twelve of those cases were con- 
firmed in Virginia. 

"It's coming down this way," 
Scanlon said. 

About 1,000 animal bites were 
investigated in Virginia Beach last 
year, Scanlon said; not one of the 
bites came from a rabid animal. 
Scanlon added that all hospitals are 
required to report all animal bites. 
The Health Department then places 
the biting animal into quarantine 
for 10 days. If the animal does not

perish from rabies in those 10 days, 
then it is released. Many animals 
die in quarantine, Scanlon said, and 
their brain tissue is examined in a 
laboratory. 

Bill Clark, superintendent of the 
city's Animal Control Bureau, said 
there are always one or two ani- 
mals, mostly dogs and cats, in 
quarantine at the shelter, kept in 
pens far away from the other ani- 
mals. 

As a part of Rabies Awareness 
Week, which runs through May 6, 
the Virginia Beach Health Depart- 
ment and the Virginia Beach 
Veterinarian Society has formed a 
program to help protect animals and 
prevent rabies in the area. 

The first step to the program, 
Scanlon said, is to have all pets 
immunized against rabies. Often- 
times, household pets get into 
"arguments" with wild animals 
which may be carrying the disease. 

The Health Department and the 
Veterinarian Society will hold ra- 
bies clinics for dogs and cats on

Make sure children understand that not animals are fun 
and playful; some can be very mean. If a person is bitten by an 
animal, they should immediately seek medical attention and 
have the animal quarantined. There are also shots available for 
those who are bitten by a rabid rabies animal. 

Take rabies seriously and try to prevent it from affecting you 
or your pet.

Councilman James W. Brazier 
has suggested (bopping membership 
in the Virginia Municipal League 
as a cost-saving measure. 

He also said that he is proposing 
eight cuts in the executive branch 
but would not say what those are so 
that council can be informed first 

Virginia Beach has been a mem- 
ber of the VML since it became a 
city in 1963. In the proposed Oper- 
ating Budget, approximately 
$38,000 has been set aside to pay 
for the VML membership. Brazier 
said that he had heard the fees would 
be increased to as much as $50,000, 
but Dean Block, assistant city 
manager/budget, said that he knew 
nothing about that and could speak 
only to the amount provided in the 
budget. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, who is 



recovering from surgery, expressed 
surprise at the Brazier proposal 
which he mentioned at last Tues- 
day's council meeting. She said that 
aside from the legislative work 
provided by the VML on different 
issues important to the city, the 
city has benefitted from state-wide 
VML conventions which have been 
held in Virginia Beach. 

She said also that local council 
members cannot be on any major 
steering committee of the National 
League of Cities unless they are 
recommended by the state organiza- 
tion. 

Assistant City Manager Robert 
Mathias, who represents the city on 
legislative matters in the General 
Assembly, said the services of the 
VML have been "real important and

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Mainstreaming, A Success Story 



This week's Sun article was written by Jennifer Molin, a special educa- 
tion teacher at Fairfield Elementary. 

In 1975, the Education of All Handicapped Children Act (PL 94-142) 
was passed by Congress and subsequently, signed by then President Gerald 
Ford. This became effective in 1978, assuring all handicapped children a 
full, free public education and a variety of accompanying rights. 

Included in this group called "handicapped" are children who are learning 
disabled, emotionally disturbed, speech impaired, hearing impaired, visu- 
ally impaired, orthopedically impaired, other health impaired and children 
with mental retardation. Classes can range from full-time residential for 
full-time special classes, to total integration in a regular education for 
classroom. Each child's placement is based on which class provides the 
Least Restrictive Environment (LRE) for that child. This includes classes 
that are close to the student's home school with the least amount of special

education classrooms. 



services necessary for an appropriate education.

Zoning/Proffer System Allows For New Development 



Virginia Beach's conditional 
zoning/proffer system allow the 
city to have new development 
without having to pay all the costs 
- without taxing its present resi- 
dents to pay the cost. 

That's because under the plan the 
developer up front agrees to pay the 
share of the cost which will be 
generated by the development 

Simple? 

Not simple enough, says Coun- 
cilman John A. Baum. He would 
like to see the explanations and in- 
terpretations made understandable to 
all the council members so that 
they can better inform their con- 
stituents. "It has to be made sim- 
ple. No law is much," said Baum, 
"unless most people understand." 

Figuring out what the costs will 
be is the hardest part and to that end 
the city employed consultants 
Robert W. Burchell and David Lis- 
tokin for $20,000 to put together a 
report on infrastructure costs, fiscal 
impacts and proffer charges, 
specifically for the City of Virginia 
Beach. 

The report has been around for 
more than a year while the Com- 
prehensive Plan, which puts the 
system into gear, was adopted just a 
few months ago. The council had 
no real open discussion on the pro- 
gram until last week when the con- 
sultants were here for a work ses- 
sion. It should have been done 
sooner, said Baum, who said coun- 
cil is to blame as much as anyone 
else. 

He explained that one of the 
most frustrating things on council 
is getting reams of information. "A 
lot of the reports arc excellent, he 
said, "but the next thing you know 
they arc forgotten." 

Consequently, when council re- 
cently approved its first conditional 
zoning with proffers since the 
Comprehensive Plan was adopted 
(Indian Lakes Plantation in one of 
the transition zones south of the 
Green Line created by the Compre- 
hensive Plan) no work sessions had 
been held. 

By the lime the next big rczon- 
ing comes along on May 28, the 
1400-acrc Lake Ridge Associates 
project in another transition zone 
south of the Green Line, Baum 
hopes to have the proffer system 



studied more in workshops and on a 
one-on-one basis with staff mem- 
bers. 

Dr. James Nichols, of the Uni- 
versity of Florida, nationally- 
recognized expert in the field, agrees 
with Baum, that the process should 
be simple. Nichols reviewed the 
consultants' report at the workshop 
and said that it "surpasses every 
standard I've ever come across." He 
said that the plan should be simple 
and that the city should not expect 
to solve 100 percent of the prob- 
lems further complicating matters. 

He said that the document is fair 
and predictable and uniform. He said 
that to have development, the city 
has two choices the costs can be 
paid for by the taxpayers or by the 
property owner/developer. He said 
that Virginia Beach is in the same 
situation as almost every city and 
town in the United States - not 
having the resources to pay for 
roads, schools and other services. 

Prior to enabling legislation 
passed by the 1989 General 
Assembly, the city had no way of 
having developers pay for off-site 
costs. Developers have always been 
responsible for on-site costs, such 
as water and sewer and internal 
roads. 

The legislation enables the city 
to accept from the developers a 
share of the off-site costs as well. 
The way this is done is that when a 
developer submits a parcel for re- 
zoning, in return for a more intense 
uses, he will make voluntary prof- 
fers, agreements to pay pro-rata 
costs of schools, roads, public 
safety services, libraries and recre- 
ation sites - any of the services 
which the development will require. 
Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said that the require- 
ments are the costs delineated be 
rational and reasonable. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that after the Comprehensive 
Plan of 1985, the city embarked on 
a backlog plan to improve the road 
system needed in the already devel- 
oped areas. With the new plan, a 
transition zone principle has been 
added, he said, where the growth is 
proposed to take care of the needs. 

The proffer system prepared by 
the consultants establishes the de- 
veloper's cost by subtracting the 



revenues the project should generate 
from the costs. The difference sup- 
posedly is what is proffered by the 
developer. 

Local data was used to make the 
assumptions, but to simplify the 
process, said Baum, "you have to 
get the assumptions down clear." 
For instance, in the case of Indian 
Lakes Plantation, the School Board 
came in with higher figures on the 
costs of schools - on the day the 
rczoning was considered. 

A system of debits and credits is 
used to balance the responsibilities 
between the city and the developer. 
Among the credits the developer re- 
ceives is a one-time credit for the 
savings the city will realize in not 
having to pay interest costs on over 
a period of 20 years on capital im- 
provements which are being paid 
for by the developer. Without this 
credit, the developer would be pay- 
ing twice. Since the city won't be 
paying debt service as it does on 
most of its capital projects, the de- 
veloper is credited for a certain 
amount under a formula. 

Burchell said that the costs being 
paid by the developer should not be 
considered as a tax, but a charge. He 
said that the plan has to be fair and 
equitable and the message is in that 
"if you come in you have pay the 
cost" 

He said the usual criticisms are 
that you haven't charged enough, 
you charge loo much or you're giv- 
ing away the store. 

The charges and credits are con- 
trolled by the capital cost share. 

The capital costs for a single- 
family home, say, are greater than 
they are for lownhouses and apart- 
ments and nonresidential develop- 
ment, but, said Listokin, that 
doesn't mean you're not going to 
have single-family homes. He said 
that there needs to be a balance. 

Block said that three principles 
are inherent in the system - thai it 
is unique to Virginia Beach and 
uses local data, it is uniform, pre- 
dictable and voluntary, and thai it is 
balanced. 

Said Baum, "We should have had 
this way back. Now I think we are 
gelling smarter than the market- 
place." It seems that the impression 
is that by regulating, government 



can control the marketplace. "You 
can't do that. Zoning," he said, 
"does not always indicate what the 
land's best use is, and because you 
change zoning, does not mean the 
additionally value is there." 

Because developments are a long- 
lime investment, somebody may 
make a mistake in the assumptions 
Baum said. Something may occur 
that no one anticipated. Who could 
have told years ago thai cars and the 
ensuing urban sprawl they encour- 
aged would play such an important 
part in development, he asked. He 
said that a SO-cent tax on gas may 
do this country a lot of good. 

Baum said that he had doubts 
about some of the assumption, 
such as anticipating the number of 
children a development would gen- 
erate, and feels that the system may 
result mostly in slow growth or no 
growth. Is the process going to be 
so expensive thai no body will be 
enable to afford it, he said. 

The important thing, said Lis- 
tokin, is that every like unit will be 
treated alike. 

The model drawn by the consul- 
tants, said Listokin, looks at the 
impact of new growth. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
asked why the proffer system is not 
being used in the northern end of 
the city. 

Scott said that the city and the 
right to apply the same principles 
to the northern end of the city, but 
no specific guidelines are in the 
Comprehensive Plan to cover this. 
The plan does not specific guide- 
lines for the transition zones south 
of the Green Line. He said that 
transition zones can be identified in 
the northern part of the city, but 

here, the city would not be working 
with a clean slate. 

The people who live north of the 
Green Line area already are paying 
for the infrastructure, Block said. 

Baum said, however, that he was 
hoping to work with the' plan and 
felt better after talking to the staff. 
If the city did this years ago, he 
said, it might not be in the situa- 
tion it is in now. But if a model 
were used back then, would it fit 
the situation now? He said that the 
farther attempts are made to look 
into the future, the more uncertain 
it is. "So much can happen." 



He said he was also bothered 
about reports indicating the pay- 
ments by the developer arc made all 



at once. They will pay in install- 
ments, as the project progresses, he 
said.

Residents of the Baxter 
Road/Independence Boulevard area 
think that the city's idea to develop 
more than 25 acres in the area at 
income-producing central business 
district/classifications is a good 
one, but they are concerned about 
the additional traffic in an already 
crowded area. 

They are also concerned that their 
neighborhood will be used for ac- 
cess and egress for the new center. 

When City Council last week 
approved the rezonings which will 
enable the city to sell the property 
in parcels, it also stipulated that the 
developers would continue to work 
with the residents to work out re- 
maining problems. 

Rezoned to B-3 Central Business 
District, which permits a number of 
uses including hotels, were 3.79 
acres from R-10 Residential Dis- 
trict; 8.16 acres from 1-2 Heavy In- 
dustrial District, and 13.43 acres 
from B-2 Community Business 
District. 

The property is located at the in- 
tersection of Baxter Road and Inde- 
pendence Boulevard. Residents most 
affected are in Larkspur and the 
Brookside condominiums. 

Andy Burke, the city's economic 
development director, said the city 
purchased over 20 acres in 1986 of 

which two were transferred to the 
state for highway construction. An 
additional six acres was purchased 
later to provide space for buffers to 
make the development compatible 
with the residential areas. 

Tuck Bowie, an engineer with 
Talbot and Associates, which 
represents the city, said the property 
would be placed back in the tax 
base in an appropriate manner. 

Since the zoning is conditional 
zoning, the city has made a number 
of proffers relating to landscaping, 
buffers and the limitation of certain 
uses which would have been per- 
mitted with the rezomng. 

Bowie has worked with the resi- 
dents to answer their concerns, but 



said that he could not legally pre- 
vent access to the residential prop- 
erty and vice versa be eliminated. 

He said that he was not sure what 
more the developer can do and still 
get a return on the investment. He 
said that the property can be devel- 
oped in more intense uses than the 
city is proposing. 

Councilman Robert W. Clyburn 
asked about the land or the site 
which is underwater. 

Bowie replied after last week's 
storm a lot of land is under water 
but that "we're going to be 
improving the situation." 

Dennis Clark, representing the 
Larkspur Civic League, said the 
concept was good and that he would 
be happy to see the city sell the 
property, but he was concerned 
about the traffic. He said that the 
traffic at Baxter Road and Indepen- 
dence Boulevard is already rated "F," 
the lowest rating, and thought that 
the more desirable hotels would not 
want to be located where the traffic 
situation is so bad. He also had 
doubts about the suitability of the 
soil for development. 

George Delano, of the Larkspur 
Civic League, said that the impact 
on the residents and on Larkspur in 
particular would be great even 
though many of the residents and 
on Larkspur in particular would be 
great even though many of the 
residents and concerns have been 
resolved. He said, however, that the 

residents and the city were in 
agreement on a number of matters. 
Bowie said that wetlands may be 
a valid concern, but has no pan in a 

rczoning issue.

Reiny Pierson Turns High School Students 
Into Writers With The Help Of A Computer 



English Teacher 
Has More Ideas For 
Software Programs

Oftentimes, when a student 
graduates from high school and 
goes on to college, he has no real 
writing experience, whether it be 
composing a term paper or a 
poem. 

Not many of them are com- 
puter literate, either. 

Dr. Reinholdine "Reiny" Pier- 
son, head of First Colonial High 
School's english department, has 
made it possible for high school 
students to receive writing in- 
struction in the school's com- 
puter lab. 

Last winter, she developed a 
pilot program in which she 
adapted lessons, on how to write 
a paper, on computer discs. She 
proposed the idea to then-school 
superintendent E.Carlton Bowyer 
and he agreed to allow her to im- 
plement it at First Colonial. 

Now, all tenth-graders have 
six weeks of literature lab time. 

"Nobody ever sits down and 
tells these people how to write. 
It's been successful," said Pier- 
son, a Great Neck Meadows resi- 
dent 

Because of her effective use of 
the computer as a tool for inte- 
grating social and cognitive de- 
mensions of learning, Pierson 
was recently named Technology 
and Learning Magaazine's teacher 
of the year for the state of Vir- 
ginia. 

"I think I was surprised be- 
cause most educational technol- 
ogy is geared towards maths and 
sciences. There's no software de- 
cent for language arts," she said. 
"I don't know that I could func- 
tion without my computer." 

Pierson currently oversees the 
program, which is taught by 
seven other teachers. Pierson also 
teaches twelfth-grade English. 

A native of New York, 
Pierson was born in Brooklyn in 
a predominantly 

Swedish/Norwegian neighbor- 
hood. She lived for several years 
on Long Island and for a few in 
the New York City. 
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Dr. Pierson assists a sophomore In the school's computer lab. 



"I equate those two years with 
giving me the educational back- 
ground I'm built on," said Pier- 
son, who attended a private 
school. 

Her family relocated often, 
moving to California for one 
year, then back to the east coast 
to New Jersey, where Pierson 
graduated from high school 

Soon after, she attended a 
Swedish/Lutheran college, Emp- 
sala College, in New Jersey, and 
received a degree in English and 
teaching. 

Pierson's first teaching job was 
also in New Jersey, teaching 211 
seventh- through ninth-grade 
students for six periods a day. 

"It was a zoo. I had grown up 
upper middle class in an intellec- 
tually-minded family. The kids I 
taught were the bottom level. It 
was a problem trying to adjust to 
them," she said. 

Several months later, Pierson 
became pregnant and decided to 
take time off from teaching and 
have all her children at once. She 
is now the mother of Lars, 22, 
Kristofer, 20, and Reinholdine, 
18. 

Pierson's husband's job as a 
certified public accountant for 



Price Waterhouse caused the 
family to move around a lot. 
They moved to southern New 
Jersey when her husband was of- 
fered a job by Johnson and John- 
son, and then moved to Chicago 
when he became treasurer for 
Volvo Midwest 




"I was raised to be a corporate 
wife," said Pierson. 

In 1976, the Piersons were 
transferred to Virginia Beach. A 
few years later, Volvo wanted to 
transfer them again, but they had 
fallen in love with the area and 
refused to move. Pierson's hus- 
band has since resigned from 
Volvo and opened his own ac- 
counting firm. 

In 1979, still playing the role 
as mother and housewife, Pierson 
attended Old Dominion Univer- 
sity and received her master's de- 
gree in humanities. That same 



year, she went back to teaching at 
Cape Henry Collegiate School, 
where she* was the English 
department chairman and a drama 
teacher. 

In 1983, Pierson began teach- 
ing at First Colonial, where she 
became the English department 
chairman in 1988. She had also 
received her Ph.D. in urban ser- 
vices' educational leadership from 
Old Dominion University. 

"My children tell me I'm 
hopelessly idealistic. I enjoy the 
kids and how much you can help 
them," said Pierson, whose for- 
mer students often return to the 
school to thank her for all her 
help while teaching them. 

When she's not teaching or 
coming up with new ideas, Pier- 
son enjoys writing; she's written 
poetry and a novel that hasn't 
been published.

Powerboat Grand Prix Comes To Beach 



The 1991 Virginia Beach Off- 
shore Grand Prix makes its national 
debut at the Oceanfront on Satur- 
day, May 18. 

Racers in eight classes will be 
competing on a 160-mile course for 
coveted national championship 
points, trophies and a share of the 
$50,000 purse. 

Officials of the Eastern Virginia 
Offshore Racing Association 
(EVORA), the City of Virginia 
Beach, and the American Power 
Boat Association's Offshore Racing 
Commission announced in January 
that the race - the third stop on the 
^eight-city APBA national champi- 
onship qualifying circuit - will be 
the centerpiece of a new, four-day, 
multi-sport festival in Virginia 
Beach. 

Because of its central East Coast 
location, facilities, spectator access 
and number of hotels along the 
close-in Oceanfront race course, the 
Virginia Beach Offshore Grand Prix 
Festival is expected to become a 
fixture on the APBA circuit. 

In addition to the national off- 
shore race, many other sports 
events and activities are scheduled 
from May 15 through 19. The fes- 
tival includes a eight-kilometer race 
along the resort area's restored 
boardwalk and Atlantic Avenue; a 
regional catamaran race with a Lc- 
mans-style start from the resort's 
oceanfront; a m in-grand prix auto 
race featuring celebrities and off- 
shore racing teams; a Naval aviator 
airshow; a professional jet ski 
competition; a parade of boats and 
bands, and fireworks on the ocean- 
front. 

The 1991 Virginia Beach Off- 
shore Grand Prix Festival is the re- 
sult of over two years of planning 
in conjunction with a record-setting 
regional race here last year (part of 
the 1990 Florida-based Gold Cup 
Series) run by EVORA. Formed in 
1989, EVORA is a private, non- 
profit civic group organized to 
bring professional offshore power- 
boat racing to Virginia Beach. 

During their stay in Virginia 
Beach, the race teams will be oper- 
ating under the direction of the 
EVORA race committee, and the 



association's 11 -member board of 
directors and officers who are coor- 
dinating the activities of more than 
250 volunteers. 

Crews will begin arriving on 
Wednesday, May 15 for technical 
inspections, testing and race course 
familiarization. Powerboats will be 
displayed and maintained in well- 
protected Rudee Inlet in "wet pit" 
facilities. During specified times, 
spectators will be offered limited 
access to the wet pit area to view 
the boats and talk with the crews. 

The 1991 Virginia Beach Grand 
Prix Festival is sponsored in part 
by the city of Virginia Beach De- 
partment of Convention and Visitor 
Development, The Virginia Beach 
Hotel/Motel Association, WJQI 
FM/AM, WTKR-TV, The Polizos 
Advertising and Public Relations 
Agency, Fisherman's Wharf, 
Rudees-on-the-Inlet, Rockafellers 
and the Riverhouse Restaurant 

The city is providing $27,000 in 
total financial support and will also 
provide the public services and fa- 
cilities required to conduct the 
festival. 

The minigrand prix auto race for 
racers, sponsors and celebrities 
kicks off the public events and will 
be held on Thursday, May 16, in 
Motorworld/Ocean Breeze Fun 
Park. 

Friday night May 17, the public 
will be treated to a parade of racing 
teams and bands on Atlantic Av- 
enue, featuring all of the racers and 
crews as well as military, college 
and high school marching bands. 

As a cooperative effort of the 
grand prix race committee, the 
United States Marine Corps' Mili- 
tary Morale, Welfare and Recreation 
Program and the Tidewater Striders 
running club, the festival's 'The 
Oceanfront 8K - A Salute to the 
Military" will be run Saturday 
morning, May 18. Entry fees will 
go to support the Navy and Marine 
servicemen stationed in Hampton 
Roads. 

Between the 8K run and the start 
of the Offshore Grand Prix, there 
will be a Naval aviator and a pro- 
fessional jet ski competition just 
off the boardwalk. 



After the Offshore Grand Prix 
finish, the crowning of champions 
and awards ceremony will be held, 
followed by fireworks on the resort 
area's Oceanfront that night 

The first "Oceanfront Catamaran 
Challenge" will be capped off the 
festival Sunday morning, May 19 
along the city's main resort beach 
and boardwalk. Catamaran racers 



representing the Hobie and Nacra 
fleets from the Mid-Atlantic region 
will compete for a cash purse and 
trophies.

Bayside Case Not Meningitis 



Virginia Beach public school of- 
ficials were informed recently that 
the illness which caused the death 
of a Bayside Junior High School 
student was not meningococcemia 
(menigitis). 

Preliminary findings by the 
medical examiner indicate that a 
form of strep infection, beta- 
hemolytic streptococci, induced a 
state of shock which resulted in the 
child's death. 

Public health officials said that 



this occurrence is an extremely rare 
event and that other students in 
contact with the deceased student are 
highly unlikely to be at risk of ill- 
ness. 

However, the Health Department 
recommends that parents continue 
to observe their children for the 
acute onset of fever and sore throat 
and that medical attention be sought 
promptly when such symptoms are 
observed.

Add that to 
a hospitable growth environment 
of water, plenty of sun, and soil 
amended with Canadian Sphag- 
num Peat Moss, and there's 
nothing to stop area gardeners 
from growing majestic roses. 

Types of Roses 

Roses come in many different 
sizes and shapes. Categorized by 
class, they range from tiny 
miniatures to lengthy climbers. 
And within each class of roses, 
there are a variety of flowers, 
each with a name and patent of 
its own. 

Miniatures are usually 10 to 
15 inches tall with proportion- 
ately sized blooms and they are 
available in as wide a range of 



colors as their full-size counter- 
parts. Popular varieties include 
"Cinderella" (white) and "Rise 'n 
Shine (yellow). 

Floribundas grow to a 
approximately three feet. These 
hardy roses grow Jan abundance of 
small flowers in huge clusters on 
their short stems. Favorites in 
this group are "Little Darling" 
(salmon-pink), "Europeana" (red) 
and "Sea Pearl" (peach-pink). 

Hybrid teas are the most 
popular class of roses due to 
their wide color range and strong 
fragrance. These roses- range 
from two to six feet in height. 
Commonly grown hybrid teas are 
"Tiffany" (pink), "Peace" (yellow 
with pink lips) and "Chrysler 
Imperial" (red). 

Grandifloras are large hardy 
shrubs which grow eight to 10 
feet tall. Their flowers resemble 
those of hybrid teas, but similar 
to floribundas, they grow in 
clusters. Popular varieties are 
"Queen Elizabeth" (pink) and 
"Love" (red). 

Shrub roses are tough, low- 
maintenance plants. Most grow 
to be six to 10 feet tall. Al- 
though they are not usually 
available in nurseries, they can 
be ordered from catalogs. 

Tree roses can be trained to 
grow on stems of over three feet, 
but they are not very hardy. It is 
important to keep this variety 
protected from the extreme cold 
and heat. Frequently available 
tree roses are "Cherish" (pink), 
"Margo Koster" (salmon-pink) 
and "Tropicana" (orange-red). 

Climbers can grow anywhere 
from 10 to 50 feet long, but they 
do not climb on their own. 



Unlike ivy, these roses do not 
have tendrils with which to at- 
tach themselves, so they must be 
supported by a fence, trellis or 
even a tree. Climbers can be 
trained to grow in almost any di- 
rection. Some common climbers 
are "Blaze" (red), "Golden 
Showers" (yellow) and "Handel" 
(pink). 

Planting Roses 

Roses are sold either bare-root 
or in containers. Bare-root roses 
need to be planted as soon as 
possible. If they cannot be 
planted right away, wrap the 
roots in burlap and place in a 
plastic bag filled with damp 
Canadian Sphagnum Peat Moss. 
Leave the plastic bag slightly 
open for air so the roots do not 
mold, and place the plant in a 
cool, dark location. Plants can 
be kept this way for a maximum 
of one week. Before planting, 
soak the bare root in a bucket of 
muddy water. This allows the 
rose to absorb maximum mois- 
ture. It also coats the roots and 
protects them from drying out. 
Container roses can be planted at 
any time. 

Roses perform best when they 
receive full sunshine. An ideal 
planting location is an area with 
eastern exposure. If your front 
door faces this direction, you 
might consider creating a flow- 
ering dooryard. Dooryards can be 
traced as far back as the earliest 
English settlers. Colorful roses 
adorning a wood fence and arched 
trellis above the gateway wel- 
come in friends and neighbors. 



Rose experts say that growing 
beautiful roses depends on 
healthy roots. And in return, 
healthy roots depend on good 
soil. Unfortunately, the majority 
of soils are not as well condi- 
tioned as gardeners would like. 
Most soils contain either too 
much clay, which roots have dif- 
ficulty penetrating, or mostly 
sand, which allows water and nu- 
trients to drain away too quickly 
to benefit the plants. 

It is suggested that the garden 
bed be dug up a month before 
planting. This will give the soil 
time to aerate. Dig the earth 
about 10 inches deep and two 
feet wide. Work three inches of 
Canadian Sphagunum Peat Moss 
into the top 10 inches of soil. 
All-natural Canadian Peat aerates 
clay to give roots room to grow 
and binds sand to hold in water. 
In fact, Canadian Peat holds up 
to 20 limes its weight in water 
and will release slowly to thirsty 
roots. 

A month later, dig a hole in 
the center of the planting bed. 
Position the rose in the hole and 
slowly fill in the amended soil 
around the roots. Water thor- 
oughly after planting. Build a 
mound of soil around the rose, 
covering the bud union (the 
swollen stem section at soil 
level), to hold moisture and pro- 
vide protection from the weather. 

Roses are among the toughest 
of all plants. But they also give 
what they gel. Give them the 
basic elements - sun, water, 
amended soil, and a little fertil- 
izer - and what you'll get are a 
bounty of beautiful blossoms 
from "the queen of flowers."

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Tips For Keeping Trees Healthy In Your Tidewater Garden 



Insects and micro-organisms 
are not the real cause or starting 
point of many tree problems for 
Tidewater gardeners'. These or- 
ganisms are often secondary 
agents that attack weakened, 
wounded, improperly treated, ne- 
glected, and generally unhealthy 
trees. Poor tree health is a major 
worldwide problem. Fighting the 
secondary agents that are often 
very obvious, or the symptoms 
of poor health, will not solve 
the basic problems. We must 
start now to attack the real 
causes - the starting points of 
poor health. The major organ- 
isms responsible are people. 

Once we recognize that wc are 
often the problem, we can do 
much to solve it. Here arc some 
brief guidelines for you, the 
homeowner, that will help you 
keep your trees beautiful, safe, 
and healthy. 

Give trees a good start. Plant 
the right tree in the right place. 
Learn the biological requirements 
of your trees. Do not plant: 1 
pin oaks in alkaline soils, 2) 
trees in old alk line building 
rubble, 3) willows in dry soils, 
4) pines in wet soils, 5) birches 
in shade, or 6) dogwoods in 
unprotected open sites. And do 
not plant anything unless you 
plan to maintain it. ., 

Plant properly. Do not crowd 
trees in small holes with 
compacted soil, DO NOT over- 
amend the soil with humus, and 
DO NOT fertilize at planting 
time. Do prune dead and dying 
branches and roots. Do not tie 
young trees so tightly that they 



do not move, leave braces on 
after tree is established, or injure 
bark with cords or wires. 

Keep grass away. Do not water 
grass heavily near trees that 
normally grow on dry sites, lime 
grass heavily near trees that 
grow best in acid soils, or wound 
trees with lawnmowers and other 
machines. And remember, heavy 
use of herbicides may harm trees. 

Prune correctly. Correct 
pruning is the best thing you 
can do for your tree. Do not lop 
trees. Don't leave living or dead 
stubs, or injure or remove the 
branch collar. The bestJimc io 
prune living branches is late in 
the dormant se »son or very early 
in spring before leaves form. 
Dead and dying branches can be 
pruned anytime. Safety first! 
Know your safety limits - call 
professionals when the job is 
too big for you. 

Research shows wound 
dressings do not stop decay or 
stall rot. Trees have been 
responding effectively to their 
wounds for over 200 million 
years. Do not interfere with this 
natural process. Keep your tree 
healthy and it will take care of 
its wounds. Do not paint over 
them. In a short lime, the wound 
surface will blend perfectly with 
the tree bark. 

Treat wounds. If trees are 
wounded, remove injured bark 
with a sharp knife, making cuts 
as shallow as possible. Forming 
an elongated ellipse is not 
necessary. Make all margins 
rounded; do not point tips. Do 
not enlarge the wound and no not 
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paint. Do everything possible to 
maintain health - water, fertilize, 
and prune. 

Help trees stay healthy. Before 
you fertilize or consider 
treatments for micro-clement 
problems, have a soil lest done. 
Your tree may require soil 
acidification before fertilization, 
or treatment for micro-element 
problems. Fertilizers add ele- 
ments essential for healthy 
growth; they are not tree food. 
Trees get their energy from the 
sun. Leaves and needles trap 



energy in a molecule of sugar. 
Sugar is tree food. 

Keep leaves and needles 
healthy by timely treatments so 
trees can get their food. Keep 
soils free of compaction so roots 
can get water and essential 
elements. Never over fertilize; it 
can injure your tree. 

Some insects and micro- 
organisms do start tree 
problems. When in doubt about 
what to do, contact your local 
Extension Service or a 
professional arborist.

Fun And Educational Ideas For Your Child's Room 



A child's room can be whimsi- 
cal and witty, fun and fanciful, or 
demure and dainty, but it must 
also be functional. 

So advises Patty Bemardi, de- 
sign expert for Forbo-Mayfair, 
whose "Whizz KidS" coilettibh 
of kid-style, mix-and-match 
wallcoverings are delighting 
both parents and children from 
coast to coast. 

Consider Child's 
Taste 

Bernardi feels that the child 
should participate in the plan- 
ning of his room and that 
youngsters as young as five or 
six can add a lot of input. 

"Remember that it should be 
the child's personal space where 
he can feel happy and comfort- 
able," warns Bernardi. "Don't 
force space-age themes on a 
pint-size traditionalist, who 
loves frills and pastels. Pattern 
her room pink stripes or pastel 
dots and furnish it with white 
wicker." 

Bernardi says that putting 
wallcoverings, borders and pan- 
els to work is the easiest and 
least expensive way to dress up a 
child's room. 

'Today's patterns make it easy 
to balance the tastes of parent 
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SPR Technicians Profes- 
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and child," she says. "Start with 
an age-neutral wallcovering . . . 
one that spans the age brackets, 
so your decorating scheme can 
grow up right along with your 
. child, - If you like blue and the 
child likes red, compromise. 
Pick a wallcovering that has 
both blue and red in it. And by 
all means let the child pick bor- 
ders and panels. They're easy to 
replace when he has outgrown a 
march of Noah's Ark animals or 
a teddy bear parade. By then he 
may have developed an interest 
in dinosaurs, the galaxy or ski- 
ing .. . Every one of these in- 
terests, plus a dozen others, arc 
emphasized in 'Whizz Kids' bor- 
ders." 

How To Use Borders 

Borders can be used in many 
ways. The most common is to 
run a border around a room at 
chair rail height, with coordinat- 
ing wallcoverings placed above 
and below the border. Another 
is to use the border at ceiling 
height, and still another is to run 
it just above the baseboard. 
Non-directional borders can also 
frame windows, doors, mirrors 
and buill-ins. 

There is no law that says that 
borders must always be used with 
wallcoverings. If you've already 
painted the walls and find they 



look dull, just adding a border 
and/or a height chart will proba- 
bly do the trick. Designers often 
use two different borders in a 
room, one at chair rail height 
and another by the ceiling. But, 
of course, the borders must be 
color and design coordinated, so 
it is smart to pick them from the 
same collection. 

Do-it-yourself decorators may 
also find the following Forbo- 
Mayfair tips helpful: 

• The wallcovering for a 
child's room should be scrub- 
bable and lough. Solid vinyl 
types arc perfect. They arc 
amazingly impervious to finger 
marks and crayon artistry. 

• Recycling is an important 
part of today's world, so show 
your child how imagination and 
some wallcovering scraps can 
give an old table or chest a new 
lease on life. Cut motifs from 
borders or wallcoverings and 
paste them - dccoupagc-stylc - 
on the piece of furniture. Or 
cover the whole thing with wall- 
covering. A coat of 
polyurethane will render the item 
tough enough for rough-housing. 

• Wallcoverings needn't be 
limited to the walls. Some of 
the most enchanting children's 



rooms feature ceilings covered 
with wonderful patterns. 



We all know that adding a 
sense of yesteryear is a wonder- 
ful decorating element in any 
room, but it takes a professional 
designer like Lori Reagle to ex- 
plain the dynamics of this fact. 

"Traditional design provides 
comfort and reassurance in a fast- 
paced world," notes Reagle. 
"There is emotional peace in 
decorating elements with a past, 
be they antique quilts, an old 
highboy, or, indeed, wallcover- 
ing patterns. They put deeper 
meaning into our surroundings 
and help us understand the circle 
of life." 

As designer for Thibaut, one of 
America's oldest manufacturers of 
wallcoverings and fabrics, Rea- 
gle admits that of all the tra- 
ditional elements, wallpapers are 
her favorites. 

"An antique highboy can cost 
thousands of dollars, but you can 
probably wallpaper a room for 
less than $200," she says. "And 



the wallpaper will make a much 
bigger splash than a single piece 
of furniture." 

Historic Design 

Of late, Reagle has spent more 
time than usual delving into 
wallcoverings and fabrics with a 
past for Thibaut has just intro- 
duced its latest version of 
"Historic Homes," a collection 
that captures the romance of 200 
years of wallpaper design. 

With this collection, Thibaut, 
in collaboration with the Na- 
tional Preservation Institute, 
brings together wallcoverings 
and fabrics from some of early 
America's finest homes. They 
range from stately mansions to 
cozy cottages, many of them 
now preserved as museums. They 
include Oak Hill, originally the 
home of President James Mon- 
roe; Eleutherian Mills, built by 
founder of the DuPont Company; 
and The Willows, a Gothic Re- 
vival fantasy built by Paul Re- 
vere's grandson. 



Replacing Windows Conserves Energy 



Windows are the second largest 
cause of heat loss in area homes. 
The average home has 12 win- 
dows and these windows can 
contribute significantly to heat 
loss or gain. This direct rela- 
tionship is reflected on your 
utility bill each month. Glass is 
an excellent heat conductor, 
while being a poor insulator. 

A variety of tests done on 
Venetian blinds over the past few 
years by independent testing 
laboratories, for major window 
treatment manufacturers, show 
that blinds tend to cut between 
20 percent and 70 percent of ra- 
diated heat gain. A light metal- 
lic color reflective surface used 
on the window has also been 
shown to be advantagous to so- 
lar reflectivity. Ordinary micro 
and miniblinds, when closed, 
will help reduce energy loss in 
winter and unnecessary heat gain 
through glass in summer. They 
also provide no "light-leak" 
when closed, so therefore offer a 
continuous insulating barrier 
year-round. 

Installation which allows the 



least amount of space between 
the blind and the window is best. 
The blinds should fit snugly 
within the window frame to con- 
tribute to its efficiency. When 
used with draperies, valances, 
lambrequins and other decorative 
fabric top treatments, energy ef- 
ficiency is increased. 

Although the sun's light and 
heat should be obstructed on 
some window, it is a good 
practice to leave some operable 
windows unobstructed to vent 
any excess heal and ot collect 
cooling breezes. For example, 
the afternoon sun is pouring in 
through the western exposure, 
and there are also windows on 
the northern or southern expo- 
sures in a room. Blinds on the 
western exposure should be shut 
tightly in the summer to prevent 
heal gain. Blinds on the other

exposures should be opened for 
cooling ventilation. In winter, 
the opposite would be true. 



Blinds on the western exposure 
should be opened to admit the 

sun's heal, while blinds on the 
shaded exposures should be 
tightly closed to prevent heat 
loss.

1-64 Widening Project To Begin Earlier 



Widening a two-mile segment of 
Interstate 64 in Virginia Beach - the 
most congested four-lane roadway 
in the state - will begin nearly two 
years ahead of schedule. 

Increased funding from the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration and 
the Commonwealth Transportation 
Board has paved the way for con- 
struction on the 1-64 segment south 
of the Twin Bridges to begin as 
early as October. Improvements 
originally were not slated until at 
least September, 1993. 

The accelerated schedule was an- 
nounced by Gov. L. Douglas 
Wilder in a letter to area legislators. 

Plans call for widening the inter- 
state to eight lanes between the 
Eastern Branch of the Elizabeth 
River and Indian River Road, a 
route that carries nearly 100,000 
vehicles daily. 

One additional lane will be added 
in each direction on the median side 
of the existing road. These lanes, 
dedicated exclusively to High 



Occupancy Vehicle (HOV) traffic 
during morning and evening rush 
hours, will connect into a network 
of HOV lanes on the Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway and I- 
S64, and on 1-64 north of the river. 
A second additional lane also will 
be added in each direction, providing 
three unrestricted lanes in both di- 
rections for use by all vehicles. 

An additional element of the 
project will involve upgrading the 
Indian River Road/I-64 interchange 
to a full cloverleaf. 

Once the $16 million widening 
project is completed by July, 1993, 
the far-left lane of westbound 1-64 
will be restricted during morning 
rush hour to vehicles with two or 
more riders. Similar restrictions 
will be in place during evening rush 
hour for the left lane of east bound I- 
64. These lanes will tie into the 
HOV lanes on 1-64, which are cur- 
rently under construction. 

Adding two additional lanes in 
each direction will eliminate an ex 



pected bottleneck resulting from 
four lanes of traffic being merged 
into two lanes just north of the 
river. Widening 1-64 and extending 
the HOV lanes to Indian River 
Road is expected to more than dou- 
ble the current capacity of the 
interstate. 



In a related development, the 
Virginia Department of Transporta- 
tion this month will advertise for 
construction bids for widening the 
Twin Bridges to eight lanes. The 
project could begin as early as July, 
with completion in late 1992.

"It will give the employer an 
oppporlunity to And reliable, de- 
pendable and efficient staff, whether 
it's part-time or full-time," she said. 
"It's like the Love Connection - 
we're bringing the needs of the em- 
ployers and the people who need 
jobs together. It's kind of like a 
matching game."

Council Permits Skating, Expands Surfing Hours 



Bent on making the beach a more 
fun place. City Council recently 
adopted ordinances permitting roller 
skates and roller blades on the 
boardwalk and expanding surfing 
hours. 

The underlying purpose of the 
ordinances is to establish a single 
summer resort season (from 6 p.m. 
on the Friday before Memorial Day 
weekend to 6 p.m. on Labor Day) 
which would apply to the various 
restrictions on beach activities. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
proposed the uniform period to 
make enforcement easier. The city's 
previous ordinances contained a 
hodge-podge of dates and times re- 
lating to certain activities which 
made it confusing for the beach 

goer and difficult for enforcement 
authorities. 

The ordinances attempt to estab- 
lish uniform hours for restricted ac- 
tivities, such as surfing and walk- 
ing pets on the beach. The hours 
proposed for restricting the activi- 
ties were 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. week- 
days during the season and 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. on weekends and holi- 
days. 

However, Councilman Harold 
Heischober said that 4 p.m. was too 
early to allow pets on the beach and 
made a motion to move the time up 
to 6 p.m. Heischober's motion was 
adopted although Lanteigne said 
that if a dog is a problem it's a 
problem at 4 or 6 p.m. He said that 
the city has other ordinances to 
cover that situation. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
said that he also thought that 4 
p.m. was loo early to allow pets on 
the beach. The idea is that "when 
people are gone the dogs can come 
out." 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
said that the hours will be uniform 
to make the prohibitions easier for 
the people to understand. 

Fentress said that even when 
dogs are not vicious they can be 
annoying to beach goers. 

Other than adopting the uniform 
season and the uniform times for 
certain activities, the ordinances 
provisions are as follows: 

• Surfing - the ordinance clarifies 
that surfboards must be tethered to 
the user (Lanteigne said that the 
previous ordinance required a tether, 
but did not require that the tether be 
attached to the user); with the 
establishment of the uniform sea- 
son and times gives surfers an addi- 
tional period to surf. Previously the 
prohibitions were established from 
May 15 to Sept. 30. The new hours 
also give surfers an extra hour to 
surf during the week. Of course, 
surfers are permitted to surf in set- 
aside surfing areas at all times. 
Adopted unanimously. 

• Pets on the beach - specifies 
that pels are permitted on the 
beaches (under control) before 10 
a.m. and after 6 p.m. 

• Playing ball, using frisbees, 
etc. on the beach - the ordinance 
adopts uniform season and uniform 
hours when activities are restricted. 
Adopted unanimously. 

• Launching, landing or parking 
recreation vessels - the ordinance 
adopts the uniform season and 



hours. Adopted unanimously. 

• Fishing from sand beaches - the 
ordinance adopts uniform season 
and hours. Adopted by a vote of 8-2 
with Fentress and Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker dissenting. 

• Roller skates - the ordinance 
adopts the uniform seasoned per- 
mits roller skates to be used on the 
boardwalk and provides that none of 
the permitted activities be used 
recklessly. Adopted by a vote of 6-4 
with Councilman Robert W. 
Clyburn, Heischober, Louis R. 
Jones and Parker dissenting. — 

A number of sports advocates ! 
supported the ordinances. 

Paul West, director of the East 
Coast Surfing Association, said 
that although the size of the 
organization has grown 300 percent 
in a year, the surfing areas have not 
been increased. 

Bill Frierson, of Kerry Lane, said 
that young people need alternatives. 

Linwood Branch, chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Hotel & Motel As- 
sociation, said that he had no prob- 
lem with the roller skates and wel- 
comed the uniform approach. 

Barbara Messner, of 24th Street, 
said that roller skating is enjoyed 
all over the country. 

Tim Barrow, chairman of the 
Resort Area Advisory Committee, 
said he supported roller skating, but 
that the activity should be closely 
monitored for conflicts. 

As for skateboarding, he said that 
it should be prohibited from Pacific 
Avenue to the beachfront because of 
the damage done by skateboarding 
ramp to avoid conflicts with 
adjoining hotels. He said these 
measures also would create a setting 
for spectators. He said that the areas 
could be ready for the upcoming 
summer season except maybe for 
the skateboard ramp. 

Robert Bos tic, of Eden Way, 
pointed out that $450,000 of city 
money is being spent on the beach 
at the resort to allow people to en- 
joy themselves. He supported roller 
blading and roller skating on the 
bike path or beach boardwalk. 

Lou Pace, of Hunt Club Forest, 
said that beach visitors are con- 
fronted now with big signs which 
say "Don't, Don't, Don't," and to 
"have fun." 

He said people should be respon- 
sible for their own actions. 

Karen Bostic said that roller 
skating has come a long way and is 
compatible with other beach activi- 
ties. 

Lanteigne said that the surfers are 
thankful for three additional hours 
of surfing a week. He said that the 
goal of law enforcement is volun- 
tary compliance, which was made 
difficult by the hodge-podge of 
complicated dates. He said that in- 
dividuals who are not responsible 
should be dealt with without re- 
stricting everyone. 

Clyburn expressed concern about 
allowing roller skating in pedestrian 
areas. He said that bicycle riders and 
roller skaters are usually of the 
same age and agility and may be 
more compatible together. 

Heischober said that the people 
who walk - "and I hope they will 
come" - are families with children. 



He said that roller skating would 
provide an opportunity for danger- 
ous actions against the city and that 
the city has an obligation to protect 
people. 

Lanteigne said that the city al- 
ready has ordinances to address that 
problem. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr., who said that he had just 
spent $142 for two pairs of skates 
for his children, said that roller 



skating should be given an oppor- 
tunity "to see it if it can work." He 
added, "It looks like it's a lot of 
fun." 



Fentress said that if any tragedy 
or conflict surfaces, he would be the 
first one to propose a reconsidera- 
tion. 

We're not going to know until 
we gel a chance to try." said Ses- 
soms. 



Council Approves Bridge Design 



City Council has adoptcd'a reso- 
lution approving the location and 
major design features of the $11 
million Pacific Avenue bridge over 
Rudee Inlet. 

The bridge as designed will pro- 
vide 35 feet of vertical clearance 
beneath the new northbound lanes 
structure; will provide an entrance 
on Tenth Street to the property of 
Mrs. G J. Taylor; will include pro- 
visions for drainage of her property; 
shifts the location of Norfolk Av- 
enue to the south to improve the 
alignment with Ninth Street. 

The new bridge will be adjacent 
to and east of the existing bridge 
and will provide two additional 
lanes for traffic. Pacific Avenue 
will be widened from the bridge to 
Norfolk Avenue and right-turn and 
left-turn lanes will be installed on 
Pacific Avenue at the intersection 
of Norfolk Avenue. The location of 
Norfolk Avenue will be shifted 
southward 22 feet to improve its 
alignment with Ninth Street. 

Council also adopted a resolution 
by a vote of 9-1, with Council- 
woman Reba McClanan dissenting, 
for the design for a three-lane con- 
figuration over the previously pro- 
posed four-lane system on Atlantic 
Avenue north of 25th Street. 

Linwood Branch, chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Hotel/Motel Asso- 
ciation, said that the beach interests 
wanted to try something different, 
that they wanted to try to get peo- 
ple out of their cars and on the 
street. 

Tim Barrow, chairman of the 
Resort Area Advisory Commission, 
said (hat the proposal had the con- 
sensus of all the business interests. 
None of them want to go one-way. 

Larry Here, operator of the Holi- 
day Travel Park, questioned the need 
for a turn lane at the intersection. 
He was concerned about taking land 
for the project from the Travel Park 



parking lot which is owned by Sea 
Bay Development Corporation, 
whose president is R.G. Bosher, his 
father-in-law. 

He said that Sea Bay does not 
own only the parking lot but also 
the lake and has entertained a pro- 
posal for a 24-unit motel valued at 
over $24 million, but the owners 
feel that the interest of the camp- 
ground and the city are better served 
by maintaining the parking lot. He 
said he knew of no other place 
where a camper or an RV vehicle 
can park near the Oceanfront. The 
parking lot is valued by the city at 
over $2 million, but he feels that 
the value of the lot to the camp- 
ground is more - at least $750,000 
a year. 

The campground, he said, is a $3 
million business which employs 
over 135 people in season. 

Instead of providing turn lanes, 
he suggested making Pacific and 
Atlantic Avenues one way. 

Kenneth E. Lantz, Jr., urban 
programs engineer for the Depart- 
ment of Transportation, said tha 
the 35-foot clearance is the same as 
the clearance on the Lesner Bridge, 
that with a 45-foot bridge, which 
also would be more expensive, ac- 
cess at 5th Street might not be 
maintained. 

Council also deferred indefinitely 
a resolution authorizing the instal- 
lation of temporary placement 
markings along Atlantic Avenue 
from 5th Street to 42nd Street to 
provide one lane in each direction 
with a reversible center left turn 
lane and an exclusive trolley and 
emergency vehicle lane. If the 
markings proved not be acceptable 
the markings could be removed 
leaving the original markings. 

Tim Barrow, chairman of the 
Resort Area Advisory Commission, 
said that the city needs more time 
to prepare for the change. 



New Job Program Begins 



Economically-disad vantage citi- 
zens will have an opportunity to 
receive six months work experience 
in city hall departments under a new 
program initiated under the Job 
Training Partnership Act or Work 
Experience Program. 

The participants will be paid 
$4.25 an hour for a 40-hour week, 
which is financed under the Job 
Training Partnership Act. 



The idea is to train the citizens 
so that they can move on to 
unsubsidized employment. How- 
ever, the city is not obligated to 
place the citizens in jobs after the 
six-month training period. The va- 
cated positions will be filled by 
new work experience participants. 

The city is expected to benefit 
with services valued at $32,000 a 
yew.

Because the product's patent is 
still pending, McKenzie can not 
disclose its exact function.

McKenzie said her product's 
main purpose is convenience. 
She said others have invented 
similar concepts of her product, 
but never something so simple. 

Apparently, McKenzie is not 
the only one in her family with a 
gift for creativity and innovative- 
ness. Her father used to make his 
own shoes and wallets and her 
son, who is in kindergarten, is 
showing signs of being a great 
inventor. 

McKenzie said her son, who 
has asthma, goes through several 
boxes of tissues a day. As he 
went through a box one day, he 
left the used tissues laying all 
around the house. Mckenzie 
scolded him, telling him to pick 
up the tissues and dispose of 
them, at the same time handing 
him a new box. 

Soon after, McKenzie's son 
approached her with his new in- 
vention. In order to make it easier 
for himself to use the tissues, 
dispose of them and then grab a 
new one, he taped the old, empty 
tissue box to the new one, using 
the old one as a trash container. 



"Now he never gets scolded for 
leaving his tissues laying 
around," she said. 

McKenzie's son even brought 
the tissue boxes to his school's 
invention day. 

"I think I took after my father 
as far as thinking of things," 
McKenzie said "I'm always 
looking for an easier way to do 
things." ' 

McKenzie recently came up 
with a clever idea when she 
agreed to babysit for her neigh- 
bor's infant Because she didn't 
have a crib for the baby to sleep 
in, McKenzie went out and 
bought a huge laundry basket, 
put a rubber matress at the bot- 
tom of it, and laid the baby down 
to sleep. 

McKenzie said that her recy- 
cling product was taken to an in- 
vention show in Geneva by the 
Idea Center. She is still waiting 
to hear if anyone was interested 
in manufacturing it. 

"There are so many thousands 
and thousands of inventions. You 
have to keep working at it and 
working at it," she said. 

If nobody wants to manufac- 
ture her product, McKenzie said 
she will have one made for her- 
self. If all goes well, she said, the 
Idea Center assured her she will 
see some kind of return on her 
product by August. 

Although this product hasn't 
even hit the shelves yet, McKen- 
zie has already begun planning 
her next invention. She has de- 
cided to invent something geared 
towards children and making 
things easier for them. 

"I haven't quite come up with 
it yet, but I know I will. My 
husband always says, Hosemarie, 
your mind is always working.' I 
have all this time, if I didn't do 
this I'd go crazy," said McKenzie. 
"The enthusiasm of this product 
will help me think of something 
else."

City Renews Cable Franchise 



City Council renewed its fran- 
chise with Cox Cable of Hampton 
Roads with franchise renegotiation 
sessions scheduled for 1996 and 
2001. 

Alice Mullen, president of Vir- 
ginia Beach Cable TV, the only 
other cable network that has a fran- 
chise with the city, said that she 
supported the renewal of the Cox 
franchise, but that the city should 
encourage competition. Virginia 
Beach Cable provides cable service 
in the resort area. 

She said that smaller companies 
should be given a chance in the 
marketplace and that if the city does 
not encourage competition, "the 
Federal government will do it for 
us." 

Lou Pace, of Hunt Club Forest, 
said that the cable company is 



treated as a utility, but that it is not 
controlled as to what it can charge 
the consumer. He said that he 
agreed with Mullen, but asked how 
a city can have a second cable com- 
pany serving the same areas. He 
said that the federal government 
should be kept out of it together. 

Under the franchise agreement. 
Cox Cable will provide 54 chan- 
nels, will establish service within 
the existing system area where den- 
sities are 30 homes per mile, and 
will expand service throughout the 
rural portion of the city. 

The educational access and gov- 
ernment access channels will be 
provided and maintained, and a third 
access channel will be provided at 
the city's request upon completion 
of the upgrade. 



Rifle Ordinance Passed 



An ordinance adopted by City 
Council makes it unlawful to 
transport, possess or carry a loaded 
rifle or loaded shotgun in any vehi- 
cle on the public streets and high- 
ways. 

Exceptions are made for law en- 



forcement officers or military per- 
sonnel or others who reasonably 
believed that a loaded rifle or shot- 
gun is necessary for his personal 
safety in the course of his employ- 
ment or business.

Measles Shots Requirements Change 



Measles immunization require- 
ments for students entering a Vir- 
ginia Beach school for the first time 
have been changed slightly to 
counter the threat of increased inci- 
dents of measles that have been re- 
ported across Virginia. 

State law now requires children 
to have two doses of rubeola 
(measles) vaccine as pan of their 
school immunizations. The law 
applies to children enrolling in 
kindergarten and first grade for the 
first time for September 1991, and 
not to children admitted prior to the 
1991-92 school year. 

The first rubeola vaccine dose 
should be administered at age 12 
months or older. The second dose 
should be administered between the 

ages of four and six years and no 
less than one month after the first 
dose. 

A child is also required to have a 
minimum of one vaccine dosage for 
rubella and mumps, given after the 
child is one year old. Rubeola, 
rubella and mumps vaccines are 
usually combined as one vaccine 
(MMR) and administered at 12 
months of age.

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open." 

Parmele was never charged 
with an offense and was released 
after four hours. After the inci- 
dent, Parmele attended Greekfest 
commission hearings and told his 
story. He also asked for a.i apol- 
ogy from the city. 

'To this day, I've received only 
one acknowledgement. Former 
City Councilman John Perry 
called to express his concern," he 
said. 

Parmele visited a doctor after 
he was released from jail and said 
the fingers of his right hand were 
bleeding, he had bruises on his 
shoulders, stun gun marks on his 
back and was sore for more than a 
week. 

Though he didn't get the names 
of the abusive police officers, 
Parmele turned all information 
over the the FBI, and is still 
waiting for a response. 

Parmele realized he wasn't 
alone, he said, when he read the 
recent series of articles on police 
brutality in the Virginian-Pi- 
lot/Ledger-Star, 

The Norfolk newspaper re- 
cently ran a five-part series on the 
subject, quoting Virginia Beach 
residents who claim to have been 
beaten, verbally abused and re- 
peatedly zapped with stun guns 
by Virginia Beach police officers. 

According to Parmele, there are 
a few police officers, whom he 
calls "John Waynes," on the force 
that he wishes to see fired. What 
he really wants, however, is an 
apology. 

"I wSti a simple apology from 
Chief Wall, or I want him gone," 
he said. 

Chief Charles R. Wall, 
Parmele said, has taken a bad 
perspective on the brutality 
charges and is ignoring the fact 
that brutality does exist. 

Wall, in a statement made at a 
recent news conference, accused 
the paper of sensationalizing the 
reports and defended police ac- 
tions and policies. 

"They don't want to admit 
they're wrong. I'm not going to 
put it to rest," he said. 

Parmele said he doesn't know 
who on the police force to trust 
anymore. Once Wall identifies 
and fires the few "bad apples," he 
said, he'll be happy. 

"I can't look at them with the 
same respect anymore," he said. 
"I don't have a vendetta against 
the city, I'm just looking for 
someone to say, 'I'm sorry."' 

The Virginia Beach Sun re- 
cently surveyed Virginia Beach 
residents in an attempt to receive 
reactions to the brutality series 
and the police department's role 
in it. Mixed emotions are appar- 
ent. 

"I was very disturbed about it 
(the series)," said Rick Amos, 
a Stratford Forest resident. 
"Given the job that the police 
have to do, they're not given 
enough credit." 

Amos, a 22-year-old salesman, 
said he does believe some of the 
brutality reports, but added that 
there are two sides to every story. 

"I don't doubt that there aren't 
police out there that do things 
like that," he said. 

He added that the newspaper 
reported only the victims' sides of 
the story and neglected to include 
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the police department's side. 

"You pay a guy $18,000 a year 
to go out there and put his life on 
the line the then you go and 
criticize them," said Amos. 

Amos said that because there 
are only a few bad cops on the 
force, the negative publicity 
hasn't changed his feelings toward 
the police department. 

"There should be some vacan- 
cies on the police department. 
The good cops wouldn't get such 
a bad rap if they got rid of the bad 
ones," Amos said. 

Though he said he'd still call 
on the police if he ever had a 
problem, Amos said that the 
publicity has changed the public's 
opinion of the department. Many 
people are now leary of police, he 
said. 

Amos added that he has had 
several experiences with the po- 
lice, but they are all limited to 
traffice violations. Each time he 
was stopped, he said, he was 
never harassed. 

"I don't consider the police bad 
because they gave me a ticket," 
he said. "I shouldn't have been 
speeding." 

Jim Bramlett said that the 
newspaper articles were "not bal- 
anced. 

"There might be some truth to 
it but I thought a journalistic 
hatchet job was done on the po- 
lice department in general," said 
the Timberlake resident. 

What upsets Bramlett, is that 
the entire police department is 
being labeled as not good. 

"We have relatively low crime. 
They should be praised for the 
good job they've done," he said. 

Bramlett said there must be a 
response on the city's part to the 
brutality charges, whether it be 
by City Manager Aubrey Watts 
or Chief Wall. 

"Whenever a major print media 
makes such blatant charges, you 
have to respond. A lot of people 
are upset. The city is going to 
have to reassure them that every- 
thing is okay," Bramlett said. 

He added that the publicity is 
not Wall's fault; that there is no 
evidence that proves Wall 
encouraged this type of behavior, 

"From what I see, he's a good 
chief. It's not his personal fault. 
He shouldn't be asked to resign," 
he said. 

Bramlett, who is retired from 
the military, said that although 
many Virginia Beach residents are 
disappointed in the police de- 
partment, he fully supports it. 

"It's made me more supportive; 
recognizing the very difficult job 
that they do," he said. 

Richard Strohkorb, Jr., 

said that he has seen police bru- 
tality first-hand. 

Though it's never happened to 
him personally,/Strohkorb, a 

Virginia Beach native, said he's 
watched as others were abused by 
police. He even went to court in 
the 1970s to defend friends who 
were harassed, and said he re- 
ceived dirty looks from police 
officers. 

"I thought it was time that it 
(the charges) started to come 
oui," he said. "I've seen it happen 
so many times." 



Strohkorb, a Bellamy Manor 
resident, said that because police 
officers wear a badge, their arro- 
gance causes some of them to 
exude violent behavior. 

"It's almost a Jekyll and Hyde 
thing. Some cops are so helpful, 
a complete blessing, but some 
totally transform on you. It's 
those that the city doesn't try to 
get rid of," he said 

What upsets Strohkorb, he 
said, is that when a police officer 
is injured by a citizen, the case is 
taken to court and the citizen is 
punished for it. But, if a citizen 
is hurt by an officer, nothing is 
ever done, he said. 

"It's their word against your 
word and their word is always 
taken," he said. 

Strohkorb said he agrees with 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
that a citizens review board 



should be formed to review bru- 
tality reports. 

He said that although he hasn't 
had any serious run-ins with the 
police, he was stopped at a road 
block once, where the officer was 
very rude to him while he 
checked his identification. 
Strokorb wrote a letter to Chief 
Wall and received a nasty letter in 
return, he said. 

"I'm weary of the police. I 
wouldn't hesitate to call them if 
something happened, but you 
never know which type of cop 
you'll get," the massage therapist 
said. "Some cops use common 
sense and other ones just lose it 
all the time." 

Reverand John L. Whit- 
sell, a memeber of the Interna- 
tional Conference of Police 



Chaplains, has been walking 
beats with police officers on and 
off for about 10 years. He said 
that when he read the brutality 
articles, he was appalled. 

"I've spent a lot of time with 
police officers and that wasn't 
what I've seen," he said. "My 
impression of officers is that they 
show remarkable restraint." 

Whitsell said that when the 
police department first began us- 
ing chaplains to help keep peace, 
especially at the Oceanfront, the 
police officers were a little leary 
of the chaplains. Now, Whitsell 
said, an officer usually sends a 
chaplain over to deal with a 
problem, instead of himself. 

"They're not out looking for 
heads to bonk, it's quite the con- 
trary," he said. 

Whitsell said he doesn't believe 



that the brutality stories are true, 
however, he does believe that 
there are some police officers 
who may do things that they're 
not supposed to. 

Whitsell, a Wesleyan Chase 
resident, said that because of the 
city's low crime rate, the police 
department must be doing some- 
thing right. 

"If it's not broke, dont' fix it. I 
don't thing there's anything 
wrong. We should keep backing 
our police," he said. "It would be 
nice if we didn't have to have po- 
lice. But, as long as we need 
them, I think we should support 
them." 

Watts has said he will call for 
an investifation of the issue by 
appropriate law enforcement 
agencies. 



Davis 
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cally favored to them, someone 
they want to repay a debt to," 
Davis said. 

The grievance board is made up 
of members of the business 
community; they are not experts 
in handling disciplinary actions 
or personnel matters, Davis 
added. 

"My experience with this per- 
sonnel grievance board was that 
they were likely to be biased to- 
wards patrol officers and not fa- 
vorable to administration or pub- 
lic interest It's politics," he said. 

Davis said that when a police 
officer was facing abuse charges, 
he usually hired the best criminal 
lawyer in the city. The police 
chief, however, is appointed a 
lawyer from the city attorney's 
office; one usually unseasoned 
and fresh out of law school, he 
said. 

'The department heads were 
not really equally represented. 
They were fighting an uphill 
battle, I can assure you," he said. 

Davis said that although 
excessive force charges did arise 
while he was chief, he handled 
them differently than current Po- 
lice Chief Charts R. Wall has. 

Davis remembers one incident 
with a canine officer who failed 
to pull his dog off of a man who 
looked suspicious to the officer. 
The officer turned the dog loose 
on the man and "brought him 
down," Davis said. The commo- 
tion caused neighbors to awaken 
and yell to the police officer to 
pull the dog off of the man, who 
was bitten and chewed up by the 
dog. 

Davis received a complaint 
about the incident and after 
investigating it, he fired the offi- 
cer in question. 

"The evidence was clear and 
statements were taken from wit- 
nesses," he said. 

The officer appealed the case 
and was reinstated. 

"They compelled us to put him 
back in the K-9 Unit and give 
him his dog back," said Davis. 

Davis said he doesn't know if 
the newspaper's coverage was ac- 
curate because he didn't see any 
police investigation information. 



He did say, however, that brutal- 
ity does exist. 

"There's certain indisputable 
evidence in the forms of video- 
tapes at Greekfest. There's no 
doubt that there was overreaction 
on the part of the police officers. 
They were chasing people with 
three-foot batons. That type of 
activity is not going to be con- 
doned," he said. 

Davis added, as a former pa- 
trolman, that oftentimes citizens 
will taunt police officers deliber- 
ately into overreacting so they 
can file a complaint on them. 

Davis said he can't say if that 
was the case with the people in 
the series who claim they were 
abused by police. He said that the 
only way he could know if what 
they say is true, is if he had seen 
it for himself. 

"It's difficult to determine 
who's telling the truth and who 
isn't," he said. 

He added that police officers 
tend to look out for one another 
and even though there are wit- 
nesses, the stories always get 
stretched. 

"Trying to get to the truth of 
the matter is difficult," he said. 
"You've got a lot of obstacles 
facing police administration." 

Davis said that one difference 
between himself and Chief Wall 
is that Davis documented and 
kept records on every complaint 
that was filed with the police de- 
partment. According to the 
newspaper series, he said, the 
current administration isn't doing 
that. Davis added that Robert 
Humphries, the city's common- 
wealth's attorney, said that his 
investigation on Greekfest was 
limited because there wasn't 
enough documentation. 

"I insisted on documentation 
because I wanted everyone held 
accountable for doing what 
they're paid to do as supervisors," 
he said. "I had no magic answers. 
I had brutality complaints and 
excessive force complaints. We 
had hearings and appeals. We had 
more appeals than any department 
in the city." 

Davis said that it's sad that a 
police department with such a 
good image has to suddenly give 
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lion of the Virginia State Bar and the Virginia Beach public schools. 

The theme for Law Day this year is "Freedom Has a Name: The Bill of 
Rights" - a reminder that 1991 is the bicentennial year of the ratification of 
that document Unfortunately, many Americans need to be reminded that 
the first ten amendments are "The Bill of Rights." They became a part of 
the United States Constitution when ratified by Virginia on Dec. 15, 1791. 

Thus, it seems fitting to reflect on our state's historic role in the strug- 
gle for a bill of rights. On Monday, May 6, 1776, a general convention of 
delegates and representatives from the several counties and corporations of 
Virginia, assembled at the capitol in the city of Williamsburg. 

During that month, George Mason and other members of a special 
committee prepared a bill of rights ordinance for the convention. On June 
12, 1771, the final text was read a third time and passed. This was almost a 
month before the Congress approved the Declaration of Independence. 

This famous ordinance, known as the Virginia Declaration of Rights, 
became the model for other states and served as the basis of the first ten 
amendments to the Federal Constitution. Yet, few Americans today recall 
the name of its architect Unlike George Washington and James Madison, 
he never became president. Nor are there monuments to Mason's memory 
although plans are underway to remedy this in 1991. A pair of bronze 
pyramids mounted inside of a fountain will be placed on a site near the 
Jefferson Memorial, beside the Tidal Basin in Washington. 

Donald R. Taylor, director of Gunston Hall, Mason's restored plantation, 
says, "George Mason has been the forgotten patriot all along. It seems that 
although Mason played a very central role in creating what resulted in our 
federal form of government, he has gotten bad press because he refused to 
sign the completed document" 

Dissenters often bring about change. Mason's failure to sign the 
Constitution and his continued opposition because it lacked a bill of rights 
called attention to this deficiency. Mason lived to see the ratification of the 
first ten amendments, but died less than a year later. 

Today scholars and historians consider him "The Father of the Bill of 
Rights." After all, Mason was the chief author of the Virginia Declaration 
of Rights, upon which Madison relied when he prepared those first 
amendments for consideration by Congress and ratification by the states. 



The preamble to that Virginia ordinance states, "A Declaration of Rights 
made by the representatives of the good people of Virginia, assembled in 
full and free convention; which rights do pertain to them, and their poster- 
ity, as the basis and foundation of government" 

Law Day is a good time for each of us to read or reread the sixteen items 
which followed the preamble. Did you know they are still a part of our 
state constitution 215 years later? Item one obviously inspired Jefferson's 
famous lines in the Declaration of Independence. 

It states, "That all men are by nature equally free and independent, and 
have certain inherent rights, of which, when they enter into a state of soci- 
ety, they cannot, by an compact, deprive or divest their posterity; namely 
(he enjoyment of life and liberty, with the means of acquiring and possess- 
ing property, and pursuing and obtaining happiness and safety."

bad impressions to the public. 

"The dam breaks and things go 
bananas. It impacts the police 
officers and it's going to hurt 
morale. It'll cause some police 
officers to be overly cautious or 
be quite lax. Then the public 
suffers," Davis said. 

Police officers who turn to ex- 
cessive force or abusive language 
usually do so because they are 
unsure of their ability to protect 
themselves, Davis said. The offi- 
cers are fearful for their safety and 
acting aggressively offsets this 
fear, he added. 

"I know what fear is. If a po- 
lice officer isn't out there with a 
little bit of fear, he's a damn fool. 
A certain amount of that is good; 
an excessive amount causes him 
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to be overly agressive, use foul 
language, to be impolite and 
someone that the public doesn't 
respect," Davis said. 

He said that police department 
supervisors should know who the 
"bad elements" are in the depart- 
ment and so should the police 
chief. It is the chiefs job to then 
determine at what point those 
"bad elements" should be taken 
off the payroll. 

"I hope to see the police de- 
partment vindicated to some de- 
gree," said Davis. "Some of the 
things on these reports are hard to 
overcome."

A three-year rabies booster, 
which costs $6, will be available 
with proof of current rabies 
vaccination. All dogs must be on a 
leash and cats must be restrained; 
owners must keep their pets under 
control. 

"We strongly encouraged people 
to get their dogs and cats protected," 
said Scanlon. 

Another way to help prevent ra- 
bies is to report all animal bites. 

"The disease is in the saliva of 
warm-blooded animals," Scanlon 
said. "It's also present in the blood 
and brain tissue." 

For example, if a pet owner has a 
paper cut on their hand and they're 
cleaning up their dog which had a 
fight with a rabid raccoon, that pet 
owner is at risk for contracting ra- 
bies through his dog's saliva. 

"People don't need rabies 
vaccinations unless they're ex- 
posed," said Scanlon. 

If, for some reason, the biting 
animal can not be found or is un- 
known, a post-exposure rabies shot, 



or the third step to the program, can 
be administered. The shots usually 
provide excellent results, he said. 

Scanlon said that most animals 
contract rabies through fighting, 
sex or licking. There are several 
signs to watch for if a pet owner 
suspects his animal has rabies: 
foaming at the mouth, and aggres- 
sive or passive behavior. For ex 

ample, if a wild animal becomes 
passive and lets people pet it, it 
may have rabies. Or, if a nocturnal 
animal is seen wandering around in 
broad daylight it may be infected. 

"Rule number one is, thou shall 
not touch or allow children to touch 
strange animals," said Scanlon. 

Any type of animal can carry ra- 
bies, he added, including, deer, 
skunks, bats and horses. Clark said 
that the last rabies incident he re- 
members from this area was in the 
late 1960s, when a person was bit- 
ten by a rabid bat at the Oceanfront. 

"All kinds of animals bite," said 
Scanlon. "We even had a llama bite 
somebody in Virginia Beach." 

Scanlon said that there is a 99.9 
percent chance an animal or a per- 
son will be okay if he follows the 
three-tier program after being bit- 
ten. 

"The most important thing is to 
protect the animals," he said. 
"There is rabies out there; we just 
don't know where they are."

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from physical handicaps to the less obvious learning disability. Both 
populations of students benefit from this shared learning experience.

Another child invented a pet food feeder for people who cannot bend 
over to pick up and/or fill the dish. A cylindrical tube is used to allow fill- 
ing the dish from waist height Because dark colors are more difficult to 
distinguish from their surroundings, a student "invented" neon colored re- 
mote control devices. Not only could vision impaired people find this item 
useful, but the rest of us might not have to spend so much time hunting 
for the remote control if it were not pink or neon green. 

The point is, that without working together, regular students and special 
students would not be aware of each other's needs and skills. These win- 
ning inventions show the successful integration of students into the total 
education program.

Landfill II Will Open To The Public In 2015 



The "Soon-To-Be 
Park" Will Offer Picnic 
Areas, Boating And 
Fishing

Virginia Beach residents will not 
be able to jog or walk around, en- 
joy a picnic or boat in the lakes at 
Mt. Trashmore II for quite some 
lime. 

The "soon-to-be park" will re- 
main a landfill until the year 2015. 

That's fine with the city, said 
Wade Kyle, waste management ad- 
ministrator. The longer the landfill 
handles solid waste, the less likely 
the city is to build another one in 
the future. 

Landfill II, as it's officially 
called, was begun 18 years ago at 



1744 Centerville Turnpike. It 
stretches across 353 acres, stands 
140 feet high and has about five 
million tons of solid waste already 
in place. 

"It's a monster compared to Mt. 
Trashmore park. It's a more 
sophisticated operation," said Kyle. 

Mt. Trashmore park, completed 
in 1971, is a 125-acre park that 
features two lakes, fishing, boating 
jogging trails, picnic areas, skate- 
board ramps and tennis courts. The 
mountain stands 68 feet tall and 
consists of 650,000 tons of 
garbage. 

When Mt. Trashmore was com- 
pleted, the city needed another land- 
fill site, Kyle said, so it created 
Landfill II. When it is completed, 
Kyle said, it should stand about 150 
to 200 feet tall. 

"It's a sanitary disposal facility 
for garbage and ashen residue. We're 
getting out of having to lake 
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garbage to landfills," said Kyle. 
According to Al Gregg, Landfill 



II assistant superintendent, most of 
the waste at the landfill comes from 



private or commerr'ial haulers, who

One year ago, VBEA's column told about the strategic plan that is in the 
process of being recommended to the school board. The plan was adopted by 
the school board over the summer and says that the highest goal of the Vir- 
ginia Beach public schools should be a major commitment to excellence. 
The plan has five goals that parallel five previously identified priorities of 
the school board. These goals are as follows: 

• Make a major commitment to excellence. 

• Expedite die integration of computer technology into the mainstream of 
teaching and learning. 

• Increase the success rale for at-risk students. 

• Achieve the optimum teacher/pupil ratio at each level. 

• Manage changes in student population. 

Each goal has two or more objectives that, in turn, have identified strate- 
gies that can be carried out to achieve the objectives and goals of the school 
division. 



It's time to take the plan off the sheet and refo- 

cus our efforts on long range improvements 

for our school system. 

For example, the second recommended goal is to expedite the integration 
of computer technology into the mainstream of teaching and learning. The 
plan asserted that the first objective that must be met to accomplish this 
goal is to improve teacher and administrator skills in the area of technology. 

Some of the suggested strategies include: provide access to computers, 
develop a computer technology professional developmental plan for teachers 
and administrators, incorporate incentives which make the use of technology

Individual Rights Under Attack 



On Law Day last week, the Virginia Beach Bar Association and other 
organizations across the nation called attention to the role of law in our 
society. Since this is the bicentennial year of the ratification of the Bill of 
Rights, that was the theme chosen by the American Bar Association for 
1991. 

In his Law Day message, John J. Curtin, Jr., president of the ABA, 
stated, "In today's complex and rapidly changing society, the need for 
greater public understanding about the law is more important than ever . . . 
The Bill of Rights, originally promised to ensure the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, provides all citizens with explicit protection of their fundamental 
freedoms." 

These amendments are, after all, the basis of our democracy. They serve 
as a beacon of individual freedom to people in emerging democracies 
around the world. However, in recent years, it has become politically 
popular to suggest limiting those freedoms guaranteed by the Bill of 
Rights in order to address particular problems.

President Curtin cites examples of this. In recent opinion polls, a 
majority of Americans have said that they are willing to suspend some of 
their constitutional protections to fight the "drug war." In their efforts to 
fight this war, police departments in some cities stop and search young 
men, often minorities, for weapons and drugs.

Evelyn Lasher is one of the 
many women who are takjng golf 
courses by storm.

Lasher took six golf lessons 
before actually playing on the 
course. Once she joined the 'Try 
Hards," a beginner group at the 
country club where Lasher 
played, she began playing more. 

"That's really the way to go," 
she said. "I got disgusted and got 
blisters on my hands, but I love 
it." 

Lasher began playing twice a 
week and eventually graduated to 
a higher level group. Her handi- 
cap is now 24 to 26, which 



means whoever she plays against 
must give her at least that many 
strokes. 

Lasher has entered many com- 
petitions, most of them spon- 
sored by the senior's golf 
association. Most of the golfers 
are retired and they stay at the 
best hotels and play the best 
courses, she said. 

Lasher recently came in second 
place at the Princess Anne 
Country Club, to which she be- 
longs, in the spring handicap in 
the second flight. Several weeks 
ago, she played at the New Bern 
(N.C.) Country Club invita- 
tional, a tournament that attracts 
about 160 women each year. 
There were 20 women in Lasher's 
flight; she came in third low net 




According to Lasher, women 
are ruling the golf courses these 
days, especially older or retired 
women whose children are grown 
or away at school. 

"They have more time to do 
what they want, and it's golf or 
bridge," said Lasher. 

Bridge is also one of Lasher's 
loves. She and her husband, who 
has since given up golf, play 
party bridge two or three limes a 
week with the same group of 
people. 

"We enjoy having cocktails, 
snacks and a friendly game of 
bridge," she said. 

The Lashers are also dedicated 
Washington Redskins fans; they 
have season passes to all the 
team's games and have been to 
super bowl games in the past.

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A Die-Hard Army 
Tradition Is Protected

The words conjure images ot 
snake-like formations, run-stop-run 
movements, with, agile athletes 
begging the pace-setters to speed 
up, while non-PT types fail out 
and back to the rear. 

The die-hard Army tradition re- 
mains protected in a monthly ritual 
at the 80th Division's 4th Brigade 
at Ft. Story, here, to the agony of 
some soldiers and the thrill of chal- 
lenge to others. 

One mile, no sweat. Two miles, 
belter yet. Three miles, easy run. 
Four miles, to the sun. Five miles, 
nothing to it Five and a half? Are 
you kidding? 

Soldiers huffed and puffed anu 
sweat shook from their foreheads as 
they rounded the last bend. But with 
the end in sight, the hard-core lead- 
ers of the pack clapped their hands 
and changed cadence as if running 
their first mile. 

After crossing the finish line, 
"high five" hands met overhead and 
soldiers exchanged butt slaps like 
football players in a locker room 
after a winning game. All the run- 
ners finished. They may have 
walked some, but they finished. 
And despite pre-run moaning and 
groaning during the extensive 
stretching and warm up time, after- 
wards many soldiers said they were 
elated they had done it. 

These soldiers were not able to 
run five and a half miles overnight. 
They worked up to that point grad- 
ually. 

Col. William E. Harman, the 
brigade commander, set up the 
physical training program several 
months ago, starting the distance at 
two miles. During subsequent drill 
weekends they pushed a little fur- 
ther. 

Harman said the training prepares 
the drill instructors, first sergeants, 
company and battalion commanders 
to meet the Fort Benning, Ga., 
standards which require them (those 
leading infantry troops) to run five 
miles in 45 minutes. 

Fourth Brigade trains new sol- 
diers during the end of the Infantry 
One Station Unit Training (IN- 
OSUT) cycle. 

"These recruits have been work- 
ing out for almost two months and 
are, but this time, in pretty good 
physical condition," Harmen said. 
"In addition, most of them are 18 
and 19 years old, and without this 



intense physical training, our drills 
might not be able to lead them." 

With that in mind, training be- 
gan. All soldiers cleared for physi- 
cal training joined in. The 2/80th, 
which drills in Portsmouth, has not 
been left out of the fun. Its mem- 
bers convoy to the beach on buses 
and cars to join the running ranks 
once each quarter. 

Drill instructors, officers and se- 
nior NCOs, including a few female 
soldiers, make up the fast ability 
group. The rest form a slower 
group which runs at an "airborne 
shuffle" pace. 

Division training officer, Lt. 
Col. Kurt Jenne, said the 1991 Unit 
Training Guidance calls for those 
IN-OSUT soldiers (who will be 
leading troops) to be able to ru> 
five miles in 45 minutes. 

"It is not necessary for others to 
be able to meet those standards, but 
if they are participating in the 
brigade run with those who do, they 
will certainly reap the benefits of 
increased personal fitness and it is 
commendable they are so moti- 
vated," he said. 

During the first few drills, when 
the run distance was only two or 
three miles, many soldiers said they 
did not find it necessary to increase 
their personal physical training 
program. They said they could hang 
in there during the brigade run even 
if breathing hard. 

It was during an uphill climb on 
the fourth mile one drill weekend 
that many realized they would have 
to start running more throughout 
the month in order to keep the pace 
on the run. 

"Running as a brigade has forced 
many soldiers to come face-to-face 
with their own conditioning pro- 
grams," said Lt. Col. Harold 
Rollins, l/80lh battalion comman- 
der. "Take me for instance. I know 
that if I don't run on my own time 
during the month, I will definitely 
be hurting on the brigade run." 

Rollins said he's heard others 
voice the same opinion. 

"Not many people want to go 
out there and run five miles, but 
once they've survived and returned 
with the unit, they feel like they've 
achieved something," he said. "I 
can see where the competitive spirit 
has brought unit members closer 
together." 

Recalling his soldiers on last 
month's run, Rollins said, "they 
finished lookin' good, soundin' 
good and drenched in sweat. But 
they were proud."

Mice, Vole Or Mole: Understanding 
Them May Help Eliminate Problems 



When Virginia Beach residents 
discover that creatures have been 
eating on their plants, they tend to 
get excited and put more emphasis 
on eliminating them than on 
identifying and understanding them. 
This can reduce the effectiveness of 
one's intent, considerably at times. 
One case in point is the mice, vole 
or mole dilemma 

Although easily confused by 
the novice, these are not all 
plant-devouring rodents. In fact, 
the mole is neither a rodent nor 
a plant eater. A close relative of 
the shrew, the mole tunnels 
through your yard in search of 
grubs and other soil insects. 
While moles are a, nuisance 
,,$alyn«,,U»e yard unsightly, and 
difficult to cross in high heels, 
they do relatively little actual 



damage to plants outside of 
pushing small perennials out of 
the ground. 

Pine and meadow voles, often 
called mice as they are a sub- 
species, are more likely the cul- 
prits, damaging bulbs, roots and 
tree bark. However, the pine 
vole and the mole seem to work 
as a team in creating havoc since 
the pine vole loves to use the 
tunnels created by moles as run- 
ning paths for easy access to 
dinner. The meadow vole, on the 
other hand, stays above ground 
and tunnels through leaves, straw 
and other debris to reach its fa- 
vorite food. 

Voles can be more damaging 
than insects or disease in, a fruit 
orchard. They have been known | 
to girdle and kill a tree in one 
winter. They can also become

pests in perennial flower beds. 

To prevent damage this winter, 
there are several things a home- 
owner can do. First, eliminate 
potential homes for the 
creatures. Moles can be 
discouraged by reducing the 
insect population the soil, 
usually through the use of soil 
insecticides. Traps may also be 
used to stop the moles. After 
the moles are gone, their tunnels 
should be collapsed to prevent 
winter use by pine voles. 
Mulch, stems, leaves, and dead 
grass should be removed from 
around the trunks of trees to re- 
duce meadow vole damage. 

Tree guards are helpful in re- 
ducing summer and early fall 
damage. They should be con- 
structed from hardware cloth with 
no larger than 1/4-inch mesh. 
Guards should enclose the tree 
trunk and extend several inches 
below the soil to about 18 
inches above the soil surface. 
Never use tar paper or roofing 
paper; these materials may dam- 
age the tree by lowering their 
winter hardiness. 

Common household mouse 
traps baited with apples and 
placed in the trail system are 
probably the most effective con- 
trol for voles. Surround your 
plantings at 10- to 20-square- 
foot intervals to get rid of all the 
voles present. But, be aware - 
new voles may move in if traps 
are not maintained.

Thorough Investi- 
gating May Help 
Prevent Future Pro- 
blems 

Before you look for a 
contractor, think your project 
through from start to finish. 

Be prepared to tell the 
remodeler what you want, as 
specifically as you can. He or 
she wll transform your ideas 
into reality using his/her ex- 
pertise and professional 
knowledge, but only based on 
how much information you are 
able to supply in the be- 
ginning. 

Contact the Tidewater 
Builders Association Remodel- 
ers Council, 420-2434, for a 
listing of council members 
who are active in the remodel- 
ing industry. The council net- 
work provides information and 
assistance to the public and 
increases the skill and knowl- 
edge of its members. The 
council also administers a 
strict remodelers certification 
program for its membership. 

Solicit two or three bids for 
the work you need; do not 
automatically accept the low- 
est. Make sure all bids are 
based on the same set of plans 
and specifications. Discuss the 
bids you receive in detail with 
the remodeler - sometimes a 
higher price may be worth 
paying, if the materials to be 
used are of higher quality or 
the work is more extensive. 

Some items to consider 
when selecting the contractor 
for your remodeling job: 

• Does the remodeler have 
a permanent business location 
and a good reputation with lo- 
cal banks and suppliers? 

• Is the contractor li- 
censed? 

• How long has he/she 
been in business? 

• Does the contractor have 
proof of workmen's compensa- 
tion and general liability 
insurance? If not, you may be

lated accidents on your 
premises. 

• Is the contractor insured 
through a reputable remodeling 
warranty program? 

• Will he provide you with 
names of previous customers? 
Ask if they would hire the 
same contractor again. 

• Ask for at least one refer- 
ence regarding work that was 
completed one year ago. 

• Have you seen the remod- 
eler's work, both completed 
and in progress? Check the 
quality of workmanship and 
materials. 

• Have you called the local 
Better Business Bureau and Of- 
fice of Consumer Protection 
for your area? they can alert 
you to any outstanding com- 
plaints. 

• Do you feel comfortable 
with the contractor? Remem- 
ber, you will be in close con- 
tact with him/her and will 
share your house with the crew 
until the project is completed. 

The Contract 

Since a' written contract pro- 
tects both you and the contrac- 
tor, put "'all agreements in 
writing. Spell out exactly what 
the contractor will and will not 
do and if you intend to do 
some of the work yourself; 
write this into the contract as 
well. 

Never sign a blank or par- 
tially blank contract. If you 
have any questions or do not 
understand something, ask be- 
fore you sign. Get a copy of 
the contract as soon as you 
sign it. 

Be sure the financial terms 
of the contract are clear. The 
contract should include the to- 
tal price, when payments will 
be made, and whether there is a 
cancellation penalty. 

On any home improvement 
job, you should expect to make 
a down payment representing 



approximately one-third of the 
total contract price. Except for 
the downpayment, you should 
avoid making payments for 
work that has not yet been 
completed. Schedule payments 
at weekly or monthly intervals 
or after completion of each 
phrase of the project. 

When you sign a home im- 
provement contract in your 
home and in the presence of 
the contractor or contractor's 
representative, you usually 
have three working days to 
change your mind and cancel 
the contract. You should be 
informed verbally and in writ- 
ing about your cancellation . 
rights. 

If you need emergency re- 
pairs, you can waive your 
rights, which is important be- 
cause contractors usually wait 
until the end of the "cooling 
off period before starting 
work. 

The contract should include a 
specification sheet for the pro- 
ject. If a warranty is offered, 
get it in writing and read it 
carefully. A warranty must say 
if it is "FULL or "LIMITED" 
and should specify who will 
honor the warranty - the 
contractor, dealer or manu- 
facturer. The' warranty should 
include the name and address of 
the party offering it, as well as 
the duration of coverage. 

Your contract should specify 
an approximate starting date 
and completion date for your 
project. However, understand 
that external factors such as 
the weather or the availability 
of supplies might cause delays. 

Make sure the contract in- 
cludes everything you feel is 
important to the job, including 
clean up, any special requests, 
like saving materials, and in- 
structions regarding pets, chil- 
dren, or where materials may 
not be stored.

Cause Of Poor Tomato Fruit 



Fruit set - the transition of a 
flower into a young fruit - is very 
sensitive to several environmental 
factors over which the Virginia 
Beach gardener has some control. 
Following is a brief discussion of 
some of the causes of poor tomato 
fruit set with particular emphasis 
on urban gardening. 

Temperature and humidity. 
High temperatures are known to re- 
duce flowering and fruit set. Day- 
time temperatures above 90 degrees 
F and night temperatures above 70 
degrees F result in reduced fruit set 

There is considerable evidence* 
that night temperature is the critical 
factor in setting tomato fruit - the 
optimal range being 59-68 degrees 
F. With night temperatures much 
below or above this critical range, 
fruiting is reduced or absent. Low 
temperatures reduce the production 
and viability of pollen. High tem- 
perature, especially if accompanied 
by low humidity and moisture, 
hinders fruit set through failure in 
pollination and/or fertilization. 

Temperatures within and near 
cities are generally higher by 2 to 3 
degrees F than in nearby rural areas. 
This effect - the so-called urban heat 
island - is principally derived from 
burning large quantities of fossil 
fuels and lends to expand and inten- 
sify as a city grows. Relative hu- 
midity in large cities tends to be 5 
to 10 percent lower than adjacent 
rural areas. 

More importantly, temperature 
and humidity differences between 
urban and rural areas are often 
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SPR Technicians Profes- 
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greatest at night when the plant ap- 
pears to be most sensitive. Tomato 
fruit set occurs in many areas when 
temperature and humidity are at or 
near the critical levels for effective 
fruit set Thus, under these condi- 
tions, the harsher environment of 
large cities can result in reduced 
fruit set. 

Plant nutrition. Reduced 
fruiting may result from either 
Stunted or excessively vigorous 
vegetative growth. Injury from dis- 
ease and insects - especially sucking 
insects such as aphids and ihrips - 
can severely check growth. Inade- 
quate moisture and/or available ni- 
trogen can hinder growth and flower 
production. Conversely, abundant 
water and nitrogen can stimulate 
rapid vegetative growth with low 
levels of carbohydrates remaining 
for the normal processes involved 
in fruit set. 

Urban garden sites are frequently 
located on heavy subsoils which are 
infertile and poorly drained. Urban 
gardeners often create faulty nutri- 
tion by either not applying any fer- 
tilizer or by adding too much. In 
addition, water for irrigation is not 
readily available in large cities dur- 
ing times of drought. 

Photoperiod (length of 
day). Although the tomato plant 
can flower and fruit at any 
daylength (day-neutral plant), fruit 
set has been shown to be retarded 
under continuous light. Thus, 
tomato fruit set may be reduced un- 
der the continuous illumination 
characteristics of some urban envi- 
ronments.

commonly called change or- 
ders. Any changes in the work 
a remodeler is to do should be 
put in writing as an amend- 
ment to the contract, including 
any changes in costs, and 
agreed upon by both parties. 

Other Items 
To Consider 

If architectural plans are re- 
quired for your remodeling job, 
insist that you approve them 
before work begins. 

Never sign a completion 
certificate until all the work 
called for in the contract is 
properly completed. Lenders 
usually require a signed com- 
pletion certificate before they 
will release the last payment. 

Zoning regulations vary 
from place to place. If you are 
planning an alterations or 
additions to your home, you or 
your contractor should check 
with the zoning authorities to 
determine what permits or 
permission you need to pro- 
ceed with your project. Your 
contract should call for the 
work to be performed in accor- 
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dance with all applicable 
building codes. The contractor 
should obtain the necessary 
building permits. 

If problems arise, try to re- 
solve matters with the 
contractor directly. Make sure 
all problems or complaints are 
addressed in writing directly to 
the contractor so that you both 
have a record. 

If you are unable to resolve 
the dispute with your contrac- 
tor, contact your local Officer 
of Consumer Protection or 
Belter Business Bureau. They 
can work with you and the 
contractor to attempt to re- 
solve your complaint through 
mediation.

This year marks the fifth that the 
local chapter of Sweet Adelines has 
been together. The chorus was 
founded by Sivils, Austin, Ina 
Bryant and Kathi Herring; it 
stemmed from the quartet that the 
four sang with. 

But, Sivils and Austin have been 
associated with the Sweet Adelines 
international organization for about 
IS years. 

"I've always sung all my life' - 
since kindergarten," said Austin.

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dump anything from refrigerators to 
yard debris. The rest is about 20 
percent of residential waste picked 
up by the city. 

But, most of the residential 
garbage is taken to Southeastern 
Public Service Authority transfer 
stations. It is then carried to 
Portsmouth's Refuge Derived Fuel 
plant, operated by SPSA, where it 
is incinerated and turned into fuel 
for an electric plant in Norfolk. 

Gregg explained that the landfill 
has huge compactors that roll over 
the trash, compressing it into 
smaller components. That eight- to 
10-foot layer of waste is then cov- 
ered with dirt taken from the land- 
fill's borrow pits. Those two pits 
will eventually serve as lakes. 

"It takes a lot of money to run a 
landfill," said Kyle. 

Approximately 800 tons of 
garbage is dumped there each day by 
about 260 trucks. On the weekends, 
Gregg said, about 500 to 800 trucks 
come through the landfill. 

"A lot of that is for picking up 



the mulch from the new mulching 
facility," he said. 

Though the landfill is quite a site 
to see already, the public will enjoy 
it much more during the next cen- 
tury. Right now, the Oceanfront, 
Norfolk and Chesapeake are visible 
from the mountain's peak. 

Kyle said that the city is not 
planning a third landfill as of yet. 
Hopefully, he said, technology will 
assist the city in not needing an- 
other landfill on a local basis. 

When it is completed, however, 
and transformed into a park, he said, 
the landfill will probably not be 
named Mt. Trashmore II. Most 
likely, he said, the public will be 
i asked to name, as it was with Mt 
Trashmore park. The name may 
have something to do with 
Kempsville, since that is the area in 
which it is located. 

"When people walk to the top of 
the landfill for exercise purposes, 
they'll definitely get some excr 
cise," Kyle said.

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cost/time effective (e.q. if attendance/grade records are kept on computer, do 
not require duplicate work in traditional formats), and encourage/reward in- 
novative uses of technology. 

As an accountability measure, the committee suggested measurable per- 
formance or outcome indicators that might give the school board, its em- 
ployees, and the entire community some notion of whether the school divi- 
sion was moving towards its expressed goals. The objective of improving 
teacher and administrator skills may be measured by increases in the number 
of staff that participate in computer training and by the increased utilization 
of computer technology. 

With all the turmoil in the school system this year, not much attention 
seems to have been given to the system's plan. It's time to take the plan off 
the shelf and refocus our efforts on long range improvements for our school 
system.

The most enjoyable part of 
being a mother was the summer 
family vacations, Scarcelli said. 
She also lived for soccer games, 
dance recitals and gymnastics 
meets. 

"We always made familytime 
important Church was always 
important we went every Sun- 
day," she said 

Scarcelli has many family 
memories that she and her family 
still laugh about to this day. 
Once, when the family lived in 
Tennessee for a short while, the 
Scarcellis won a pony in an auc- 
tion. The family knew nothing 
about ponies and had to keep it 
for a whole year. 

On another occasion, Scar- 
celli's daughter tried to ride her 
bicycle through hot tar. Halfway 
through the newly paved road, the 
bike stopped and the child was 
flung into the tar. Scarcelli' s 
other daughter, trying to help her 
sister, dove into the tar also. 
Both had to be soaked in cold 
water and stripped of the black, 
gooey mess. 

The most conniving of her 
children, Scarcelli said, was her 
son. When he borrowed the car 
and wasn't home on time, he al- 
ways had the same excuse: he 
almost ran over a doe that was in 



the road and he had to find out 
where the dog lived so he could 
get it home safely. Scarcelli, a 
former Animal Assistance League 
employee who has a soft spot in 
her heart for animals, fell for the 
story every time. 

Unlike most moms, Scarcelli 
said she didn't find it too difficult 
to cope when her children all left 
home or went away to college. In 
fact, she said, it gave her time to 
pursue her own interests. Besides, 
the kids came home on weekends, 
along with college friends, and 
visited for birthdays and holidays. 

So, this Mother's Day will be 
like any other. Except, each year, 
her family grows more and more. 

Growing up, Scarcelli's chil- 
dren always made cards or gifts 
and her husband and son always 
sent her flowers. But, she said, 
she doesn't expect a thing from 
them; they don't owe her any- 
thing. 

"They treat me so good all year 
long, it doesn't make much dif- 
ference to me," she said. "We've 
been so blessed that all of them 
have done so well." 

Scarcelli, who is 54, said that 
her children appreciate and respect 
her. For someone who wasn't 
prepared for motherhood, she did 
a good job, she said. 

"What gives me the most sat- 
isfaction is to see that they're all 
grown and doing so well. If I 
wasn't here, they could all go on 
- they would be okay," said Scar- 
celli. "They would all stay to- 
gether. Everybody sticks to- 
gether. Thai's my greatest satis- 
faction."

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without probable cause. However, the courts have upheld random searches, 
such as every car or every third car. 

In our own city, some members of the police department have allegedly 
become overzealous and frustrated in their efforts to fight crime and main- 
tain order. A recent series of newspaper articles in The Virginian-Pilot has 
accused the Virginia Beach police of "brutality." 

In this emotionally-charged atmosphere, citizens should remember that 
an accused is presumed innocent until proven guilty. It is hoped that an 
investigation will soon resolve the questions raised by many credible wit- 
nesses. 

The word "brutal" comes from the French word for a brute or animal. 
This word has come to mean grossly ruthless, devoid of mercy or compas- 
sion, cruel and cold-blooded, harsh and severe. Few can forget the police 
brutality viewed in the frequently run videotape of the Rodney King beat- 
ing in Los Angeles. It was equally disturbing to see the large number of 
policemen who stood by and condoned the actions. Those who watched 
without making an effort to intervene were equally guilty. 

We the People expect law-enforcement officials to be in control of 
themselves as well as in control of the situation. A policeman who loses 
"his cool" to the extent of becoming "brutal" should lose his badge! 

President Curtin is also concerned that "Some judges and constitutional 
scholars advocate abandoning the exclusionary rule in the case of more se- 
rious crime, including serious drug offenses." He reports other incidents of 
the limiting of individual freedoms. 

Last year, the United States Department of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) began a campaign to seize public housing units and evict 
tenants on the spot when a member of the household is suspected of sell- 
ing drugs. A court order has since forced HUD to provide some due process 
rights to individuals facing eviction. In our Tidewater area, boats have been 
seized if a passenger on board was found in possession of an illegal drug. 

Another illustration of efforts to erode individual rights is the movement 
to enact a constitutional amendment to ban the desecration of the American 
flag. Curtin writes, "As deplorable as the act is to many of us, it is exactly 
these kinds of cases which required the protection of the First Amendment . 

. (C)itizens cannot enjoy the protections offered by the Bill of Rights 
without also enduring its inconvenience . . . (W)e cannot compromise our 
principles for short-term advantages." 

As an avowed flag-waver, I confess that I have reluctantly changed my 
opinion on the flag desecration decision. I have gradually come to under- 
stand how the Supreme Court can interpret conduct as speech. Although I 
find it offensive and believe it mainly an effort to get attention, burning 
our nation's flag does make a political statement 

Thus, I now oppose amending the First Amendment and propose in- 
stead that We the People renew our efforts to educate our citizens, espe- 
cially our young people, in proper flag etiquette. After all, respect for each 
other and for the flag should be freely given. If it is forced, it has no 
meaning. 

As Justice Brandeis once wrote, "The greatest dangers to liberty lurk in 
insidious encroachment by men of zeal, well meaning but without under- 
standing."

Police Officer Jim Walters Says He's Amazed 
At The Number Of People Who Want To Fight 
Cops

"If you touch me, it's either to 
shake my hand or go to jail," said 
Jim Walters. 

And he's not kidding. 

The master police officer turned 
helicopter pilot has sued many a 
citizen who thought they could get 
away with it 

"That's something I've always 
done and will continue to do. If I'm 
hurt - that's not part of my job," he 
said. 

Walters, a Wellington Woods 
resident, has been a Virginia Beach 
police officer *ince 1980. Three 
years ago; he joined the depart- 
ment's helicopter/aviation unit 

Even though he's not walking 



the beat anymore, Walters said he 
still feels affected by the police 
brutality publicity. 

"We have absolutely no more 
slight problems than any other po- 
lice department. I feel we're being 
unjustly accused of having a 
brutality problem," he said. 

Walters said that The Virginian- 
Pilot's five-part series on police 
brutality was "slanted and one- 
sided." The series quoted several 
people who claim they were beaten, 
zapped with stun guns and struck 
with batons by police officers. 

Do citizens ever get injured dur- 
ing an arrest by a police officer? 
Yes, Walters said, but only if they 
fight you or are under the influence 
of alcohol. 

"We have to protect ourselves. 



We cannot dance around with these 
people," he said. 

Walters said that most violent 
arrests grow from minor circum- 
stances. Most violent arrestees have 
been drinking, and Walters said 
most are white. 

"It's amazed me the number of 
people who want to fight you," he 
said. 

Walters has been injured while 
placing a person under arrest. He 
remembers one incident in 1981 
when he and his partner were 
arresting a drunk man. As the man 
under arrest became belligerent, 
Walters said, the situation grew 

worse. 

Suddenly, the man backed up and 

pulled both officers into a "hedge 
row", and hit Walters three times 
on the side of the head. The man 
got away but was later caught. 
Walters sued the man and walked 
away with $650 to $700, he said. 

Though Walters stressed that po- 
lice officers are often the ones who

Council Adopts Higher Operating Budget

City Council adopted an Operat- 
ing Budget for 1991-92 slightly 
higher than the budget originally 
proposed by City Manager Aubrey 
V. Watts, Jr., and including a 5.8 
cent real estate tax increase. 

Both city and school employees, 
who face a year of salary increases, 
will however, receive added health 
insurance assistance from the city. 
The employer contribution per 
month per employee will be in- 
creased from $100 to $115 a 
month. 

Also council voted unanimously 
to have the length of the work day 
for city employees remain the 
same. Watts had suggested that the 
hours be extended a half hour a day 
as an economy measure. Employ- 
ees, speaking at the public hearing 
Tuesday, opposed the longer days. 

The budget adopted totals 
$645,436,159 compared to the 
budget originally proposed by 
Watts of $645,183,244. The overall 
budget is lower than the budget for 



the current year. 

The real estate tax rate increase 
raises the rate to $1.09 on each 
$100 of assessed valuation. The 
entire 5.8 cent increase is linked to 
the school budget. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms, Jr. said that he did not want 
to see a tax increase, but that he had 
"heard from a lot of people we don't 
want to jeopardize education, we 
don't want services taken away." He 
said that the problem stemmed from 
the decrease in funds received from 
the stale and therefore, he supported 
the tax increase. 

The tax increase, however, re- 
ceived the minimum six votes re- 
quired for passage. Voting against 
the tax increase were Councilman 
James W. Brazier and Paul 
Lanteigne and Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan and Nancy Parker. 

Parker had indicated at an earlier 
work session that the city could 
save at least 3.4 cents of the tax 
increase by eliminating altogether 
the positions which have been 
frozen but for which funds are still 
allocated in the budget 



are brutalized, he acknowleged that 
some police brutality may exist.

lines on," Walters said. "We can't 
even lie - about anything - we're 
fired immediately." 
Walters said that the issue of re-

All Found During Clean The Bay Day 



8,000 Expected To 
Collect More Than 60 
Tons Of Debris

Last year, Steve Pahno found a 
bathtub inside the inlet by the 
Lesner Bridge. 

He also discovered a few bed 
springs and peices of boat hulls. 

Pahno wasn't looking for used 
furniture and appliances, he just 
stumbled upon them while partici- 
pating in Clean the Bay Day 1990. 

"People throw in shopping carts, 
water heaters, washing machines. 
The degradation to our waterways is 
just incredible," said Robert Dean, 
founder of Clean the Bay Day. "I 
can take you to some places in 
Virginia Beach that would make 
you throw up. I could blow your 
mind." 

Dean first brainstormed the idea 
to clean Hampton Roads' beaches 
and shorelines three years ago. An 
avid boater, Dean was sick of see- 
ing beer cans and plastic bags 
floating in the water and up onto 
the shore. 

"The amount of trash I saw in 
the water was horrible. I saw so 
many people throw trash overboard 
in their boats," the Water's Edge 
resident said. 

Dean realized that something had

to be done, so he took it upon 
himself to contact the Center for 
Marine Conservation in Washing- 
ton D.C., and asked for its help. 
Coincidentally, the center was 
opening a Hampton Roads annex 
and assigned someone to assist 
Dean. 

Dean then sent out letters to ev- 
eryone he knew explaining the pro- 
ject. Dean set a meeting date, 
which about three dozen people at- 
tended,, and put the project in mo- 
tion. 

The first year Clean the Bay Day 
was held, Dean said, 2,184 people 
participated, collecting 59,164 
pounds of debris, cataloging 98,253 



items and recycling 300 pounds o! 
aluminum. The group cleaned a to- 
tal of 52 miles of shorelines. 

Last year, 6,723 people covered 
about 152 miles, collecting 61 tons 
of debris. Participants helped cata- 
log 162,253 items and recycle 
24,000 pounds of aluminum and 
plastic. 

As far as he can see, Dean said, 
no one had ever cleaned the area's 
shorelines before his project got 
underway. 

"People do it themselves. Now 
we've got the Adopt-A-Beach pro-

Auxiliary Police Officers Put Their Lives 
On The Line, Assist The Public, For Free 



The remaining revenues for the 
tax increase, she said, represent 
only .5 percent of the total pro- 
posed operating' budget where that 
much savings could be found. 

Council was unanimous in 
wanting to increase health benefits. 
In an option presented by Watts 
following a work session last week, 
a proposal was made to increase 
employer health payments by an 
additional $13.25 a month begin- 
ning Jan. 1 for both city and school 
employees raising the total contri- 
bution level to $113.25 per month 
per employee. The funds were to 
come from an additional $900,000 
in State funds which the city ex- 
pects to receive. 

Council, however, chose not to 
rely on the State funds but to ear- 
mark $1 million in funds allocated 
for unfilled positions and to ask the 
city manager not to fill those posi- 
tions. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that insurance is so important that 
"we don't want to be in a position 
that we're dependent on the

Officers Have Same 
Authority, Training As 
Regular Police Offi- 
cers

Just because their uniforms say 
AUX doesn't mean that the Virginia 
Beach Auxiliary police officers 
aren't the "real McCoy." 

They carry the same authority 
and are just as dedicated as regular 
police officers. 

The only difference? They don't 
get paid. 

The department now has 62 vol- 
unteer police officers; 36 are fully 
qualified, eight are trainees and 1 1 
are still recruits attending the 25 
weekend-long owning academy. 

"They are all volunteers who 
contribute at least 20 hours to a 
maximum of 80 hours a month do- 
ing police duties," said Master Po- 
lice Officer J.L. Butler, auxiliary 
coordinator. "Their main objective 
is to take care of traffic control at 
special events such as the Neptune 
and (Pungo) Strawberry festivals." 

Once an auxiliary officer fulfills 
his requirements, Butler said, the 
officers are free to go out on patrol 
with the precinct to which thev are

assigned. 

Auxiliary officers must complete 
400 hours at the academy, which is 
located on LeRoy Drive. According 
to Butler, the Virginia Beach auxil- 
iary officers surpass the minimum 
requirement of 3 1 5 hours. A regular 
police officer must complete 800 
hours of training. 

"They are trained along the same 
tines as a regular officer. After the 
training period, they are fully 
qualified and are then able to report 
to their precincts," Buder said. 

If a particular precinct is low on 



regular officers, an auxiliary officer 
may be assigned to a police car or 
zone and can handle calls as any 
other police officer does. Usually, 
Butler said, when an auxiliary offi- 
cer reports to a precinct, he is 
teamed up with a regular officer. 

Tom Noonan has been an 
auxiliary officer for 19 years. He 
originally wanted to be a regular 
police officer, he said, but the job 
didn't pay enough. 

Instead, Noonan joined the mtii-

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Stop, Look And Listen! 



There are numerous challenges that face a visually impaired person daily, 
but none can be more formidable as having to cross a busy street. Many of 
the streets in Virginia Beach can be difficult to cross even for the sighted, 
and being visually impaired only makes it more dangerous. 

However, the city of Virginia Beach has recently come to the aid of the 
visually impaired by implementing a program to install audible pedestrian 
signals at warranted locations. 

An audible pedestrian signal is a device used in conjunction with stan- 
dard pedestrian activated traffic signals to emit distinct audible signals that 
resemble bird calls. It is used to assist blind and visually impaired persons, 
as well as other individuals of all ages to cross at designated streets and in- 
tersections. The purpose of the audible pedestrian signal is, one, to lessen 
the chance of misjudging the "walk" phase, therefore, enhances crossing 
with the signal and, two, it helps' pedestrians recognize when the "walk"

Slicing Budgets. Cutting Programs 



Virginia is part of a sad fraternity of states that have had to face drasuc 
cuts in education. A recent Time magazine article titled "Starving the 
Schools" stated that school districts throughout the country are one by one 
slicing budgets and, as a result, culling programs such as foreign lan- 
guages, art and music and school sports while increasing class sizes to 
catastrophic proportions. It is ironic that just last year everyone wanted to 
be the hero of education reform and pledged that they would do all they 
could to increase education programs to fight everything that ailed this na- 
tion. Just one year later, education is facing the threat of massive and de- 
structive cuts. 

Because of the difference between what funding is needed and what is ap- 
propriated by the General Assembly, on May 7, 1991, the, VBEA, along 
with the education associations in Chesapeake, Norfolk, Portsmouth and 
Suffolk, held a joint press conference to alert our respective school boards 
as well as the public to the financial crisis that education is facing. In the 
initial statement which was read to those who attended, it was stated that

"We hope this crisis will be of short duration, but fear that complacency 
and the prevailing political philosophy could extend this beyond the '9 1-'92 
school year. However short or long the crisis, the effects of the current 
budget shortfall wilj^be far reaching." 

In Virginia Beach, we can be confident that despite the terrible frustra- 
tions which teachers and other educational employees faced this year, we 
continued to deliver the finest education possible to the children of our 
city. We realize, however, that drastic changes need to be made in the way 
of local school divisions draft budgets.

$900,000 coming from the state." 

He also said that he did not want 
to be in a position where council 
had to take anything from the sur- 
plus balance. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the health insurance bene- 
fit will come from a revenue source 
or a savings source, and that the 
city will have a better handle on the 
year-end balance by the latter part of 
August. 

He said that he wanted to main- 
tain 75 percent reserves against 
debt. 

McCIanan said that Council had 
promised to look at the insurance 
situation and that it needed to be 
taken care of. 

Jones added that healthcare has 
gone up 18- to 20 percent every 
year. 

City employees tell her, Mc- 
CIanan said, that the insurance pro- 
gram needs to be addressed She said 
that the city may not have a good 
policy. "We have to look at what 
we have instead of looking to De- 
cember." 

If the $900,000 is resorted by the 
state, Watts said, it will be the re- 
sult of a specially-called session af- 
ter the state has its budget figure. 
He said that between now and Oc- 
tober and November that the city 
will have more lime to look at all 
the allerna lives. 

Councilman Paul Lateigne 
wanted to know whether the eco- 
nomic constraints the city finds it- 
self in a one-time thing or a trend 
line. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said, "We don't believe 
we will ever return to the high lev- 
els of revenues we have had in the 
past." He said that the real estate 
tax and the personal property taxes 
still support a substantial part of 
the budget. "If we take revenue 
away permanently," he said, "next 
year we may have a worse prob- 
lem." 

Council also accepted options 
proposed by Watts enabling the city 
manager to collect fees for court- 
ordered mediation and supervised 
visitation, and enabling the city to 
assess liquidated damages for viola- 
tions of vehicle weight limits. 



The custody mediation program 
operated by the Department of So- 
cial Services, Court Services Unit, 
provides family mediation services 
and service to children in need at a 
cost of $199,344 less revenues of 
$67,320. The program requires 
seven employees. 

The truck weighing program also 
adopted by council, requires the ad- 
dition of $52,422 in appropriations 
and an increase of $100,000 in es- 
timated revenues. This program re- 
quires two employees. 

The local weights and measures 
program, which will supplement 
the state's weights and measures 
enforcement program will provide 
the current level of services. State 
funding provides one employer and 
the city supplement will cost 
$101,149 requiring three employ- 
ees. 

The increased costs for the three 
programs will be recovered by in- 
creasing recreation fees and charges 
to generate an additional $85,595 
and reducing the roadway impact 
reduction program by $100,000. 

Membership fees at the recreation 
centers would be increased from $20 
to $25. Block said that the city has 
estimated 35,000 citizens hold 
membership in the centers. 

Brazier pointed out that every- 
time the city adds revenue-produc- 
ing programs, additional employees 
are attached to the program. He 
suggested that the same employees 
be used to operate both the truck 
weighing and weights and measures 
program. He said that the job can 
be done with existing employees. 

Brazier also suggested that the 
city take a serious look at avoiding 
employing outside legal help for 
anything. 

In addition to voting against the 
real estate tax increase: 

• Lanteigne voted against the or- 
dinance authorizing the city man- 
ager to suspend salary increases for 
employees eligible to receive merits 
and promotion. 

• Brazier vexed against the ordi- 
nance authorizing the city manager 
to transfer excess appropriations to 
reserve for contingencies regarding 
the use in funding unanticipated 
expenditures. 



• Parker also voted against both 
these ordinances. Although she ap- 
proved the school budget, she voted 
against the portion related to 
administration and operations. 

• McCIanan voted against the 
portion of the ordinance regarding 
the transfer of excess appropriations 
that authorizes the city manager to 
designate persons, other than him- 
self, to approve the transfers. Mc- 
CIanan said that she supported 
tighter rather than looser provi- 
sions. 

Most of the speakers at the pub- 
lic hearing were city employees 
concerned about the proposal to ex- 
tend the workday. 

Robert Manzione, president of 
the Virginia Beach Employees As- 
sociation, which represents 700 
employees, said that the employees 
had a clear understanding that if 
they did a good job they would be 
rewarded. Now the employees find 
that they will receive no merit pay 
increases, and extra days off "will 
not help with the groceries or 
babysitters." He said that employ- 
ees are being expected to do more 
for less. 

As for health insurance, he said 
that state employees receive an em- 
ployer contributions of $1,900 a 
year, federal employees, $2,500 a 
year, and local employees, 1,200 a 
year. 

He said that the city always 
seems to be able to find funds for 
consultants, but not for employees. 
He referred to $2 million spent for 
Laborfest 1990 "for a party nobody 
showed up for." He asked that the 
workday not be extended 

Nancy Allan of the Social Ser- 
vices Department, also asked that 
the 9 to 5 workday be maintained. 
She said that employees are paying 
higher rents and mortgage payments 
and will be forced lo take second 
and third jobs. She said that the 
Social Services Department em- 
ployees already work more than 
seven hours daily and that it was a 
"slap in the face to be asked to do- 
nate 2i hours more a week." She 
said morale is at an all-time low 
and the stress level is immeasur- 
able. She said that employees per- 
form above and beyond the job de- 



scription and that cost savings 
should not be one-sided with em- 
ployees have to give up everything. 

Laura Hall, also with the Social 
Services Department, said that 
many departments will not see a 
significant change in the productiv- 
ity with the increase of 2\ hours a 
week. She said that employees al- 
ready work 8 to 8; hours a day - 
lunch is a luxury. "We can't do 
more than we're doing." 

Georgia Phillips, also a Social 
Services employee, said that she 
would have to make different child 
care arrangements if the hours were 
lengthened. As it is, she said, em- 
ployees work as long as it takes lo 
get a job done. 

P.H. Bridges, a local landscape 



architect interested in the environ- 
ment, proposed an "untapped source 
of revenue." She said thai the city 
now licenses billboards at $10 a 
year and many have four faces. He 
said that a user fee should be 
charged bases on the traffic count 
along the highways on which the 
billboards arc located. The mini- 
mum fee would $10,000. He 
pointed out that public money is 
spent to pay for the highways. "I 
don't see how you can send a bill 
for $10." 

Rae LeSesne, chairman of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, asked, 
"Where is the revenue from the tax 
base every builder and developer has 
been promising for ten years?" He 
said that council needs to recognize 



that growth and especially housing 
does not pay for itself. 

Jim Beckstedt said that taxes are 
tearing him apart and that "we must 
be the richest city in the country 
because we throw more money 
away " 

Lou Pace objected to the tax in- 
crease, pointing out that the people 
are already experiencing new federal 
taxes on gas, alcohol and cigarettes. 
He said that the budget could be de- 
creased by less than one percent to 
avoid the tax increase. He said that 
the recession is costing him to 30 
to 35 percent in business a year and 
the city will be increasing his real 
estate tax rate. 



Watts Applies For Grant Funds 



City Manager Aubrey V. Watts, 
Jr. has been authorized to apply for 
$2,382,000 in Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant funds from the 
U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for fiscal year 
1991-92, the 17th year in for which 
city will receive block grant funds. 

The finance department also has 
estimated that the city will receive 
approximately $100,000 from re- 
payments of housing improvement 
loans and utility fees. 

The money will be used for in-

plementation, Section 8 (subsidized 
housing) implementation; low and 
moderate income home ownership 



program; for the transitional hous- 
ing program, housing and support 
services for the homeless, and for 
the homeless emergency program. 



Millions Spent On Acquisition 



The city will spend $4.5 million 
for the advance acquisition of 38 
residential properties in the way of 
the widening of Independence 
Boulevard between Jeanne Street 
and Haygood Road.

"We Work For Our Veterans" 



Barbara Grossnickle, Veterans Of Foreign 
Wars Ladies Auxiliary Member, Instills Loy- 
alty, Patriotism

Though she's no longer a 
military wife, Barbara Gross- 
nickle still has a strong desire to 
instill loyalty, patriotism and 
Americanism in others. 

The Bayside Villas resident 
will assume the Ladies Auxiliary 
to the Veterans of Foreign Wars' 
state presidency next month. 

"We work for our veterans. We 
do hospital work with the VA 
hospital. At the present time, 
we're at nursing homes that have 
vets," said Grossnickle. 

Grossnickle, whose ex-husband 
was in the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars post, helped to start a local 
ladies auxiliary in 1978. In order 
to be eligible for the auxiliary, a 
woman must be sponsored by a 
husband or father who served in 
the military. 

The auxiliary, Grossnickle 
said, works closely with vets, as 
well as children. The group visits 
schools and explains to children 
the meaning of and how impor- 
tant -the American Flag is. Ac- 
cording to Grossnickle, children 
must be taught patriotism at an 
early age. 

"We've always been welcomed 
in the schools here in Virginia 
Beach," she said. 

Another purpose of the auxil- 
iary, Grossnickle said, is to fight 
for bills and rights for veterans at 
the senate level and to try and get 
veterans' benefits back. 

"I believe in what the VFW 



stands for. I believe in the back- 
ground of it Our children need to 
know because, they're going to be 
the leaders of tomorrow," she 
said. 

Grossnickle said that there are 
many war veterans who in 
hospitals who never see friends or 
relatives. The ladies auxiliary 
takes it upon themselves to visit 
the vets and invite them to 
Christmas or Thanksgiving din- 
ners. 




Grossnickle has worked her 
way through the ranks of the 
ladies auxiliary, the General 
MacArthur Memorial Post She 
has served as president, district 
president, treasurer and trustee.

Unfortunately, at the same time, state governments are reducing funding to 
schools and costly plans such as vouchers and choices have been touted by 
many politicians as the best way to save it. The present financial demise of 
the Richmond, Ca. school division stands as the evidence of what such 
plans can do to public education. 

We must speak out so that Richmond, Va. is more responsible to citi- 
zens and children than Richmond, Ca. Join with VBEA teachers in saying 
"What's Left is Not Right for Our Children."

beaches," he said. "I do things for 
altruistic reasons and not for per- 
sonal recognition. People should do 
things for what they believe in." 

Accordine to Dean, the number 
one debris item found during the 
clean ups is cigarette Miters. But, he 
added, 52 percent of all items picked 
up are plastic. Last year, enough 
plastic was recycled to make park 
benches, which were donated to 
cities and military bases who 
participated in the event 

This year, on Saturday, June 1. 



Dean hopes to see about 8,000 
people, 2,000 of them from Vir- 
ginia Beach, combing Hampton 
Roads' beaches and shorelines.

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area between Laskin Road and 
Route 44 and Little Creek will also 
be cleaned up. 

From Willoughby, volunteers 
will travel to both sides of the 
Elizabeth River, to Chesa p eake, to 
the Peninsula, and then on to 
Hampton. 

How do the volunteers cover so 
much ground in only three hours? 
Dean has it all mapped out. 

The fust step to Clean the Bay 
Day, Dean said, is to obtain maps 
of all the cities' waterways. He then 
marks off one-mile increments, or 
zones, and assigns a zone captain to 
each. The captain then determines 
how dirty his area is and how many 
people it will take to clean it up. 

Dean then sets up an infoline 
through the newspaper to attract 
volunteers. A city coordinator and 
vmunieer coordinator trom each city 
contact each person who called the 
infoline to volunteer and asks them 
what area they wish to clean up. 
Once all the zones are filled with an 
appropriate number of volunteers, 
the project is underway. 

"One zone may need 20 people, 
while another may need 100 or 
200," said Dean. 

Seashore State Park requires the 
most amount of volunteers. Dean 
said, about 500 people, but not 
necessarily because it's the dirtiest 
area. Rudee Inlet is a bad area. Dean 
said, but it doesn't require as many 
people. The worst area in the city 
would have to be Stumpy Lake, as 
well as about 15 of the city's 
canals, he added. 

"What are called scenic water- 
ways are not very scenic," he said. 

For the past three years, Pahno 
has been helping to beautify the 
Lesner Bridge area. According to 
Pahno, a former Ocean Park resi- 
dent, there's quite a bit of garbage 
in that area, especially if there has 
been a storm to wash the debris 
ashore. 

"I thought it was an excellent 
idea. I'm concerned about the 
condition of our waters," said 
Pahno, who owns a printing com- 
pany and has a degree in biology. 
"People are concerned about the 
condition of the environment and 
the Bay itself. They see how pollu- 
tion affects it. They're more envi- 
ronmentally conscious." 

On Clean the Bay Day, the vol- 
unteers will be told where to report 
and what to do. They are sent out in 
pairs - one canto a trash bag, while 
the other logs the debris on a ma 



rine debris data card. The bags of 
trash are then brought to the zone 
captain and weighed on a bathroom 
scale. 

The trash is separated, Dean said, 
into two piles - what goes to the 
landfill and what is to be recycled, 
such as glass, aluminum and plas- 
tic. 

"We are attempting this year to 
also recycle styrofoam," he said.

tary , retired and then went into civil 

service work, all the while volun- 
teeringwith the police departmenL 

"If I do something out on die 
street and it involves a little kid and 
he looks up at me with tears in his 
eyes and says thank you, that's why 
I do it," said Noonan, a Pembroke 
resident and auxiliary director. 

Over the years, Noonan said, he 
has had quite a few run-ins with 
people he has arrested. But to him, 
it's all worth it. 

"I've been beat up, bad guns 
pulled on me, been hit with a car, 
cut with a knife, bitten and spit on 
... all the good things," he ssid. 
"That's part of the territory. You do 
service with a smile." 

Butler said that some auxiliary 
officers do go on to become paid 
officers. Many of the auxiliary 
officers are military men and 
women who plan to enter law en- 
forcement upon retirement or at the 
end of their active service. Others 
are local citizens who wish to con- 
tribute their time in a positive way, 
he said. 

'The main reason that they're 
needed is to augment the regular 
police force. One of the big areas is 
special events because it's just not 
effective to pull regular officers off 
their signed zones to handle special 
events, which run anywhere from 
30 minutes to eight to 12 hours," 
he said. 

Rick Norris, a Cox Cable 
employee, completed auxiliary 
training academy in 1988. He cur- 
rently puts in about 30 hours a 
month to the police department 

"I wanted to see what auxiliary 
was all about I started enjoying the 
information I was getting from the 
academy," he said. 

Norris, who lives in Hillcrest 
Apartments, said that the training 
program was informative and not 
difficult It was time consuming, 
however; Norris was working full- 
time, and taking classes at the same 
time. 

The training academy is held 
once a year, usually in October, 
Butler said. The application proce-

dure is handled the same way as it 
is for the regular officers. 

"We intend to have this next 
auxiliary academy Department of 
Criminal Justice Services ap- 
proved," he said. 

Butler added that the auxiliary 
would like to recruit more women 
and minorities. 

Norris, who is black, said he en- 
joys volunteering because of the 
comraderie. 

"It's being able to be out in the 
community. You feel like you're 
doing your part" he said. "I want to 
help out the community and assist 
the police department in any way I 
can and gain a lot of personal 
knowledge." 

Though his family and friends 
supported him, Norris added that 
many people questioned why he 
would want to put his life on the 
line for free. 

Noonan said his family also 
supported his decision to volunteer. 

"I wjll continue to do this as 
long as I'm physically able and as 
long as they allow me to do it" he 
said. 

Butler said that the negative 
publicity aimed towards the police 
department regarding brutality will 
not sway people to stop volunteer- 
ing. 

"It's just unbelievable to me that 
individuals will contribute so much 
effort and that their families allow 
them to - and for no pay, just the 
satisfaction that they get," he said.

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color television sets, riding lawn 
mowers, car engines, kitchen sinks 
and many car tires, which are usu- 
ally discovered underwater by Navy 
divers, Dean said. 

"People don't care about anyone 
or anything else and have a total 
lack of respect for others' property 
and Mother Nature," he said. 

What people don't understand, 
Dean said, is that debris affects so 
many other things, including tur- 
tles, water fowl and sea lions. 
Many sea creatures eat plastic bags, 
thinking that they are jellyfish, and 
get entangled in six-pack rings. 

"Another major problem is our 
marsh systems. These areas were 
intended to be barriers, to cleanse 
the oceans and the bays. Mother 
Nature never intended on people 
throwing stuff into our waterways," 
said Dean. 

Luckily, Clean the Bay Day has 
been a success. So successful, in 
fact that the event has received 
several local, state and national 
awards, including Take Pride in 
America, Keep Virginia Beautiful, 
Keep America Beautiful and the 
Governor's Award for Volun- 
teerism. 

"It makes me feel like I'm doing 
something and trying to make peo- 
ple aware that there is a problem," 
said Pahno. 

"It (the event) makes societal 
changes for the future," said Dean 
"It develops pride." 



with Walters and his partner in the 
early 1980s and conducted a series 
of articles on reverse police brutal- 
ity. Other newspapers picked up on 
it Walters said, and die officers re- 
ceived more publicity. 

"People are people and there will 
always be alcohol for them to 
drink," he said. "I've done a lot of 
grappling. I've had to use my side 
handle baton to knock out a win- 
dow where a guy was threatening 
me with a butcher knife." 

Walters said he has also had to 
strike a man on the knees with his 
baton because he was resisting ar- 
rest 

"Most of it's been hand-to-hand. 
Most of it's struggling, pushing, 
shoving. For a police officer, it's 
extremely dangerous. That's proba- 
bly why most of us react with the 
tools of force that they give us," 
Walters said. 

The people of Virginia Beach are 
polarized with the "them against 
us" attitude, Walters said. But he 
added, you won't find John Q. Citi- 
zen saying there's a lot of police 
brutality. 

"Most intelligent, middle-class 
people will take it with a grain of 
salt," he said. 

Walters said that the negative 
publicity towards the police de- 
partment has mostly affected the 
morale of the officers on the street 

"The job is hard enough as it is. 
It doesn't matter how many times 
they say, 'It's only a few of us.' 
Those are empty words to the gen- 
eral public," he said. 

Walters said he has lived all of 



The Virginian-Pilot articles and oc- 
curences a dozen times. And, the 
police officer's story is never the 
same as the person who files a 
complaint 

For example, a recent story sur- 
faced about a man who was driving 
to his home. He claims that once 
he was inside and began watching 
television, a police officer broke 
into his house and attacked him. 

Walters said he knows die real 
story: The man was speeding when 
a police officer began chasing him. 
The man managed to evade the po- 
lice and sped home and ran into his 
house. When the officer arrived, 
because he felt he was in hot pur- 
suit he knocked on the door. When 
the man wouldn't answer, the offi- 
cer entered the house, which Wal- 
ters said was the officer's one 
violation of policy. 

"I don't have to read die story, 
I've seen it a hundred times," he 
said. 

Though he may have to go back 
to patrolling the streets before he 
retires, Walters said he is glad he's 
no longer walking a beat If he ever 

did go back, he said, it would be to 
teach new officers how to handle 
situations and treat people with re- 
spect 

"The average police officer comes 
into this job with high ideals and 
goals to help society. Sometimes 
they find that society does not back 
them and it becomes frustrating for 
us," said Walters. "That's why so 
many good officers quit and go into 
other endeavors."

Currently, the city has installed audible pedestrian signals at two loca- 
tions: Lynnhaven Parkway and Rosemont Road and at Constitution Drive 
and Corporation Lane. The intersection of Virginia Beach Boulevard and 
Litde Neck Road, South Plaza Trail is currently being retrofitted for 
pedestrian signals and will include audible signals. In addition, due to the 
width of this intersection, the city will test the use of "Pathfinder" tiles at 
the pedestrian refuge in the median. "Pathfinder" tiles are an additional aid 
for the visually impaired. They consist of yellow tiles with raised bumps 
that can be felt with a cane or a foot They will assist a visually impaired 
person to identify when they have arrived at the median refuge area. 

If any citizens have any questions concerning this audible pedestrian 
signal program or would like to have an intersection considered for evalua- 
tion for the installation of audible pedestrian signals, contact the Traffic 
Engineering Division at 427-4491.

from basket to basket 

The emphasis in Bankshot 
Basketball is solely on bankshot 
shooting skill. To qualify as a 
"family sport" a game must be 
non-running and non-contact; the 
players athletic skills must not 
•v* determined by speed, strength, 
size, age or disability and the 
players need not be equivalent in 
ability to play together. 

Bankshot Basketball may be 
one of the few true family sports. 
It can be played solo, competi- 
tively or non-competitively by 
everyone (even those in 
wheelchairs) with no specialized 
equipment. As Urben says "A 
person in a wheelchair could go 
one-on-one with J.R. Reid and 
win." 

If bankshot basketball sounds 
appealing to you, Windhaven is 
where you will have to go to 
play. Its not yet at the big-name, 
theme parks in other parts of the 
state. As a matter of fact, this is 
the first installation in this part 
of the country and the only loca- 
tion at this time between 
Philadelphia and Florida. As 
many as 76 people can play at 
once as they make their way 
through the 19 different shooting 
stations. 

In addition to being fun, 
Bankshot Basketball backboards 
have the unusual distinction of 
qualifying as functional 
"Sportsculpture." The curvilinear 
fiberglass backboards have been 
exhibited at the Israel National 
Museum in Jerusalem and in the 
design department of the Museum 
of Modern Art in New York 
City.

City's Schools Expanding 



During the 1980s, many peo- 
ple decided to make Chesapeake 
their home. This rapid population 
expansion affected all city ser- 
vice, especially education. As a 
result, the school system pro- 
posed construction of three new 
intermediate schools, which are 
now under construction.

Suzanne and Mark Kobelja 
thought they had a healthy, eight- 
pound baby boy the day their son 
Collin came into this world. 

Suzanne had a normal pregnancy, 
an easy delivery, a beautiful new- 
born - everything was perfect 

Until Collin started turning blue. 

Sixteen noun after Collins was 
bom, the Kobelja's world was shat- 
tered. They found out mat their son 
had a heart murmur. 

"They called in a pediatrician and 
he realized he had a heart defect," 
said Suzanne. "It was an obvious 
congenital heart defect" 

Doctors explained to Kobelja and 
her husband that the artery to 
Collin's lungs was closed, therefore 
his heart wasn't receiving oxygy- 
nated blood. 

Collin was immediately trans- 
ported from Chesapeake General 
Hospital to the Children's Hospital 
of the King's Daughters in Norfolk. 
After several tests were run, he re- 
ceived open heart surgery, arid, he 
was only three days old. 

"I was worried. I was devastated. 
You're supposed to have a normal 
baby," said Kobelja. 

During surgery, Collin was 
given a shot to help oxygynate his 
blood. Doctors told the Kobeljas 
that they must wait until Collin 
was a little older before another 
surgery was performed. 

"He was still blue because it was 
only a temporary fix," said KobeUa, 
a Fox Field resident 

Collin also suffered from sin- 
isoids and an eating disorder, so he 
was kept in the hospital for more 
than three months. 

When Collin was six months 
old, the cardiologist gave the Ko- 
beljas two options: either they 
could bring Collin home and hope 



that he stays healthy, or they could 
put him on the list for a heart 
transplant The Kobeljas chose the 
transplant 

But because Mark, a Navy lieu- 
tenant was about to leave on a six- 
month overseas cruise, the Kobel- 
jas decided to wait a while before 
going ahead with the transplant. 

"We decided to hold off and let 
Mark go on his cruise. Collin was 
doing okay, he was holding his 
own," said Suzanne. 

In September of 1989, the Ko- 
■ beljas found out that the Children's 
J } Hospital didn't perform transplants. 
: They thought they would have to 
1 move Collin to Loma Linda Medi- 
; cal University Center in California. 
1 But CHKD eventually started its 
j own transplant program. 

Before Thanksgiving of that 
same year, Collin's name was 
placed on a national list to find a 
match for a donor heart The Ko- 
beljas received the call in Decem- 
ber there was a heart available. On 
Jan. S, 1990, Collin received a new 
heart, the first transplant of its kind 
to be done at the CHKD. 

"You don't think you can handle 
something like this, but there are 
things that could be worse," said 
Suzanne. 

Twenty-five days after the trans- 
plant Collin was released from the 
hospital. But at 17 months old, he 
still couldn't crawl or walk, he 
could only sit up. So, Collin im- 
mediately began physical and 
speech therapy. 

"He was so pink. He looked so 
good," said Suzanne. 'To look at 
him, you'd never know he had a 
heart transplant." 

Suzanne said that Collin's being 
in the hospital was the hardest 
thing to deal with. Not only was 
she worried about his health, but 
she also had a three-year-old daugh- 
ter who needed all of her attention. 

About three months after Collin 
was taken home, Suzanne said, he 
began to show signs of recovery. 
His appearance, though small for 
his age, began to improve and he 
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Collin Kobelja and his sister, Mary, splash around In this backyard pool 



started to lose his "baby look." But 
no matter how much progress he 
has made, there is always the 
chance that the heart will fail or 
Collin's body will reject it 

"We had a lot of confidence. 
Knowing this was the one chance at 
our son having a normal life or any 
life at all has made it better," 
Suzanne said. 

Now, Collin must visit the hos- 
pital for a biopsy every four 



months and usually visits every 
two weeks just for a checkup and 
blood work. He takes three types of 
liquid medication several times a 
day, but Suzanne said he's used to 
it; he's been on medication since 
birth. 

Though he doesn't understand 
exactly what kind of operation he 
went through, Suzanne said that

"We want to foster the kids to 
give them a warm, loving atmo- 
sphere and to have fun at the same 
time. It's like a home away from 
home," said Virginia Beach unit di- 
rector, Shiela Brooks. 

Girls Incorporated of Tidewater, 
formerly Girls Club of Tidewater, 
has been serving the area for more 
than 25 years. With service centers 
also in Norfolk and Chesapeake, the 
organization has reached a wide 
range of girls. 

The Virginia Beach unit offers a 
latch-key program for girls who 
come from single parent families or 
whose parents work until after 
school lets out A parent has the 
option of dropping her child off at 
the center before school, allowing a 
staff van to take the child to school, 
for $10 per week. Or, if a parent 
only needs her child picked up from 
school, the center charges $15 per 
week. For drop-off and pick-up, the 
cost is $25.

Meredith Braswell, McCarogher's 
nine-year-old friend from Glenwood, 
said she enjoys the jazz, ballet and 
baton classes. She would rather 
come to the center each afternoon 
than hang out at home or with 
neighborhood kids, she said. 

According to Brooks, the Girls 
Incorporated staff attempts to teach 
the girls things that their parents 
don't have time to • things that are 
important in making them better 
people. 

"The purpose of the Girls Club 
is to help young girls and young 
children have a good environment 
for progressing through life; an ed- 
ucational one and one that is fun 
also," said Caroline Phillips, past 
president of the club's board of di- 
rectors and long-time volunteer. 



Brooks said that many of the 
girls who join the club are very shy 
and don't have many friends. Most 
are upper to middle class. 

"By the time we're finished with 
them, there's no shyness," she said. 
"They come in here and make new 
friends and they learn to share. They 
learn to be better lads." 

Winta Vasquez, 9, has been club 
member for about five years. Her 
mother drops, her off after school 
every day so she can play games 
and meet new girls her age. 

"I want to come here until I be- 
come a junior staffer," said 
Vasquez, a Kings Grant Elementary 
School student. 

According to Brooks, when the 
girls reach about age 14, the club 
puts them to work. Because many 
of the girls have grown up in the 
girls club, they know how it runs 
and operates. If they're interested, 
Brooks said, the club will designate 
them a junior staff member.

Chaplain Says Thank You 
To Virginia Beach Police 

This commentary on Virginia Beach poUce officers was admitted by 
Volunteer Police Chaplain, DA. Staton, Virginia Beach PoUce Depart 
ment; president, Virginia Beach PoUce and Ministers Association; prest 
dent, Virginia Beach Auxiliary Police Association; pastor. Christian Mis

Most of our nation supported our military in Operation Desert Storm, l, 
too, supported them. My oldest son was on a troop landing stop in the 
Persian Gulf waiting to deposit U.S. Marines into Kuwait I love him and 
I wish he did not have to be there. That war is finished. My son and most 
of our military are now safely home. 

I tove you, too, and wish that you did not have to go into our streets 
today or any day. You here, like those over there, have volunteered to keep 
people free and guarantee their liberty. You, too, take to the front lines in 
an unpopular war. You, too, are demonstrated against and ridiculed for your 
stand. I have been there with you facing die danger, the tension, the un- 
known and occasionally, the unexpected. I feel your frustration. I watch the 
street war and all the other things you must deal with wear you down - 
sometimes wear you out 

The free world supported Operation Desert Storm, but generally takes 
you for granted. In spite of the fact that you are dedicated to doing your 
best you find yourselves unappreciated and sometimes unwanted. When 
some stinker among your profession does w/ong, you who are innocent are 
tarred with the same attitudes from society as the wrongdoer. 

You see the seamy side of our society. You see our citizens at their 
worst Neither the courts, the attorneys nor most of our citizens will ever 
be able to comprehend the on-the-scenes sights, sounds, smells and actions 
with which you must contend and still do a professional job. At scenes 
where most would run, mint or throw-up, you swallow hard - choking back 
gag reflexes and sometimes tears - stand your ground and do your duty. 

When they appear in court these citizens are clean and polished, on their 
best behavior, usually have a good attorney and in that sterile atmosphere, 
it is hard for anyone to believe they behaved as you testify. Often, they get 
no punishment at all. 

You took an oath. You dedicated yourself to do these tasks, whatever the 
cost even if that cost means personal injury or loss of your life. 

I know the toll it takes upon you, the submerged pain, agitation and 
frustration that those who have never been in your shoes - your situations - 
will not ever be able to comprehend. I know the hardness you must de- 
velop to be able to perform some of these gut-retching, heartbreaking tasks 
- a hardness that sometimes you are not able to lay aside when you go 
home or when your next situation to handle is a simple call for service and 
those with whom you have to deal cannot understand why you are short or 
abrupt in your efforts to communicate. 

You handle these many and varied situations and emotions extremely 
well most of the time. I never cease to be amazed at how well you do han- 
dle them. Most people in our country would not stay in a job where they 
experienced being called anything and everything repulsive, degrading and 
less than human. They would not tolerate being spat or vomited upon; not 
tolerate hearing language so filthy as to make you want to vomit They 
would not want to look upon, much less touch, what you must handle in 
the normal course of your duty. 

Not many of our people would accept the task of dealing with mutilated 
bodies - sometimes they are bodies of children or babies, the same age and 
similar in appearance to your own children. Very, very few would accept an 
assignment to go a stranger's door and deliver the bad news of the death of 
a loved one. 



To a few of us who have our eyes, minds 
and hearts open, you are not only appreci- 
ated a nd loved, but we also recognize that 
you are indispensable. 
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The things you handle, die things you see, the things you tolerate, the 
things you experience and are still able to come back for more time after 
time and continue to do a good job for the rest of us still amazes me! Oth- 
ers would quit or run in fear or disgust you stand in your position of 
commitment day in, day out rain or shine, hot or cold, fun or not, you do 
your job and do it extremely well! 

To a few of us who have our eyes, minds and hearts open, you are not 
only appreciated and loved, but also we recognize that you are indispens- 
able! We in our society could not live very long as we do if you did not 
voluntarily put yourselves between us and evil, often working alone, fre- 
quently outnumbered, at times chilled to the marrow of your bones as you 
do what you can for someone in need or to secure justice in some atrocious 
incident even as those you are protecting are oblivious to your presence 
and the dangers you face. 

If I were to speak in praise of you for all the remaining moments of my 
life, I could not even then adequately express the depth, nor the quality of 
my appreciation and admiration for you. No level of pay can now or ever 
compensate you for what you do. Even if you live a king, long life, our 
society's debt to you will never be fully paid. 

To say thank you seems grossly inadequate. That is why I, and others, 
volunteer to be chaplains to you to do all we can for and with you. No 
matter how many of us work with and for you, no matter even, how often 
we do it or how well we do it it is not enough to give to and for you who 
deserve so much. 
May you see many more days. 
May you enjoy much life, love and peace. 
Your resolve and dedication stronger than ever. 
Your peace become more unshakable than ever!!! 
May blessings and happiness come to you in ever- 
increasing abundance! 
May your joy be full and overflowing. 
May the day soon come when you will be paid enough 
that you do not have to do other jobs to make a living and 
still be a law enforcement officer. 

May the dawning of a new day bring to you the appreciation, admiration 
and recognition you so richly deserve from the society you protect and 
serve. 

May it be that the society you serve begins to acknowledge you to be 
fellow human beings and special people who give yourselves to accom- 
plishing a near impossible task - that task being the safety and well being 
of the rest of us who are not involved in policing and keeping clean and 
orderly our society.

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Advocates For Abused Children 



In September 1988, the city of Virginia Beach initialed a special pro- 
gram using trained community volunteers to advocate for the needs of 
abused and neglected children. 

The Court Appointed Special Advocate Program, known better as 
CASA, provides screening, training and supervision to volunteers who are 
then assigned a case involving a severely abused and/or neglected child (or 
children) by the judges of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court The 
role of the CASA volunteer is to carefully research the background of the 
child and to serve as the "child's voice in court," helping the judge decide 
whether to return the child to his or her parents, place the child in foster 
care or consider the child for adoption. To do this, the CASA volunteer in- 
terviews the child/children, as well as the parents, other family members, 
foster parents, teachers, social workers and any other relevant professionals, 
such as physicians and therapists. 

After the judge makes a decision in the case, and between periodic court

fully research the background of the child 
and to serve as the "child's voice in court." 



reviews of the matter, the CASA volunteer usually remains involved with 
the child and family for about a year to monitor the situation, with a close 
eye on the safety of the child. Only when it is relatively certain that the 
child will not be subjected to further abuse or neglect will the CASA's 
involvement in the matter be terminated. 

The CASA program was established under the auspices of the assistant 
city manager for human services, and with the support of the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations Court judges. The Virginia Beach CASA program is

Watts Will Report, Keep Private Police Complaints 



City Manager Aubrey V. Watts, 
fr., has declared a kind of Glasnost 
in respect to the Police Department 
but said that while he wants to be 
open, privacy also has to be pro- 
tected. 

In a report to City Council at an 
informal council sessions recently. 
Watts said that the Police Depart- 
ment is working with the city at- 
torney's office to provide for the re- 
lease of results of internal investi- 
gations of citizen complaints to the 
public. The secrecy of such 
investigations has been a bone of 
contention between the department 
and the public. 

Watts said that he would be pro- 
viding periodic reports to the City 
Council on instances where citizens 
have filed complaints with the Po- 
lice Department and will take the 
necessary steps to balance the need 
for the public to know and the 
rights of privacy of all concerned. 

Also, individual police officers 
have been prohibited from merging 
or reducing charges. Watts ex- 
plained that this means efforts to 
bargain charges are left in the hands 
of attorneys and the courts, not in- 
dividual police officers. 

Watts also is seeking assistance 
from a small group of private citi- 
zens consisting of former Circuit 
Court Judge George Vakos; attor- 
ney Bryan Williams; former Army 
officer and city administrator Don- 
ald Trueblood; attorney Judy 
Rosenblatt; and William A. 
Schlimgen. 

The five-page report virtually 
preempted a proposal by Council- 
woman Reba McClanan to direct 
the city manager to prepare and 
submit to City Council procedures, 
guidelines and plan of implementa- 
tion for the establishment of a citi- 
zens review committee to review 
Police Department investigations of 
complaints alleging substantial 
abuse of authority or other serious 
misconduct/ 

On her motion, council deferred 
for 90 days the resolution request- 
ing the formation of the citizens 
committee. Watts said that he 
would have a report on his 
committee within 60 to 90 days. 



McClanan said that she proposed 
the resolution at the request of a 
number of concerned citizens, but 
that "Watts has responded to this in 
a way I expected he would." She 
said that she would give him time 
to evaluate the entire situation. She 
said that if she wasn't satisfied she 
would be back with her resolution. 

Watts' five-page progress report 
relates to the allegations of police 
brutality published in local news- 
papers. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
Jr., who is a captain on the police 
force, said that he supported the re- 
view committee and that is "is not 
true that he is willing to condone 
brutality." He said that he agreed 
that not enough was made public, 
but that the review committee 
should cover all city departments, 
that it would be healthy for the 
whole system. 

He said that Watts' ideas were 
good, but that the problem he had 
with the manager was that he acted 
too quickly. Brazier criticized Walts 
for calling for an investigation of 
the brutality charges shortly after 
the allegations were made in the 
newspapers. 

He said that the police officers 
investigated by internal affairs do 
not have the same rights as other 
citizens. They can be called in and 
required to answer questions and re- 
quired to take a polygraph test. 
They do not have anyone advising 
them of their rights and are without 
constitutional protection. If the of- 
ficer doesn't talk, he's fired. Brazier 
said. 

Brazier failed, however, by a vote 
of 6-4, to win support for an ordi- 
nance which would have restricted 
the city manager to a $20,000 limit 
without approval by city council 
for the allocation of city resources 
for any festival parade or related 
event The intent was to limit the 
use of personnel, equipment and 
other services for such activities as 
Laborfest The city spent $2 mil- 
lion during Laborfest 1990 for such 
activities. 

Brazier said that it appeared he 
was trying to restrict the manager. 



"I suppose, that's true, but I'm try- 
ing to restrict how the city uses its 
manpower." He said that he does 
not want to restrict the manager in 
emergencies. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. said that he could not 
support the ordinance. He said the 
council is there to set policy and 
that he thought that council some- 
times gets too involved in the de- 
tails. He said that the city has a city 
manager doing a good job and "I 
don't see any reason for this." He 
saw as unreasonable taking an item 
this size out of a $645 million 
budget 

McClanan, however, supported 
the ordinance, saying that it would 
keep the city from spending money 
as it did last year during Laborfest 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that it was the symbolism that he 
didn't like. He said that the city 
manager deals with much more 
money with no restrictions. 

Brazier pointed out that Jones 
recommended a quarterly review of 
the Capital Improvement Program. 

Jones replied that the quarterly 
report related to millions of dollars, 
not $20,000. "I don't happen to 
think the city manager spent any 
money last year without the 
knowledge of council. The respon- 
sibilities squarely with city council, 
and not .with the city manager. 

Voting for the ordinance were 
Brazier, Councilman Paul 
Lanteigne and Councilwomen Mc- 
Clanan and Nancy Parker. 

McClanan's resolution drew sup- 
port from Lou Pace who decried the 
secrecy of internal affairs investiga- 
tions, and E. George Minns, presi- 
dent of the Virginia Beach chapter 
of the NAACP. Minns said that 
others have requested the formation 
of such a committee. At present he 
said, the citizens have to resort to 
costly litigation. He said that the 
recent allegations are in no way a 
condemnation of all police officers. 
"We have to have them." He said 
that such a committee is needed for 
a sensitive issue. 

Among other activities listed by 
Watts: 



• The city is expanding an effort 
in the community relations unit, 
specifically toward targeting high 
emphasis area with programs such 
as PAL and other community sup- 
port programs. 

• The city is combining the 
problem-oriented policing program 
in the third police precinct 

• The training program has been 
expanded and one-third of all lieu- 
tenants have gone through career 
counseling to assist officers with 
critical incident debriefing. 

• Watts will be releasing to City 
Council a report on previous com- 
plaints filed with the Police De- 
partment and the dispositions of 
those cases. 

• The city is analyzing various 
types of offenses filed by officers, 
their disposition and other em- 
ployment data which will assist the 
staff in evaluating the training pro- 
gram, assignment of officers and 
supervision and counseling. 

• The city shortly will be adver- 
tising the telephone number of the 
Internal Affairs Unit of the Depart- 
ment of Police to provide a 24-hour 
a day, seven-day-week method for 
individuals to notify the department 
of their concerns. 

• In the long term. Watts will be 
examining the entire complaint fil- 
ing process to ensure that it is user- 
friendly, readily available at multi- 
ple locations and has an easily un- 
derstood complaint form. He also 
will examine the possibility ol 
having ethical, personal injury ot 
property damages reports filed with 
third part agencies such as the city 
manager, city clerk or city attorney 
office. 

• The police chief has already 
contacted minority organizations for 
recommendations on appropriate 
standards and participation in police 
training. 

• Watts is examining alternatives 
for die processing of cases involv- 
ing assault on police officers and 
considering with the city attorney 
how best to distinguish and balance 
employee rights and matters for 
criminal and civil litigation. 

"In looking at the issues," he 



said, "there are important factors to 
consider at this time. First is that 
our police department and police 
officers are too important for use to 
take short cuts. I am committed to 
openness, thoroughness and objec- 
tivity. All of the facts are not yet 
in, but that will not deter me from 
taking immediate steps to examine 
the processes. There are two very 
important questions that need to be 



answered: 

"How can we ensure through our 
training and supervisory efforts that 
our standards are the highest and 
that appropriate professional 
judgement is adhered to? 

"How do we assure the public 
that we can provide a safe commu- 
nity for law-abiding citizens bal- 
anced with protection of each indi- 
vidual's rights?" 



Council Considers Weights, Measures 



City Council was to consider 
this week two proposals made by 
Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne af- 
fecting the city's legal services and 
the truck weighing/weights and 
measures programs. 

Lanteigne attempted to include 
his proposals as amendments to the 
Operating Budget last week, but re- 
ceived little support 

Councilman Harold Heischober, 
who made the motion to approve 
the budget on second reading, said 
that he needed more information to 
vote on Lanteigne's proposals. Vice 
Mayor Robert E. Fentress also said 
that council needed more informa- 
tion and suggested that Lanteigne 
bring up the amendments at a later 
date. 

Council then apparently agreed to 
the suggestion of Councilman 
William D. Sessoms, Jr., that the 
amendments be placed on this 
week's agenda. Fentress also asked 
that the staff make comments on 
the amendments. 

Lanteigne wants to reduce, if not 
eliminate all together, the use of 
outside attorneys by the School 
Board and the city and to use that 
money and money which would be 
paid other consultants which would 
be saved to bolster the common- 
wealth's attorney's and city attor- 
ney's offices. 

He noted that the School Board 
has requested $128,724 for outside 
legal services. He suggested that 
these funds be transferred to the city 
attorney's office and used to supply 
legal staff sufficient to handle the 



legal services required by the 
School Board. 

To eliminate the duplication of 
effort between the city and com- 
monwealth's attorney's office - 
misdemeanor cases are now being 
prosecuted by both the city attorney 
and the commonwealth's attorney - 
Lanteigne recommended the transfer 
of one attorney and one docket clerk 
from the city attorney to the com- 
monwealth's attorney and the fund- 
ing of two additional attorneys and 
two additional secretaries for the 
commonwealth's attorney's office at 
a cost of $148,325. The money 
would come, he said, from the re- 
duction in the use of outside con- 
sultants/contractual services, pro- 
fessional improvement a combina- 
tion of these or any other area 
deemed appropriate by the city 
manager and approved by council. 

Lanteigne said that according to 
Commonwealth's Attorney Robert 
Humphrey's, his office has received 
only one additional prosecutor dur- 
ing the last five years. During that 
time, the police department has in- 
creased by 100 and the number of 
judges has increased by five. As a 
result he said, Humphreys has been 
forced to prioritize the cases for 
prosecutions and to discontinue 
prosecuting some offenses. 

The commonwealth's attorney's 
office is funded by the state, al- 
though the city subsidizes the 
operation. Councilman John A. 
Baum remarked that the city already

those that can be folded into a "V 
to keep air from entering the house 
and those made from foam with an 
adhesive already on the back. 

Entry door bottoms can be a 
problem. Most well-designed front 
doors have interlocking metal 
weather stripping across the bottom 
that lock into the threshold. If you 
spot frost along this area during 
windy, cold days, your house has 
settled and the energy efficiency has 
been compromised. During other 
times of the year, you can tell that 
th e bottom seal is faulty when soot 
builds up around carpeting near the 
door. 

There are two ways to solve this 
problem. You can install an inte- 
rior entry door bottom seal for 
storm doors. 

An interior seal that is adhesive- 
backed and can be positioned across 
the door bottom. The exterior 
storm door seal is screwed to the 
door bottom. An adjustable, 
durable tubular seal compresses 
evenly across the bottom threshold 
when the door is closing, covering 
gaps as wide as a quarter of an inch. 

Door bottom seals keep out cold 
or hot air. They also repel fine 
soot blown by outside winds and 
they prevent small, crawling insects • 
from entering the house. 

Patio doors are another source of 
energy loss in winter. A specially 
designed outdoor insulator kit for 
patio doors now is available for 
these sliding doors. The lot con- 
tains clear-as-glass film to cover 
standard size doors. The film is 
stretched around the top, sides and 
bottom frames of the patio doors, 
amd held firmly in place with dou- 
ble-sided tape.

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DIAT Exhibit At Museum 



Since April 1988, the Coast 
Guard Drug Interdiction Assist 
Team, (DIAT) of Portsmouth, has 
been participating in the United 
States Government's Riverine 
Interdiction Program of Operation 
"Snowcap" in Bolivia. 

Operation Snowcap is a South 
American anti-drug campaign in- 
volving elements of host country 
anti-narcotics police. United States 
Coast Guard, Drug Enforcement 
Agency, Department of State, Bor- 
der Patrol and United States special 
forces military personnel. 

In a virtually unnoticed escala- 
tion of the Coast Guard's role in 
stopping the flow of drugs into the 
United States, a specially trained 
unit is sending small teams up Bo- 
livia's snake-infested rivers and into 
jungles to seek and destroy cocaine 
laboratories. DIATs members learn 
jungle and guerrilla warfare tech- 
niques, foreign languages and skills 
usually reserved for Army green 
berets or Navy SEAL teams. 

Last year in Bolivia, the Coast 



Guard DIAT was involved with 
seizures of 44 clandestine cocaine 
labs, 12 cocaine process pits, 1,871 
pounds of cocaine hydrochloride, 
2,897 pounds of cocaine base, 20 
pounds of cocaine paste, 7,407 gal- 
lons of precursor chemicals, 1 1 air- 
craft, five vessels, 24 airstrips, 
$153,000 United States dollars, 12 
grenades and 15 automatic weapons. 

This exhibit, complete with 
mannequin in-jungle gear actually 
used, is in the Life-Saving Mu- 
seum's upper gallery and will be 
there for a limited time this year. 

The Life-Saving Museum of 
Virginia is the former Virginia 
Beach Coast Guard Station and is 
located on the boardwalk at 24th 
Street. It is a national historical 
landmark and tells the story of 
heroic shipwreck rescues and also 
Coast Guard activities throughout 
its illustrious history. The Upper 
Gallery features a new War Years 
exhibit chronicling German U-Boat 
activity off the Virginia coast with 
audio visual presentations.

St. Luke's Drama 
Department, Preaches 
The Church's Word 



The Return Will Be' 
Performed On May 
31

A few years ago, St Luke's 
United Methodist Church on 
Stone Shore Road almost closed 
its doors on its congregation 
when attendance began dropping 
and funds became low. 

But, since then, the church has 
bounced back. Money has been 
raised, a new pastor now serves 
the church, finances were cut 
back and new departments were 
established. 

One of the new departments, 
designed to get the church's word 
out to the public is a drama de- 
partment, which is in the process 
of rehearsing for its first play. 

"It's another way of reaching 
people and letting them know 
what the church has to say," said 
department founder and director, 
Rita Kanten, a Windsor Woods 
resident 

Kanten approached the church's 
administrative council last Jan- 
uary with her idea to direct a 
drama department. Once the 
council approved it, Kanten put 
her plan into action. 

"Then I began looking for a 
play that we could do that 
wouldn't tax us," she said. "I fi- 
nally decided to take the bull by 
the horns and do it" 

Kanten chose a play called The 
Return, a western musical ver- 
sion of the Parable of the Prodi- 
gal Son. 

Kanten, who has acted in and 
directed amateur church plays be- 
fore, said this was her first at- 
tempt in working with adults. In 
the past, she has worked mainly 
with children. She has found that 
adults are more difficult to work 
with; she has to be more tactful 
with her authority, she said. 

Kanten began recruiting cast 
members on her own; she held no 
formal auditions. She began with 
the church choir and chose peo- 
ple who she thought would fit 
the part and then asked if they 
would be interested. 

"They were really enthusiastic 
about it I was real pleased with 
the response from the church," 
she said. 

Kanten ended up with 25 cast 
members and several extras. The 
group rehearses on Tuesday and 
Thursay nights. 



"It takes a lot of organization. 
Before we started rehearsals, I had 
everything lined up the way I 
wanted it to go," she said. 

The first three rehearsals cov- 
ered Act I, the second three cov- 
ered Act II and the third three 
covered Act III. Now, all the acts 
are rehearsed together forming 
one big play, Kanten said. 

Though she is proud of all her 
cast members, Kanten said that 
some still have not learned all 
their lines. The best way to learn 
them, Kanten tells her students, 
is to read the entire play first, 
then go back and read their parts, 
picturing the scene in their heads. 

"I have encouraged them to 
know the scene well enough so if

they had to they could step in and 
pick it up at any part," she said. 

The play is a comedy about a 
young man who lives on a ranch 
with his family.

"We enjoy being together as a 
group.

What does Titan, Early Glow, 
Sunrise, Appollo, All-Star and At- 
las among others have in common? 

These are just some of the vari- 
eties of strawberries you can come 
taste, see and enjoy at the eighth 
annual Pungo Strawberry Festival 
scheduled for Saturday and Sunday, 
May 25 and 26. 

Put together by the people who 
call Pungo home, this festival last 
year had over 1 10,000 people in at- 
tendance (in 1989 over 157,000 at- 
tended despite the rain) with plans 
being made to follow the same 
formula as in 1990, (except for the 
liquid sunshine) with plenty of 
home cooking, homemade crafts, 
live entertainment, games and a pa- 
rade to keep the hometown country 
fair atmosphere alive so everyone 
can have a good time. 

Pungo residents and merchants 
created the Strawberry Festival 
eight years ago for the purpose of 
promoting the Pungo area of Vir- 
ginia Beach, its agriculture and the 
area's most popular crop - 
strawberries. 

The festival itself will be located 
in the southern end of Virginia 
Beach, with the center of activities 
once again being centered around 
the Pungo Square Shopping Center 



area. 

To arrive at the festival area lo- 
cated on Princess Anne Road, you 
can use Indian River Road, General 
Booth Boulevard or Princess Anne 
Road, from the Virginia Beach 
Municipal Center complex, or just 
10 minutes from the resort area of 
Virginia Beach past Rudee Inlet. 
Several signs will be posted along 
the way to help guide you to the 
festival area. 

Besides the festival itself, over 
120 acres in Virginia Beach are used 
for growing strawberries, with 
fields open for picking by the gen- 
eral public. Of course, several other 
vegetables can also be picked fresh 
from the fields in Virginia Beach 
and the surrounding area, beginning 
at this time, too. In fact, at last 
year's festival, 415 strawberry 
shortcakes were served, 1 10 gallons 
of strawberry ice cream, over 700 
fresh strawberry pies, as well as 
6,160 quarts of fresh strawberries 
were sold.

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The list is endless on ways you 
can taste and enjoy strawberries. Of 
course, other food items will be 
available, including pit cooked bar- 
becue, hamburgers, chicken, fresh 
seafood, delicious desserts and soft 
drinks. 

In fact, the strawberry that we 
know was "discovered" in Virginia 
Beach back in 1609 by Christopher 
Newport and his settlers who spot 
ted them growing wild near the area 
we now call Cape Henry. This 
variety was carried back to Europe 
and crossed with European varieties 
that same century and is the basis 
for the many varieties we use today. 

The variety from Virginia Beach 
has been named Fragaria Virgini- 
ana. To salute that fact locally, the 
official city seal of Virginia Beach, 
has strawberry leaves circling the 
symbol of today's Virginia Beach.

Plenty of land has been set aside 
for parking at the Pungo Strawberry 
Festival area, as well as park-and- 
ride shuttle service from the Vir- 
ginia Beach Municipal Center. 

Parking at the festival area will 
be at the Pungo Air Strip on 
Princess Anne Road also at the in- 
tersection of Princess Anne Road, 
with the three locations designed to 
provide space for over 40,000 vehi- 
cles, with additional land available 
to be used. All areas will have 
security personnel and signs to di- 
rect people to park and several en- 
trance/exit spots. 

City of Virginia Beach police 
will also be directing traffic 
throughout the area to ease conges- 
tion, with the cost to park at 
S3/vehicle. 

During the festival hours, the 
section of road from Indian River 
Road and Princess Anne Road to 
North Muddy Creek Road and 
Princess Anne Road will be closed 
to traffic (hours closed on Saturday, 
May 25 from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. and 
Sunday, May 26 from 9 a.m. to 7 
p.m.) with several detour signs and 
police officers to direct you around 
the barricaded area, which is the 
festival area.

John Pillow grew up on a farm 
in Lynchburg. Though he en- 
joyed the farm life, he knew that 
there was no future in it. 

But, living on a farm did teach 
Pillow a thing or two about gar- 
dening and getting his hands 
dirty. 

For the past 20 or 2$ years. 
Pillow, a Fairfield resident, has 
nursed his backyard garden into a 
colorful, healthy myriad of 
vegatables. 

"I love to see things grow. I 
love to plant stuff," said Pillow, 
who is 71. 

Pillow said although he stays 
busier in the garden in the spring, 
he gets a head start by cleaning 
out and tilling his garden in the 
fall.

duce to friends and relatives. 

Pillow said he doesn't eat too 
much of the vegetables simply 
because he isn't home enough to 
eat. He does have an occasional 
breakfast or lunch at home, but 
Pillow usually spends dinner eat- 
ing out with friends. 

"I just love to watch a plant

grow. Now it's just a hobby. I'll 
put a seed out, watch it mature 
and get a harvest out of it," he 



Pillow also enjoys gardening 
because it's recreational and 
healthy, he said.

CUBE Re-Elects Spiva 



Dr. Ulysses V. Spiva, a membei 
of the Virginia Beach School Boarc 
and education professor at Old Do- 
minion University, has been re- 
elected chairman of the Council of 
Urban Boards of Education (CUBE). 

A direct affiliate of the National 
School Boards Association 
(NSBA), CUBE consists of 71 of 
the nation's largest school districts. 
CUBE member school districts 
have a combined total of more than 



10 million students. 

The council provides a network- 
ing opportunity for school districts 
in urban areas and assists them in 
efforts to attain excellence and eq- 
uity in education, effective leader- 
ship and strength in Washington. 

During his term as CUBE 
chairman. Dr. Spiva will continue 
to serve as a member of the NSBA 
board of directors. 



Preliminary plans for the con- 
struction of additional on-campus 
residence facilities were recently 
authorized by the Virginia Wes- 
leyan College Board of Trustees. 

The trustees also approved a 
budge in excess of $14 million and 
the addition of four full-time fac- 
ulty/staff positions for the fall of 
1991. After their meeting, the 
trustees attended the formal opening 
of the new campus dining center 
and related facilities. 

A report from the Building and 
Grounds Committee outlined pre- 
liminary plans for the building of 
additional residence halls on cam- 
pus. The board adopted a motion 
approving, in principle, the con- 
struction of two or more residence 
halls in Academic Village III and 
authorized the Executive Commit- 
tee to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions and to arrange financing for 
the project. 

The college currently has eight 
residence halls, four each in Village 
I and Village II, which house a total 
of 441 students, or 39 percent of 
the full-time enrollment of 1,137 in 
f990-91. The college placed 129 
students in off-campus townhouses 
and apartments adjacent to the cam- 
pus for 1990-91. Vision 21, long- 
range projections for the year 2000 
presented last fall, envisions an en- 
rollment of 1,300 full-time students 
by the year 2000, with half of these 
students to be housed on campus. 

The $14,663,000 budget, for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1991, 
represents a nine percent increase 
over the current budget. Of this 
amount, 69 percent will be met by 
tuition and fees. The remainder will 
come from gifts and contributions, 
income ■from endowment, and in- 
come from residence halls and food 
services. 

Tuition for the 1991-92 academic 
year will be $8,740, an increase of 
7.9 percent over this year's figure of 
$8,100. Room and board for resi- 
dent students will be increased from 
$4,100 to $4,425. This will result 
in an overall cost in 1991-92 of 
$8,740 for commuters and X13 ifiS 
tor resident campus, compared to 
$8,100 and $12,200 respectively, 
for the current year. 

Instruction and academic support 
account for 32 percent of the new 
budget; 13 percent is designated for 
student services; 13 percent for fi- 
nancial aid; and the remainder for 
general operation, maintenance and 
institutional support. President 
Lambuth M. Clarke told the 
trustees that financial assistance for 



students with need is one of the 
highest priorities for the college. 
This past year 69 percent of Vir- 
ginia Wesleyan students received 
some form of financial aid, and 45 
percent received need-based aid. 

New faculty positions for 1991- 
92 were approved in foreign lan- 
guages, biology and communica- 
tions. A new staff position was ap- 
proved for a director of institutional 
research and assessment. 

In other action, trustees approved 
faculty promotions for Dr. Isabelle 
Shannon, from associate professor 
to professor of education; for Dr. 
Kathy Merlock Jackson, from 
assistant professor to associate pro- 
fessor of communications; and for 
Evelyn K. Blachman, from instruc- 
tor to assistant professor of En- 
glish. 

After the conclusion of their 
meeting, trustees attended the for- 
mal opening, along with 400 other 
guests, of the Robert Friend and 
Sara Miller Boyd Dining Center and 
related facilities. The new 31,800- 
square-foot, $3.5 million facilities 
include a 356-seat main dining area 
and three smaller dining rooms, the 
Alumni Galleria, the business of- 
fices, Scribner Bookstore and the 
post office. 

The dining center is named for 
trustee Robert Friend Boyd and his 
wife, Sara Miller Boyd, who made 
the leadership gift which kicked off 
the college's $9 million 25th an- 
niversary campaign. Boyd is a 
charter member of the VWC Board 
of Trustees. 

Other major funding for the cen- 
ter came from a $350,000 challenge 
grant from the Kresge Foundation. 
Funding for a private dining room 

was given through the Estate of 
Goldie Miller Shafer of Norfolk in 
memory of her son, Woolsey Bruce 
Shafer III. A leadership gift for the 
Scribner Bookstore was given in 
memory of A. Kenneth Scribner, 
Sr., by his wife, son and daughter- 
in-law. The Alumni Galleria was 
provided by contributions from 
more than 250 alumni of Virginia 
Wesleyan College. 

The opening of the new dining 
center concluded the most prolific 
building period in Virginia Wes- 
leyan's history. In four years, three 
building projects, with a cost in 
excess of $9,000,000, have been 
completed, including the center for 
the humanities, in September 1988; 
five buildings of Academic Village 
II, September 1990, and the Boyd 
dining center with its related facili- 
ties. May 1991. Nearly $8 million 



has been contributed or pledged in 
the college's 25th anniversary cam- 
paign for these new facilities. 

The college has just completed 
its 25th academic session, graduat- 
ing its largest class of 223 students. 
Virginia Wesleyan, the only pri- 
vate, four-year, residential liberal 
arts college in Eastern Virginia, 



opened in the fall of 1966 with 75 
students. Enrollment for fall 1990 
was 1,390, with 1,127 in the.day 
program and 253 in the Adult 
Studies Program. Students this past 
year came from 31 state, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and six foreign 
:oun tries.

Lanteigne also would combine 
the truck weighing program and the 
weights and measures program, for 
a savings of $22,598. 

The truck weighing program re- 
quires the addition of $55,422 in 
appropriations and two employees 
estimated revenues, however, are

Lanteigne proposes using the 
$55,422 for both programs and 
eliminating the addition of two 
employees for the truck weighing 
program. The same personnel used 
in the weights and measure pro- 
grams would be used in the truck 
weighing program.

One of the four City Council 
members who voted against the 5.8 
cent tax increase and the 
$645,436,159 1991-92 operating 
budget said that the council could 
have done more to reduce the budget 
and the taxes. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
said that "I cannot sit here and tell 
you we did everything we should." 

His remarks followed 11th hour 
appeals from citizens last week op- 
posed to the tax increase and re- 
marks by other council members 
who supported the budget 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that the city manager cut $11 mil- 
lion out of the budget, which was a 
litUe more than the cuts made by 
the state city council made an effort 
to cut the budget, he said. 

Councilman Harold Heischober, 
who made the motion to approve 



the tax increase and budget on sec- 
ond reading last week, as he did on 
first reading the previous week, said 
that the city had two options - to 
continue to educate children or to 
reduce the quality of education by 
the $10 million cut by the state. 

"Nobody on council wants to in- 
crease taxes," he said, "but this city 
is not going down the drain." 

Brazier said that he did not agree 
with Jones that council worked hard 
on this budget. He said that council 
apparently put off priority studies. 
He said that Councilman Paul J. 
Lanteigne and he suggested cost- 
saving measures. He agreed, "We 
are a healthy city, but I cannot sit 
here and tell you we did everything 
we should" 

The tax increase and budget were 
adopted by a 6-4 vote with Brazier, 
Lanteigne and Council women Reba 
McClanan and Nancy Parker dis- 
senting. Parker said she voted for 
the School Board appropriations 
except for administration, alter- 
ations and maintenance. 

Sheldon Comer said that he didn't 
mind paying taxes if he got his 
money's worth, but that the school 
budget is like a sacred cow and 
should be reduced. 

He also suggested as a 
"demonstrations of faith," that 
council reduce its own salaries by 
$100 a month each and reduce 
salaries of employee making 
$52,000 or more by the same 
amount. 

He said that the burden should be 
shared and not placed entirely on the 
employees. 

Lou Pace suggested that the city 
spend part of its $50 million re- 



serve, saying that the reserve was 
for a rainy day. He said that the city 
employees are affected two ways, 
they receive no increase in salary 
and will have to pay more taxes. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
said that the city does not have a 
"rainy day reserve," that it's a debt 
service reserve. 

Heischober also explained that 
the funds are not idle, but are earn- 
ing money. 



Parker added that the reserve is 
needed to make sure that the city 
receives a favorable bond rating as- 
suring lower interest rates on bor- 
rowed money. 

Rae LeSesne suggested that there 
is another way to keep the city's 
bond rating, not to get the city so 
deeply in debt He said that the debt 
service is the second largest item in 
the budget. He said that he opposed 
the tax increase.

Council Adopts Early Retirement 
Resolutions For City Employees 



If no more man MJ percent of the 
city employees that take advantage 
of early retirement are replaced, the 
city will come out ahead. City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts, Jr. in- 
formed council. And, Watts said, he 
intends to make sure that" the early 
retirement program will not cost 
the city any money. 

City Council last week adopted 
resolutions permitting early retire- 
ment for employees aged 50 with 
25 or more years of service on 
Sept. 1, 1991. 

The city is offering inducements 
for early retirement which, if all of 
the approximately 65 employees 
eligible were replaced, would cost 
the city money. Watts told council 
that the only way the early retire- 
ment plan would save the city 
money is to leave at least half of 
the positions unfilled. In cases 
where positions are filled, Watts 
said, it will usually be at a lower 
salary than salaries earned by re- 
tirees. 

If none of the employees are re- 
placed, the city will experience a 
net savings of $992,937 in 1991 
and a $1,984,437 net savings in 
1992. If half of the positions are 
refilled, the city's savings would 
drop to $183,472 in 1992 and 
$978,832 in 1993. 

To obtain the benefits, eligible 
employees must retire between July 
1 and Oct. 1 of this year. 

They will receive an additional 
five years of service credit - that is, 
they will be credited for benefit 
purposes with 30 years employ- 
ment if they have served 25 years. 

The retirees will receive an addi- 
tional $100 a month until age 62 
when Social Security is available. 

The retiree will receive payment 



at the employee's hourly rate for all 
accrued annual leave and for 120 
days (960 hours) sick leave, if ac- 
crued, at the rate of $21 a day and 
for all accrued sick leave over 960 
hours at the employee's hourly rate, 
with a limit of $10,000. 

The retirees will continue to re- 
ceive life insurance coverage under 
the city's program and the city 
agrees mat it shall be liable for any 
current or future employer 
contributions and any increase in 
current or future employer 
contribution rates resulting from its 
employees retiring under the pro- 
gram. 

During its 1991 session the 
General Assembly enacted legisla- 
tion providing for early retirement 
for state employees and provided 
that local governments may offer 
the same inducements. 

The only city employees are in- 
cluded in the action taken by coun- 
cil last week. The School Board 
would have to enact similar resolu- 
tions to provide the same induce- 
ments for School Board employees. 

Watts said that the School Board 
was concerned about losing a high 
number of experienced teachers. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she would hate to lose the 
value of many long-term employees 
and then say "we're saving money 
and put someone else in the posi- 
tion." 

Among the costs of the program 
are annual leave payments, sick 
leave payments compensatory leave 
payments, health care costs and 
added Virginia Retirement Systems 
costs. Savings are in salaries not 

paid, F1CA costs not paid, and 
VRS contribution not paid.

City Council last week deferred 
until June 4 consideration of ordi- 
nances authorizing right-of-way ac- 
quisition, the transfer of $173,000 
from the Flanagan's Lane project 
for the intersection improvement 
and authorizing change orders to 
include the intersection project with 
the General Booth Boulevard Phase 
II contract 

Phyllis Giroux, representing 
Davis Market, a farm produce mar- 



ket at the intersection, said that the 
improvement is a wonderful idea, 
but the timing is poor. She said 
that the market gets 75 percent of 
its income during the period when 
the road improvements would be 
made. Work was expected to begin 
on June 1. 

She said that the construction 
would impact tourists as well as 
business in the area during the bus- 
iest season of the year.

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When she returned, she told her husband of the simple decorations she 
had observed on the graves of the confederate dead. He was deeply touched 
and observed that the Greeks had honored the graves of their dead with 
chaplets of laurel and flowers. A German-bom Union solder described the 
custom in his native country of decorating graves of the war dead on 
Heroes' Memorial Day. 

General Logan, as commander of the G.A.R., issued the famous Order 
No. 1 1 calling for an annual decoration of graves of the loyal deceased. The 
word "loyal" may imply that only those who fought for the Union should 
be so honored. But this was not the case. For several years southerners had 
decorated the graves of Union soliders buried near their own confederate 
dead. Now, the north would do the same. 

Senator Logan next introduced a bill in Congress, setting apart a day for 
honoring graves of dead soldiers as a legal holiday. One historian wrote 
that no act had done more to remove prejudices against the G.A.R. than the 
inauguration of Memorial Day. Early observance did much to heal the 
wounds between the north and south. 

Memorial Day still reminds Americans that we are one nation dedicated 
to the principals of freedom for which many have given their lives • from 
the fight for our independence over two hundred years ago to the recent 
fight for the independence of others. 

Every citizen, organization and business in our city can remember our 
war dead by flying the "Flag in Mourning" this Monday. 

On Memorial Day, the flag is raised to the peak for an instant, then 
lowered to half-staff position until noon when it is returned to full staff.

And what's that? 

Former Democratic presidental

*ice, not his wife, sitting snugly 
on his lap on board the Monkey 
Business. 



Hello, press corps. Bye-bye Oval 
Office dreams. 

President John F. Kennedy was 
reported to be a womanizer, but 
while in office his sexual exploits 
were not reported in the press. Vir- 
ginia Governor L. Douglas Wader's 
personal life, however, has been 
well chronicled. __ 

And certainly, there are many 
other politicians, male and female 
alike, who have cheated on their 
spouses. But what makes U.S. 
Senator Charles Spittal Robb's 
story different, is his alleged arro- 
gant coupling of sex and cocaine 
while Virginia's governor. And is it 
particularly his alleged cocaine use, 
says Great Neck resident and private 
investigator Billy A, Franklin, 
which caused him to pursue Robb 
for years, and now, publish a book 
on his findings. 

While Franklin has filled his 
book, Tough Enough, (published in 
1991 by Broad Bay Publishing Co., 
Inc., Virginia Beach) with many 



accounts of people attesting that 
they were with Robb when he al- 
legedly used cocaine, and had sex 
with various Beach women, what 
Franklin's allegations lack is hard 
evidence. And in today's society, 
when it comes to judging polili- 



to examine Franklin's story, 
including alleged death threats to 
himself and some of his sources, it 
may be likely that Robb may find 
himself sometime in the future in 
hot water. But when law enfof 
ment matters gel up that level, the

cians, irrefutable proof is what is 
really needed to knock one of the 
nation's most well known senators 
off the throne. 

Franklin throws a lot of dirty, 
sexy mud, but absent any compro- 
mising photographs, video tapes or 
tape recordings, none of it will 
likely stick. However, if different 
law enforcement bodies, such as the 
F.B.I., or the state police, continue 



cynics will contend that politics, 
not morals, ethics and obeying the 
law, will rule the day. 

It should be noted that just 
because damning claims are pub- 
lished in a book, and written about 
in a newspaper, that does not at all 
mean they are true. But, it doesn't 
mean they're untrue, either. 

People on the street seem to be 



divided over assessing Robb's com- 
plicity in allegedly cheating on his 
wife and using cocaine. Some peo- 
ple don't(put anything past anyone. 
Therefore, why be surprised by the 
rumors about Robb. 

On the other hand, it doesn't 
make-sense that so many people, 
according to Franklin, place Robb 
in so many compromising posi- 
tions. What do these witnesses have 
to gain by damaging Robb's 
reputation? Or, they all could be 
lying. But why? Did the Republi- 
cans corral a bunch of Virginia 
Beach revelers, pay them off to 
make up awful stories about Robb, 
and let the chips fall where they 
may? It doesn't seem likely. 

According to Franklin's book, a 
Richmond physician, Dr. Lewis 
Williams, in 1982 was the first to 
formally approach him about 
Robb's personal integrity: 

"Have you heard the rumors 
about Chuck Robb in Virginia 
Beach," Williams reportedly asked

Croatan Residents Says Book On Robb 
Unfair Because It Indicts Entire Community 



They Say What Goes 
On Behind Closed 
Doors Is Private

The average home costs between 
$250,000 to $2 million. 

The average resident is between 
40 and 65 years old 

And the average party in Croatan 
consists of drugs, loose women, 
and a former Virginia governor/ 
state senator in the midst of it all. 
At least that's what Billy Franklin 
says. 

According to Franklin, a private 
investigator who recently published 
a book on the cocaine investigation 
of United States Senator Charles S. 
Robb, legends grow out of Croatan. 
But not legends that anyone would 
be proud of. 

In Franklin's book, Tough 
Enough, Croatan, a small but 
growing community just over the 
Rudee Inlet Bridge, is painted as an 
"enclave of wealth" that hosts "all 
night parties, with all the cocaine 
• you could possibly want, coke 
whores, paid prostitutes and wild 
:sex." 

According to several Croatan 
residents, that is far from the truth. 
Granted, the residents do like to 
party, they said, but not to the ex- 
treme that Franklin has depicted 



"Yea, there were some parties, 
but is there a law against that?" said 
Croatan Civic League president, Al 
Jensen. "Our community isn't any 
more guilty of using drugs than any 
other." 

Jensen, owner of JCI Construc- 
tion, moved from Chesapeake to 
Croatan seven years ago. The laid- 
back, carefree lifestyle is what at- 
tracted him to the area. 

That same lifestyle is supposedly 
what attracted drug dealers and

users, along with then-governor 
Robb, to Croatan, according to 
Franklin. He reports that in the 
early 1980s, Robb spent much time 
with Croatan's inner circle of 
partiers. Several of those partiers 
have police records for drug distri- 
bution. 

The following passage is from 
chapter two of Franklin's book. 

"A government reserve abuts 
Croatan. There, at Camp Pendleton, 



the Virginia National Guard base 
located just to the south of the re- 
sort strip, the state of Virginia 
maintains a modest cottage reserved 
for the sitting governor of the 
Commonwealth. 

"There arc two ways to get to the 
governor's cottage. One is through 
the front gate, where a security 
guard logs the coming and going of 
all visitors. The other is through a 
private back gate, a gate to which 
the governor has a key. That gate 
leads to Croatan and is within 
walking distance of the homes 
there. When Charles Robb ascended 
to the governor's mansion, the key 
to the back gate at Camp Pendleton 
was given to him. Through this 
gate Robb traveled between his 
world of public propriety and pri- 
vate partying. Croatan was his. And 
the parties were underway." 

According to Jensen, that was 
not the scenario. 

"I was there when the governor 
was there. What the media has por- 
trayed is not even close to being 
accurate," he said 

When Robb arrived at these par- 
ties, he said, he usually played the 
politician role. He shook hands, 
made small talk as he circulated the 
room, and then left after about 45 
minutes, he said. 

"It's a shame that he's catching 
the heat that he is. He didn't do 
anything wrong," Jensen said.

One Croatan resident, who re- 
quested that her name not be 
printed, said that she also attended 
several parties that Robb did. Most 
of the parties took place at the 
home of John and Gina Bennis, 
who Franklin has named as one of 
the main leaders in the circle of co- 
caine users. 

"I attended those parties at the 
Bennis' home. A lot of my neigh- 
bors were there and a lot of those 
people don't use drugs," said 
"Carol." "Because I know them 
doesn't mean that I do drugs with 
them. What they do behind closed 
doors is there own business." 

Franklin reports that drugs, 
especially cocaine, were done 
openly at these parties, on coffee 
tables, in kitchens and in bedrooms. 
"There wasn't anything on any 
coffee tables. Neither me or my 
wife would have stayed around." 



said Jensen. "But it wasn't going 
on. What's going on behind closed 
doors is nobody's business." 

John McClintock, a 62-year-old 
Croatan resident, said that although 
he and his wife are not real party- 
goers, they have attended about four 
parties, all of them at the Bennis' 
house. He said that the parties are 
crowded and he and his wife 
ususally stay for about two hours. 
He added that he doesn't know what 
goes on at the parties in the wee 
hours of the morning. 

"I've never seen any coke at any 
party. If it were there and I saw it I 
would get up and leave," said Mc- 
Clintock, a builder. 

According to Franklin, "cocaine 
overflowed out of Croatan." 

Most Croatan residents are 
straight, McClintock said. The 
community is made up mostly of

The local military men and 
women who served in the Persian 
Gulf are not Virginia Beach's only 
hometown heros. 

Eugene Parker, a Virginia Beach 
letter carrier, ranks right up there 
with the soldiers. He didn't go to 
war, he didn't defend his country. 
But, he did save a little girl from 
the viscious jaws of pit bull. He 
will be honored by the National 
Association of Letter Carriers in 
June. 

It was just a normal day for 

Parker in March of last year. He had 

just turned onto Gladiola Crescent 

in Green Run, on his way home 

: from work. 

"As I got up the street there were 
four or five kids ready to cross, so I 
: slowed down. As they got into the 
middle of the street, there were two 
dogs that seemed to pick out this 
little girl," Parker said. 

Suddenly, one of the dogs 
jumped the liule girl from behind 
and began mauling and chewing at 
her, Parker said. The other children 
were so terrified, they just backed 
away. Parker, on the other hand, 
slammed the car to a halt, left the 
engine running and jumped out of 
the car. 
"All I had to work with was my 



feet I started kicking the dog until I 
got the girl away from him. As I 
was grabbing the girl, the dog was 
chomping and chomping," he said. 

As Parker picked up the girl, 
eight-year-old Jennifer Soloman, 
the dog continued to jump up and 
try and bite her. In the process, the 
dog also bit a hole in Parker's 
pants. 

"The dog was almost a big as she 
was," said Parker, who noted that 
the dog, when standing on his hind 
legs, stood at Parker's waistline. He 
is six-feet-tall.

With no other adults in sight at 
the time, Parker said the furthest 
thing from his mind was his safety. 

"All I could think about was try- 
ing to help her. I didn't think about 
my own health and safety until a 
few days later. At the time, she was 
in need," he said. 

Parker, who didn't know the girl 
personally but had seen her playing 
in the neighborhood before, said 
that the child gave the dog no rea- 
son to attack. 

When Parker turned to take the 
girl home, however, the dog decided 
to come back for more. One of the 
other children who witnessed the 



attack pointed, and as Parker turned 
he saw the dog in mid-air, mouth 
open and chomping, he said. 

"This dog was crazy and hungry," 
Parker added 

When he asked the girl where she 
lived, all she could do was point. 
Parker finally figured out which 
house she lived in and, with the girl 
in his arms, banged on the door. 

"The little girl was bloody ev- 
erywhere. The dog had really sunk 
into her," he said. 

When the girl's mother opened 
the door and saw her daughter, who 
had been bitten from her upper body 
down to her ankles, she began to go 
into shock, Parker said. He tried to 
calm the mother and her daughter 
down and pursuaded her to call an 
ambulance. All the while, Parker 
was holding a towel against the 
girl's wounds to stop the bleeding. 

"Part of the meal on the inside of 
her thighs was just hanging out," 
he said. 

Parker then placed the girl in the 
car and her mother took her to an 
emergency care center. Parker made 
his way home to the end of the 
street. But, when he arrived, he 
didn't like what he heard 

"I felt good about what I had 
done, but after I got home I learned 
that my own daughter had been 
chased by the same dog," said 
Parker, who has a five-year-old and 
a 14-year-old. 

In addition to that news, Parker 
said he learned that his next door 
neighbor's child had also been bit- 
ten by the same dog earlier that day

The following is Billy 
Franklin's epilogue, from his 
book, "Tough Enough." 

Most ordinary citizens would 
like to believe that honesty, in- 
tegrity and character are traits that 
everyone should possess inher- 
ently. Political hacks, media ad- 
visors and the like, whether 
they're Republican or Demo- 
cratic, spend millions of dollars 
attempting to convince voters 
that their particular candidates 
possess wonderful characteristics. 

It should come as no shock to 
members of the U.S. Senate or 
the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives that many citizens through- 
out the country (citizens who 
vote, work, pay their taxes and 
obey the law) believe a large 
conglomeration of thieves, per- 
verts, drug users and liars meets 
in Washington, D.C. 

Voters are bombarded with 
stories of corruption, perversion, 
theft, sleaziness and, most of all 
arrogance, about their elected of- 
ficials in Washington. It is said 
that we get the kind of 
representation in government that 
we deserve. What is true is that 
some Americans believe they 
have a right expect - to demand - 
that those politicians they elect 
to serve are honest, that they 
have integrity, moral character 
and ethics, and they stay drug- 
free. At least they could tell the 
truth. Americans also believe 
they have a right to investigate 
any politician they suspect has 
abrogated his responsibility to 
the office he holds and to the 
citizens he serves. 

But, woe to the ordinary citi- 
zen who should question the 
honesty, the integrity, the 
character, or the ethics of any 
member of the "Good Old Boy" 
network.

Carefree Way Of Life 

Most of us have been to Croatan. Once an isolated neighbor- 
hood, Croatan has grown over the past few years and houses 
are being built left and right. These houses are not the typical 
beach cottages you might find at Sandbridge or Nags Head. 
These are huge, contemporary homes, some costing as much as 
$2 million. 

Because the "rich and famous" often flock to Croatan, its 
residents are sometimes looked at as being snobby. But, Billy 
Franklin's book, Tough Enough, labels Croatan residents as 
more than just stuck-up. He labels them as druggies. That's 
right, the book gives the impression that drugs are plentiful in 
that neck of the woods. In fact, he specifically says that cocaine 
"flows" out of Croatan. 

The people of the laid-back, beachfront neighborhood aren t 
too happy about it. Granted, there may have been one or two 
"bad appples" snorting cocaine in their Croatan homes, but that 
does not mean that the entire neighborhood is up to their necks 
in it. Don't get them wrong, however; some Croatan residents 
make it perfecdy clear that they like to party. They often meet 
out on the beach for volleyball parties and socialize at Christ- 
mas parties, but the partying is done without drugs, they say. 

Franklin, in his attempt to prove that Senator Charles Robb 
has snorted cocaine, uncovered several Croatan residents who 
were supposedly in cahoots with the senator. At the same time, 
he painted a picture of Croatan that is very unfair. Because 
most of the residents of Croatan have money and are prominent 
members of the business community, readers of the book will 
probably automatically assume that Croatan is a drug-infested 
neighborhood. 

The bad apples that once lived in Croatan have either moved 
away or have cleaned up their act, according to some residents. 
They insist that Croatan is just a carefree way of life - nothing 
more. - K.L.D. 



Tick Season 

Check For Bites 

It's pretty, much summertime and we all know that with 
summer comes a lot of bugs. Anything from flies to mosquitos 
can be found buzzing around. Another "pest" that is usually 
associated with summer is the tick. 

Ticks are not something we like to run into. They can spread 
diseases if they get under your skin. Anyone who spends a lot 
of time outside, near woods or wildlife, should be especially 
careful. Children, who often play outside, should also be 
checked periodically for ticks. Oftentimes, a tick can go unno- 
ticed until it buries itself into your skin,. By then, it may be too 
late. 

Ticks carry two diseases, Lyme Disease and Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever. Both are dangerous, but Lyme Disease is more 
so. Those who are inflicted with the disease usually will notice 
a circular, red rash at the site of the tick bite. The rash, which 
can occur on any area of the body, will slowly expand. The 
rash is usually accompanied by a low-grade fever, chills, fa- 
tigue, stiff neck, mild arthrisits and muscular rheumatism. 

With Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever, there is no distinctive 
mark around the tick bite and the rash may go undetected. Pa- 
tients will begin suffering from headaches, fever, chills and 
muscular rheumatism as well. The rash consists of small, red 
spots, which start on the extremities, particularly wrists and 
ankles, and move towards the trunk. 

Though it is difficult to do, we should all attempt to stay out 
of tick-infested areas. If you must venture out into wooded or 
grassy areas, wear protective clothing and check yourself for 
ticks periodically. - K.L.D.

I hadn't see the sun come up for a 
while. But slowly, a pale glow began 
hanging on the building across the 
street I'll walk down to the beach in 
a few minutes for a better look at the 
early orange sky.

Secondary Summer School 
Classes Begin On June 24 



Summer school for students in 
the Virginia Beach public 
schools starts Monday, June 24 
at four centers throughout the 
city. 

Registration will be held 
Tuesday, June 18 and Wednesday, 
June 19 from 8:30 a.m. until 
noon. All tuition and fees must 
be paid at the time of registra- 
tion. 

All summer school centers will 
operate four days a week, Mon- 
day through Thursday. 

Seventh- and eighth-grade stu- 
dents taking summer school 
classes will attend the Plaza Ju- 
nior High School summer center. 
Morning classes are offered 
there. 

There will be three summer 
school centers for students in 
grades 9-12: 

• The Bayside High School 
center will offer morning classes 
for high school students living 
in the Bayside, Independence and 
Kempsville junior high atten- 
dance zones. Afternoon classes 
will be offered at Bayside High 
only for seniors (city-wide) who 
need two credits to be eligible to 
graduate in August. 

• The Frank W. Cox High 
School center will serve high 
school students who live in the 
Great Neck, Lynnhaven and Vir- 
ginia Beach junior high atten- 
dance zones. Only morning 
classes will be taught at Cox 



High. 

• The Salem High School cen- 
ter will serve high school stu- 
dents living in the Brandon, 
Plaza, Princess Anne and Salem 

Junior High attendance zones. 
Only morning classes will be 
taught at Salem High. 

Morning classes will be held 
from 7:15 to 9:35 a.m. and from 
9:45 a.m. to 12:05 p.m. After- 
noon classes for seniors at Bay- 
side High will be from 12:30 to 
2:50 p.m. and from 3 to 5:20 
p.m. 

Summer school final examina- 
tions will be held on the last 
day, August 15. July 4 will be a 
holiday for all students and 
teachers. 

Tuition for Virginia Beach 
residents for each year-long 
course offered in summer school 
will be $100; non-resident tu- 
ition will be $120 per course. 
Tuition for a semester course for 
Virginia Beach residents will be 
$50; non-resident tuition will be 
$60. Students auditing summer 
school courses will be charged 
the same tuition as regular 
courses. Book rental fees are in- 
cluded in the tuition. 

Intensive English classes for 
non-native speakers will be of- 
fered at Plaza Elementary School 
from July 1 to July 29! Regis- 
tration will be held at Plaza Ele- 
mentary on June 19 and 20 from 
9 a.m. until noon.

I'm not casting aspersions on the Juanita Virgil Academy or its 
administrators. It may be a very good school with excellent reasons for de- 
ciding to withdraw from the choice program. 

But I'm troubled by 63 elementary children being told they must find 
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The Anatomy Of A Jury 



The right to a trial by jury is one of our most precious guarantees. It is 
the only right that is triply guaranteed by the United States Constitution. 
"The trial of all Crimes, except in Cases of Impeachment; shall be by jury 
..." (Art, III Section 1). 

"In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the State and district 
wherein the crime shall have been committed ..." (Amendment VII). 

Several cases this year have concerned the question of the partiality of a 
jury. On Feb. 19, 1991, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled on the case of 
James A. Ford v. Georgia (1 1 1 SCT 850). Ford, a black man, was charged 
with the murder of a white woman. A pre-trial motion was filed to restrict 
the racial use of peremptory challenges, alleging that the county prosecutor 
over a long period of time had excluded black persons from juries where 
issues to be tried involved members of the opposite race. 
' The Supreme Court of Georgia had held on appeal that the defendant's

equal protection claim was procedurally barred. The U.S. Supreme Court, 
after granting a writ of certiorari, reversed and remanded the case for further 
consideration. 

Ever since I read about this case, I have been troubled. My understanding 
of a peremptory challenge is that it is an unassailable right. According to 
Black's Law Dictionary Third Edition, peremptory means "absolute, not 
admitting of question, arbitrary, not requiring any cause to be shown." In

Hopes To Teach 
Again Someday

Robley S. Jones' maternal 
grandmother was the driving force 
behind his ambition. She taught 
him never to stop working and to 
believe in the power of education. 

Those words of wisdom have 
paid off for Jones, who was re- 
cently named president-elect of 
the Virginia Education Associa- 
tion. 

Jones, an English teacher at 
Independence Junior High 
School, knew at an early age that 
he had a desire to teach. 

"I started thinking about it se- 
riously when I was a freshman in 
college. Part of it was the love of 
literature. I'm a third generation 
teacher, so I had some examples," 
said Jones, a Bellamy Manor Es- 
tates resident. 

After graduating from Old 
Dominion University in 1973 
with a degree in English, Jones 
went to work for the Norfolk 
public schools at Campostella 
Junior High. During that time, 
he received his master's degree in 
English education from ODU. 

In 1979, he transferred to Vir- 
ginia Beach public schools and 



has been at Independence ever 
since. 

"I enjoy the interaction with 
the students and I enjoy working 
with them on their writing. It's 
kind of exciting," Jones said. 

Jones became involved with 
the Norfolk Education Associa- 
tion while leaching at Cam- 
postella. He became a faculty 
representative and worked with a 
team that discussed salaries and 
working conditions. 

One year after leaching at the 
Beach, Jones had become a Vir- 
ginia Beach Education Associa- 




tion faculty representative at In- 
dependence. At the time, the 
VBEA had only 32 members; 
now it has 69. 

Jones joined the VBEA to help 
obtain books and resources for 
students. He also joined for the 
opportunity for professional 
growth and to share ideas with 
the other teachers. 

"Most decisions regarding edu- 
cation are political decisions. 
There are things that we need to 
push for through the political 



system, Jones said. 

Jones has served as the VBEA 
treasurer, vice president, president 
from 1986-88, and on the stale 
board. He just finished his three- 
year term with the National Edu- 
cation Association. 

Two years ago, Jones decided 
to run for the VEA seat. He made 
calls to state leaders and obtained 
their support, as well as the sup- 
port of his colleagues. 

"People seemed enthusiastic 
about my running so I decided to 
do it," he said. 

Jones' campaign began last 
year. He visited as many schools 
in the state as he could, putting 
6,000 miles on his car in one 
year. His 1989 car now has 
60,000 miles on it, he said. 

This May, the election results 
came in. Jones had won. 

"That Saturday, I chewed my 
nails all morning. I was very 
happy. I'm looking forward to the 
challenge," he said. 

Because the state's budget 
situation is severe, Jones said it 
will be difficult to ask for fund- 
ing for education. He plans to 
work with Governor Douglas 
Wilder to replace the education 
money when funds begin to flow 
again. 

Jones will lake office in Au- 
gust, which means he will take a 
two-year leave of absence from 
leaching. He may relocate his 
family to Richmond; it depends

on if his wife, Carol, also a 
teacher, can find a job there. 

Jones' main goals are to work 
on the restoration of funds and to 
bring PTA and VEA groups 
closer together. 

"There is a secure future in the 
classroom. We need to support 
education and bring programs 
back up lo level," he said. 

Though Jones said he will 
miss teaching in the classroom, 
he hopes to get back to it in a 
few years. 

"The work I've had the oppor- 
tunity to do is work for our 
American future. If we can im- 
prove that it'll make it so our 
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Point O'View Elementary School 
for the past five years. She has 
also been principal of Indian 

Lakes Elementary School and as- 
sistant principal at four elemen- 
tary schools - Kempsville Mead- 
ows, Old Donation, Indian Lakes 
and College Park. She started her 
23 years with Virginia Beach 
public schools as a teacher at 
Plaza Elementary School. 

Dabney holds a bachelor's and 
master's degree from Virginia 
State University and a Certificate 
of Advanced Study from Old Do- 
minion University.

Grizzard, a four-time letterman 
in football, will be the recipient 
of the Naval Academy Athletic 
Association Sword as the "male 
midshipman of the graduating 
class considered by the athletic 
council to have personally ex- 
celled during his years of varsity 
competition." 

Grizzard is the Naval 



cademy's all-time career total 
offense leader with 5,666 yards 
and all together holds seven 
Navy records. He set the school 
standard for most touchdown 
passes in a season with 11 in 
1990; most total offense plays 
for a career (1,128); most yards 
rushing by a quarterback in a 
game (225 vs. Penn in 1987), in 
a season (633 in 1988) and ca- 
reer (2,174). In 1989 he set the 



mark for lowest interception 
percentage in a season (.014). 

Grizzard, only the fourth 
player in Navy football history 
lo rush for over 2,000 yards in a 
career, was selected as an honor- 
able mention on the Associated 
Press All-East team the past 
three years. He led Navy in

It's Tick Season: 
Take Measures To 
Prevent Bites, Disease 



Ticks May Have An 
Affect On City's 
Public Health

Because of this year's 
unseasonably warm weather, tick 
season has begun somewhat 
early. 

Though they're small and seem 
harmless, ticks can have an affect 
on public health. 

"Their food supply is blood," 
said Virginia Beach Department 
of Agriculture extension agent, 
Greg Lonergan. "They're bom and 
they grow up and hitch rides on 
animals. After they've engorged 
themselves on blood, they fall off 
and digest their food supply.'' 

According to Lonergan, ticks 
are primarily found near wildlife 
or stray dogs. Once a tick falls 
off of its "preferred host," it 
climbs up a weed and waits until 
it senses carbon dioxide. Then, it 
falls off and lands on a person or 
an animal and seeks a warm spot. 

A lick, which is in the spider 
family and has eight legs, bites 
by inserting its mouth into the 
skin and drinking the blood. 
Their flat bodies can crawl 
through fur and pierce human 
skin, Lonergan said. It takes a 
few hours before a tick is fully 
embedded. 

"The best time to find them is 
when they first get on you," he 
said. "They crawl anywhere where 
they think they've got it made." 

There are several types of ticks 
that can be told apart by their size 
and color. The most common are 
the deer tick and the dog tick. 

After a tick embeds itself, it 
can be removed by pulling its 
mouth parts out with tweezers. 
Once the head is pulled off, the 
tick's legs will stop moving im- 
mediately, Lonergan said. 

"I just pull the head off and 
throw it in the trash so I know 
they're dead," he said, adding that 



a tick will also die if submerged 
in alcohol. 

Though having an embedded 
tick is not fatal, the disease that 
the bite could carry may be. The 
most common tick-borne disease 
is Lyme Disease. According to 
the Medical College of Virginia 
Hospitals at Virginia Common- 
wealth University in Richmond, 
the number of cases in Virginia 
has more than doubled in the past 



Protecting 
Yourself 

Health and medical officials 
give the following advice for 
Virginia Beach residents 
seeking protection from tick 
bites: 

■ Wear long-sleeved shirts 
and long pants. Tuck pants into 
boots when hiking or camping 
in the woods. 

■ Keep the grass in the yard 
cut. 

■ If going outside, wear light- 
colored clothing, which helps 
to sight ticks. 

■ Use tick repellent if walk- 
ing in the woods. 

■ Check children every four 
to six hours. It takes four to six 
hours before the tick attaches 
itself to the body. 

■ Check yourself every four 
to six hours for ticks. 

■ Use tick repellent formu- 
lated for your pets or. the ani- 
mals. 

■ Avoid walking in the forest 
or brush if possible. 



year. 

The incidence of Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever in the 
state has also increased. Of the 
two tick-related diseases, the lat- 
ter is more acute - potentially fa- 
tal - whereas Lyme Disease is a 
more chronic illness. 

Deer are typically the host for 
Lyme Disease organisms and

After more than 30 years in 
the Navy, Master Chief Yeoman 
William G. Arnold, son of 
William Arnold of Virginia 
Beach, is ready to hang up his 
uniform. But he won't be too far 
from the Navy. He plans to re- 
tire in the Tidewater area and be- 
gin a new life in the civilian 
community. 

Arnold, who as a teenager said 
he was looking for adventure 
when he joined the Navy, began 
his career in November 1960. 
Since then, he has served on 
river patrol boats in Vietnam, 
aboard five different ships and at 
a number of shore stations in- 
cluding London, England and 
Stuttgart, Germany. His last as- 
signment was with commander, 
Naval Air Force-Atlantic, here as 
staff command master chief. 

A yeoman, Arnold's duties 
have included a wide variety of 
administrative and clerical work 
over the past 30 years, as well as 
ensuring the protection of both 
national and multi-national 
defense information. 

A native of Buffalo, N.Y., 
Arnold, 48, says that he has 
seen a number of changes occur 
in the Navy during his years of 
service.

Three-Car Accident Kills One Local Man 



On May 17 at approximately 9 
p.m., a three-vehicle accident 
occurred on London Bridge Road 
near Bowland Parkway.

Congressman Owen Pickett 
will present a refuge revenue 
sharing check on behalf of Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge, to 
the city of Virginia Beach on 
Monday, June 3. 

The presentation will be made 
to Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, at 
1 1 a.m. in her office at the Vir- 
ginia Beach Municipal Center. 
Refuge manager, Anthony D. 
Leger will also attend the 
presentation. 

This year's payment totals 
$252,583, a 20 percent increase 
over the payment made in 1989 
and an increase of 55 percent 
since 1986. This amount is 93.5 
percent of what would constitute 
full payment based on the ap- 
praised fair market value. 

Revenue sharing payments are 
annual fees paid in lieu of taxes 
by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service for lands within the Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge system. 
Leger will also present a check 
in the amount of $4,982 to the 
city of Poquoson for lands com- 
prising Plum Tree Island Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge. The Plum 
Tree Island check also represents 
a 20 percent increase in payment 
over the one delivered last year. 
Based on the Back Bay 
Refuge's current acreage of 4,589 
acres, the city of Virginia Beach 
could receive as much as 
$270,142 in revenue sharing 
funds during 1991 if the presi- 
dent's budget request for 100 
percent funding is approved. If 
100 percent funding is assured, 
revenue sharing payments will 
increase $7,500 for each 
$1,000,000 in assessed value 



purchased. This is particularly 
noteworthy in light of the fact 
that the refuge is involved in an 
active acquisition program. All 
new lands acquired by the refuge 
will be subject to payment. 

Leger stated that land held in 
service ownership can be advan- 
tageous to the city. According to 
a recent article in The Virginian- 
Pilot, an average single family 
house in Virginia Beach, as- 
sessed at $114,700, will produce 
$1,250 in property tax revenue. 
It would take nearly nine houses 
to reach $1,000,000 in valua- 
tion. In turn, these houses would 
generate $10,902 in tax revenue. 

By comparison, $1,000,000 of 
land value in service ownership 
would produce $7,500 at full 
revenue sharing funding. The 
difference in revenue between 
service and residential property 
is more than offset by savings to 
the city in providing services 
such as trash collection, roads, 
schools and police and fire pro- 
tection. In contrast, the refuge is 
nearly self-sufficient, requiring 
few services from the city. 

Leger also emphasized that the 
city receives many benefits from 
the refuge such as wildlife pro- 
tection, watershed enhancement, 
endangered species management, 
open space preservation, and in- 
creased tourism. Furthermore, the 
refuge budget, which will exceed 
$800,000 in FY 91, provides 
added economic benefits. A large 
portion of this funding is spent 
locally to secure supplies and 
services or through secondary

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Virginia and generally, attorneys for both sides nave an equal right to use a 
peremptory challenge to strike a juror without explanation. 

Tlteii in a 7-2 decision, dated April 1, 1991, the Supreme Court ruled in 
another case that racial discrimination in jury selection erodes the ideal of 
equal justice under law. Justice Anthony M. Kennedy, writing the majority 
opinion, stated that a citizen "cannot be excluded from jury service on ac- 
count of his or her race." 

The county prosecutor in Columbus, Ohio, whose office tried the 1986 
murder case of Larry Joe Powers, a black defendant, observed that this rul- 
ing opened up Pandora's box. Strangely, instead of ordering a new trial, the 
Supreme Court ordered a state court hearing on whether the jury selection 
was biased. 

Here in Virginia Beach, every effort is being made to assure an impartial 
jury from a crossection of the city. Since the Virginia Division of Motor 
Vehicles now uses a person's social security number on his driver's license, 
it has been possible to merge the DMV list with the voter registration list. 
This new system began this year and gives the list of prospective jurors a 
more balanced and broader spectrum. 

After merging the lists, the computer can then purge duplicates. The 
source list usually totals around 338,000, of which 16,000 arc annually 
and randomly selected by the computer as prospectively jurors. There are 
still a few glitches, however. DMV only purges its list every five years, so 
the list is rarely up-to-date. 

Another problem is our transient military community. Many who are 
stationed here are non-residents. Others may own property and continue to 
use a Virginia driver's license after having moved. To help resolve this 
problem, the General Assembly passed a special statute exempting them 
from jury duty. 

Matthew Benefiel, court operations supervisor, Virginia Beach Circuit 
Court, says, "If you drive or vote in Virginia Beach, your name will be in 
the computer!" It is a citizen's responsibility and obligation to serve when 
summoned, absent a cogent reason to be excused. 

Once the random selections have been made, questionnaires are sent out 
in late September. Out of a list of 16,000, only about 4,000 (25 percent) 
questionnaires come back as "qualified" jurors and this year a second mail- 
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ing was needed. The questionnaires nave oeen sorted manually, but by 
September the computer will be able to do this with a "scanner." 

The next step is a review of the questionnaires by five to nine jury 
commissioners, appointed by the chief judge. Then 200 are randomly se- 
lected and summoned each month Is jurors. When new software is in place 
this fall, it is anticipated that 300 will be called. 

At that time, other improvements will be made. Jurors will be able to 
call in on a designated day each week to find out if they are needed. It is 
expected that they will serve only two to three days during the month, un- 
less the case on which they sit is carried over. 

Once you are notified to report as a potential juror, the system contem- 
plates that your qualifications to sit on a particular case are determined by 
the "voir dire" procedure. In open court, there is an opportunity for the 
judge and the attorneys on both sides to inquire into relevant matters relat- 
ing to the competence and lack of bias of the prospective jurors. This pro- 
cedure attempts to ensure an objective jury. 

The assistance of Matthew Benefiel, court operations supervisor, Vir- 
ginia Beach Circuit Court, and Janet Forbes, reference librarian , is appre- 
ciated.

another school slightly less than halfway through the school year. I'm 
worried about their self-esteem and the disruption in their learning and their 
friendships. 

I'm troubled by the question of accountability that arises when public 
money follows students to private schools. Since President Bush's new ed- 
ucation initiative encourages using both federal and state funds to allow 
students to attend private schools, this is a question we can no longer 
shrug off. When private schools receive public funds, to whom and how 
will those schools be held accountable? 

In "Why Privatizing Public Education Is a Bad Idea," an article in the 
Winter 1990-91 issue of The Brookings Review, Bill Honig, the superin- 
tendent of public instruction for the state of California, persuasively argues 
that the free market analogy doesn't work for schools. Honig writes: "The 
lack of accountability and the naivete of relying on the market to protect 
children is alarming. In the 19th century, the slogan was let the buyer be- 
ware,' and meat packers sold tainted meat to consumers. In the 20th cen- 
tury, deregulation produced the savings and loan debacle. Nobody seriously 
proposes rescinding environmental safeguards - why should our children 
not be similary protected?" 

Accountability isn't the only troubling issue raised by using public 
funds for non-public schools. Equity concerns are equally serious. Will 
private schools have to accept and retain all students who want to enroll? If 
private schools financed with public funds continue to select students, 
wouldn't they choose the most academically (or athletically) talented and 
leave the children with the most problems in the public schools? The last 
thing our country needs is a two-tiered education system, even more strati- 
fied along economic and racial lines. 

It's true that public schools are not all equal. But the solution to the 
funding and social inequities that condemn children in inner cities and other 
impoverished communities to inferior schools is not to encourage the 
flight of the most promising students. The solution is to focus more fund- 
ing, social services, and school restructuring efforts in communities with 
large numbers of poor and minority students. 

American's public education system needs an overhaul. It needs more 
flexibility and the kind of innovative programs already underway in scores 
of public schools all across the country. But this change must bring more 
equity and more accountability - not less. 

Yes, we need to end bureaucratic school governance. But we need to 
strengthen democratic school governance. We need to encourage locally 
driven school change so that every parent has a choice of excellent public 
schools that offer profoundly different, but equally valid, educational ap- 
proaches. 

Every proposal to improve education must be judged by whether it will 
help America reach the goal of providing educational excellence for every 
child; because every child deserves the opportunity to do his or her best.

lawyers, doctors and prominent 
businessmen.

"Some 
young guys would come down here 
with their girlfriends and have some 
beer and carry on, but that's as wild 
as Croatan got"

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"This will be quick. You'll prove 
the rumors wrong. You'll make 
some money at it," Franklin 
thought to himself. 

"I'll do it," Franklin told 
Williams. "My fee will be $100 an 
hour plus incidental expenses. I'll 
need a retainer of $2,500." 

Williams paid the retainer in 
cash, the book says. 

Franklin and Tull go about 
setting the stage and environment 
in which Robb could have plausi- 
bly been in a position to very eas- 
ily cheat on his wife and use co- 
caine. 

It was mainly because he was the 
governor, Franklin says his sources 
said, that they felt protected using 
drugs in Robb"s presence. (The 
Virginia State Police have report- 
edly looked into whether any of its 
officers acted inappropriately or 
looked the other way in regard to 
Robb's personal life. The state po- 
lice also reportedly recently looked 
into alleged death threats made 
against Franklin and some of his 
sources.) 

One of the book's points that 
may rankle some members of the 
Virginia Beach community is the 
way Franklin and Tull use a broad 
brush to paint Virginia Beach, at 
large, as buried under an avalanche 
of snow, at least in the early to mid 
1980's: 

"There had always been pockets 
of affluence in Virginia Beach. For 
the most part, however, that afflu- 
ence was connected to family names 
rich with history, social register 
connections, and status founded on 
contributions to the larger good. It 
was 'Old Money.' By the late 
1970s, Virginia Beach was chang- 
ing; The money was coming fast 
and it was coming easy. The chil- 
dren and grandchildren of genera- 
tions of hard work and success 
found themselves with pockets full 
of cash ... and they had cocaine. 

"People who had money to in- 
vest saw coke as a hot commodity . 
. . cocaine became one of the most 
plentiful commodities around . . . 
and that was just as quickly discov- 
ered by the ambitious beach boys in 
Virginia Beach as anywhere else in 
America ... and from 1982 to 
1987, during Chuck Robb's term as 
governor, it was a mainstay at par- 
ties and in the homes of some of 
the most successful men and 
women in Virginia Beach." 

One man reportedly said, "You 
couldn't get laid if you didn't have 
coke. But if you did ... oh, if you 
did, you could be as ugly as sin and 
get the most beautiful women. 
They'd sc— anyone if they could 
get cocaine." 

And from there, Franklin says 
that Robb's den of iniquity was the 
affluent oceanside Croatan commu- 
nity. (See related story, page 
L) 

Franklin also takes aim at At- 
lantic Avenue night clubs as being 
cocaine caves: 

"Many of the resort strip clubs 
were wide open: cocaine was used 
on the dance floor, in the service 
areas, behind the bars and in the 
bathrooms, which were also a fa-

vorite spot for sex." 

Certainly, the oceanfront mer- 
chants won't really like that piece 
of news, however relatively true it 
may be, but again, Franklin and 
Tull tune the resort environment as 
one in which adultery and breaking 
drug laws was commonplace: 

"Among the repeated names a big 
name kept coming up. His name 
came us as if this man were no dif- 
ferent from others, just another 
successful, wealthy, attractive guy 
snorting coke, another married man 
having sex with young women, 
another party persons around the 
Beach for the good times. 

"His name came up because the 
others bragged about having him 
around. They bragged about what a 
good time they'd shown him, and 
remarked on what a regular guy he 
was. They didn't feel that they had 
to be protective of him because, in 
a way, they protected by him, by 
his very presence in the midst of 
their illegal activities ... (it was) 
the name of Virginia's Governor, 
Charles S. 'Chuck' Robb." 

If nothing else, this book will 
infuriate Robb and other 
Democrats, and enrapture Republi- 
cans. Many of the references and 
sources reported on in the book 
have not had their stories told in 
any other media. It's yet to be de- 
termined how much Robb's politi- 
cal career, and presidential aspira- 
tions will be damaged, if at all, by 
the book. 

In terms of public reaction, if 
other media organizations don't pick 
up on the claims, and if book sales 
are low, this controversy may all 
pass like waves rushing to the 
shore and rolling lost back out to 
sea. 

If what Franklin says in his book 
is true (and you should get the book 
so you can read it in its entirely), 
Robb is not fit to hold public of- 
fice.
